Believe the News of my Impriſonment might 
fill thee with Doubts of thy own Liberty,

ing. Not that I would have thee think, I was 
inſenſible of a Loſs ſo afflicting as that of Liberty; 
but my Chains did not appear ſo very formidable, 
ming made them familiar to my Thoughts long 
ore. a 
When I firſt came to Paris, I look d on my 
ſelf but as a Priſoner at large, owing the Freedom 
I had to walk about, only to the Careleſsneſs of 
the State, and the Favour of Deſfiny. So that 
when that Indulgence was retrench'd, no new 
Things happen'd to me. What I had expected 
for Seven Years together, could not ſeem itrange 
when it came to pals. — 
By what I have ſaid, thou may ſt learn to pre- 
pare thyſelf for the worſt Events, which com- 
monly ſteal upon the Secure and Unthinking, be- 
ing . up in greater Darkneſs and Silence, 
than the Moments which bring them to Light. 
Theſe flide away without our Advertiſement, un- 
ſeen, unheard : Neither can our Watches or Di- 
als inform us any Thing of them, till they are 
{s'd. So there is no Index to point out to us 
the hidden Decrees of Fate, till they are accom- 
2 no Ephemeris of Deſtiny, but our own 
xperience. _- 
Thou, and all thy Nation, are ſuſpected by the 
Chriftians : They elteem you Enemies of their 
Intereſt as well as of your Law. They deſpiſe 
and vilify you, calling you, The Accurſed of God. 
Vet they admit you as Members of their Com- 
monwealth. 'They receive you to the Prote- 
Qion of their Laws, and entruſt you with their 
Secrets, that they may ſerve themſelves of your 
Money. Thus are you become Bankers for 
your {worn Enemies: And while you profeſs an 
Eternal Obedience to the Injunctions of Maſes, 
you make underhand Leagues with the * 
0 
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of Jeſus. I do not accuſe your Commerce with 
theſe Infidels : But, I ſay, you have Reaſon to 
be upon your Guard, when you are environed 
with ſo many Millions of Enemies. They are 
not ignorant of the Intimacies . between the Mi- 
nifters of the Sublime Porte, and thoſe of thy Na- 
tion: It is common in the Mouths of the French, 
That the Jews are the Turks Intel/igencers. Thou 
oughteſt therefore to have a ſpecial Regard to 
thy Conduct, that no imprudent Actions may ex- 
poſe thee to the Jealouſy of the State where thou 
refideſt. That Court is full of Eyes; and thou 
haſt need of a ſtricter Veil, than what thou 
weareſt in the Synagogue. The very Walls of the 
Houſe will betray thee, and thy Domeſticks 
may prove thy greateſt Enemies: Yet ſuf] 
none more than thy ſelf. This will not ſeem 
harſh Counſel, if thou refleteſt twice on it, 
there being nothing more certain, than that it is 
not ſo eaſy to defend ones ſelf from him in 
whom we confide, as from one we are jealous 
of. And every Man is apt to put too much 
Truſt in himſelf. I believe thou art faithful, and 
abhorreſt 'Treachery ; yet at the ſame Time, thou 
may'ſt be remiſs and weak: What could not be 
extorted from thee by an open Enemy, may be 
diſcovered by the Infinuations of a pretented 
Friend. Thy own good Nature may cajele thee ; 
and therefore it will be no ſmall Point of Wiſ⸗ 
dom To beware of thy ſelf. As for Contingen- 
cies, I adviſe thee not to be perplexed about 
them, or be uneaſy. Thou canſt not avoid the 
inevitable Appointments of Heaven. Only be 
ready for the worſt that may happen, ſince thou 
canſt never be certain of any Thing. 

Thy Predeceſſor Carcoa was a Man of exqui- 
ſite Forecaſt, always on the Watch, prying into 
the dark Orb of Futurities; yet an Accident

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ſurprized him once, of which his ſtricteſt Caution 
never gave him Warning, I read it in one of his 
Letters to the Kaimacham, which thou ſenteſt me 
from Vienna. The Story is this: As he was one 
Day writing D:/patches to the Port, a certain tame 
Bird which he kept for his Divertiſment, ſnatches 
from the Table the Paper on which he was writ- 
ing to the T:/terdar : And the Window being open 
flies with it out into the Street. The Paper was 
dropped in the Garden of the Augufin Friars, the 
very Moment when the Spani/> Ambaſſador was 
walking there with the Gexeral of that Order. Tis 
true, the Letter was unfiniſh'd, no Name ſub- 
ſcribed, and ſo Carcoa eſcaped an imminent Ha- 
zard of his Life.

ing ſoon carried to the Principal Secretary of State, 
and by him communicated to the Emperor and 
Divan. Strict Inquiſitien was made throughout 
the City for the Author of that Letter. A Re- 
ward of a Thouſand Rzx-Dellars promis d to any 
that would diſcover him. The Bird was ſeen by 
many to fly along with a 39 in her Bill, but 
from whencc ſhe came, none knew. Nor had any 
curious Eye attended her uncertain Motion back : 
No Man divining, that that Paper was deſign'd to 
tranſmit to the ever happy Port, the moſt impor- 
tant Counſels of the German Empire. Neither was 
Carcoa's Hand taken notice of, having lived very 
privately, and uſed another Character in his com- 
mon Dealings.

INCE my Releaſe, I have informed my ſelf 

of ſome Paſſages, to which I was a Stranger 
during my Reftraint. The Tranhlvanian Agent 
continues ſtill at this Court; and his Negotiation is 
not now a becret. Monſieur Croiffy is gone Ambaſ- 
fſador Extraordinary to Prince Ragotſti, on the 
fame Errant from this Crown. The ſubject Mat- 
ter of both their Embaſſies, is a League. Cardinal 
Mazarini ſuſpected Tergiverſation in that Prince 
and that he would privately treat with the E ror,” 
if the Grand Signior ſhould withdraw his Aſſiſtance 
and Protection from him; or if he himſelf ſhould 
grow weary of the War. Wherefore Monfieur 

0 , according to the Cardinal's Inſtructions 
would not ſign the Leagre, till Ragocſti had called 
home his Ambaſſadors, who were treating with the 
Imperialifis at J yrne, and ſent away the German 
Envoy from his Camp. 

The League being concluded, he infiſted on the 
Neceſſity the Prince lay under, of marching his 

Army nearer to Torflenſon the Swediſh General, 
that ſo they might ſupport one another againſt the 
German Forces. 

This was the Pretence ; but in Reality it was 
deſigned to engage the Tranſylvanians beyond the 
Power of a Retreat, and to poſt them under the 
Eye of the Swedi/h General, who ſoon after poſ- 
ſeſſed himſelf of Tyrze, the Place appointed for 
* between the Imperialiſis Prince Ra- 

01k. 
" It is a Town in the Lower Hungary, not far 
from Pre/burgh. The Swedes enter d this Place the 
17th 
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17th of the 5th Moon, but left a Garriſon in it of 
Seven Hundred Hungarian Horſe, and Three 
Hundred Foot, according to their 4rtic/es with 
the Beſieged | 

Theſe were ſoon forc'd to quit the- Town by 
Count Forgatſch, an Imperialift, the Swedes and 
Tran/ylvanians being march'd a great Diſtance off: 
And tis ſaid, this Hungarian Garriſon yiclded not 
unwillingly to the Inperial Arms. . 

Tis certain, General Torfienſon puts but ſmall 
Confidence in the Hungarian Soldiers : For above 
Six Hundred of the cemmon Sort deſerted him, 
the 29th of the 5th Moon, and the reſt raiſed ſuch 
frequent Tumults and Mutinies, that their Com- 
mander ſtood in more Fear of them, than of their 
Enemies. It's reported likewiſe, That there has 
been lately no good Underſtanding between Ra- 
gotſti and Torflenſon, about the deſigned Siege of 
Preſburgh : The former ſeeming too much to fa- 
vour the Hungarians, and being rather inclined to 
carry his Arms into the Emperor's Hereditary 
Countries, Yet he would not conſent, that Pre/- 
burgh ſhould be in the Hands of the Swedes. 

The French ſay, that the Prince is humorous, 
and wavering, yet of a fair Intention, but that 

the greateſt Part of his Officers are corrupted, by 
the Emperor: And that therefore both they and 
the common Soldiers were for Peace; only his 
Wife, his Sen, ahd ſome few of his Counſellors 
perſuaded him to adhere to the Swedes. 

They add, tat the Young Prince, being inſtruct- 
ed by his Mother, one Day in a full Aſſembly of 
the chief Commanders, made the following Ora- 
tion, Rago!//ki himſelf being alſo preſent.

The Chriflians ſcoff at the faithfid People, as di- 
vided into ſeveral S .

wipe out thoſe Reproaches, and vindicate the 
Honour of the Holy Profe//ion. I could retort, 
that Error ſhews itſelf infinite in them; but I 
muſt hold my Peace, and reftrain myſelf, leſt my 
Zeal tranſport me beyond Diſcretion ; remem- 
bring I am not ſent here to diſpute, but to act ſe- 
cretly for my Great Maſter, whoſe Empire be ex- 
tended over all the habitable World. 

Theſe poor Wretches boaſt much of their Tra- 
ditions, their Sacred Synods and Fathers, as if we 
ever wanted Holy Men, working Wonders, and pe- 
netrating into the profoundeſt Myferies, but only 
wiping their Eyes with the Duft of their Feet. 
They talk much of Faith and Reaſon; at which 
I ſmile, as knowing ir to be only Education. Yet, 
as the awo7ſt of People have ſomething that is good, 
ſo theſe are not wholly defticute of Devotion. 
They pray often, but not ſo often as the True 
Believers ; it being, as thou knoweſt, a juſt Ex- 
ception againſt a Witneſs amongſt us, That he 
prays not fix Times a Day. They pray to Men 
and Women deceaſed, whereas thou knoweſt, 
there is no Deity but One. They faſt often. but 
not ſo ſtrictly as the aſſiſted with the Virtue of 
the Supreme Diſpenſer of Graces. They are chari- 
table, but this hinders them not from excluding 
all from the 6% AbSodes, who are not of their 
Beli:f : Whereas thou affirmeſt (who art the Re/o/- 
ver of all the Problems of Faith that it will go 
well at the 14% Day with all honeſt People, ſeein 
theſe have all the ſame Objects of Worſhip; wn 
their Ai Ferent Religions are but as ſo many different 
Ways, which lead a Man to the ſame Place of Reſt, 
Uke warious Roads to the ſame City. 

Theſe Chriffians whip themſelves often with 
mall Cords; which Humour ſay they, was jet 
en Foot by an Hermit's Preaching and Example. 
Not many Countries _ from that where I

am, there happen'd ſuch an odd Inſtance of this 
extravagant Zeal (which was to be heighten'd, it 
ſeems, with the Fumes of Wine) as plainly juſti- 
fies our Prophet's Wiſdom, in charging the Farth- 
Jul to avoid it. It was poetry the Cuſtom of 
ſeveral People in this Place, in their Proceſſions, to

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LETTER IV. 
To Muſtapha Berber Aga. 


OULD to GOD I could converſe with 
thee Face to Face in the Serag/io, as in 
former Times. I vent my paſhonate Wiſhes 
to Conſtantinople, that happy Reſidence of my 
beſt Friends, the Nurſery of my Childhood, the 
School of my Youth, and, I hope, the future 
Repoſitory of my old Age. When I think of 
that City, tis with a Pathon hardly ſecond to 
that which I cheriſh for the Place of my Nati- 
vity. In Arabia, tis true, I firſt ſaw the Light 
of the Sun, but 'twas in Greece I received the 
more friendly 1//umination of the Moon, the Splen- 
dors of the True Faith ; which, though they diſ- 
cloſe not to us ſo clear a Proſpect of the Earth 
and all its Gaieties ; yet they-preſent us with an 
unveiled Diſcovery of the Heaven, and Stars 3 
ſhewing us Paradiſe, with its glittering Inhabi- 
tants, the purpled Colonies of True Believers, Cham- 
pions and Martyrs of the Eternal Unity. In the De- 
/art I left my Father, or rather he left me, before 
I found myſelf, being but an infant when he 
died, but in the City I found Friends, which is 
not a leſs endearing Title. He gave me but my 
Birth, whereby I entered on the Stage of Miſe- 
ries ; with which he ſoon after left me to ſtruggle; 
before I could diſtinguiſh - Miſery from Happi- 
neſs. But they gave me Education, which'taught 
me how to ſhun thoſe Evils, which are the natural 
Conſequences of our Birth. So that in the 
main, I am more indebted to them than to him. 
Let it be how it will, I cannot ceaſe to love 
them, and often wiſh myſelf with them, This 
1s 
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is a ſccond Nature. And becauſe I cannot have 
my Deſires fulfill'd in that, I gratify my ſelf b 
often writing to them. Should I make Compa- 
riſons, thou wilt ſay, I am a Flatterer, Suffice 
it to tell thee, that thou art one of the Number, 
whoſe Remembrance affects me with ſenfible Com- 
Placency. Yet I cannot write to thee, nor any 
of my Friends. ſo often as I would, without en- 
trenching on the Obligations I have to the other 
* of the Sublime Porte. I ſend Diſpatebes 
to all by Turns, ſacrificing my private Regards 
to the Expectations of the State, and the Pleaſure 
of my Superiors: 

Had I been at Liberty, I could have fent thee 

the earlieſt News, of the Slaughter which the G- 
mant, made three Moons ago in the French Army 
at Margentheim. "Tis not too late now to ſay 
fomething of it. The Inperialiſtis owe that Tri- 
umph to the Candour of Turenne, and the degene- 
rate Craft of the Duke of Bawaria ; who, to lull 
the French in a fatal Security, ſent an Agent into 
France to negotiate a Peace, with deceitful Over- 
tures and Umbrages; commanding alſo, that none 
of his Soldiers ſhould dare to call the French their 
Enemies. - Yet ſome lay the Blame of this Over- 
throw to the Suede, whoſe unſeaſonable Suſpi- 
cion of a private Treaty between the French and 
Germans, hinder d Torftenſen from joining with 
the former; and expos d Turenne, with his raw 
and unexperienc d Forces, to the numerous Army 
of Veteran Inperialiſts, 
- "Twas a fatal Engagement, and the French loſt 
many brave. Men; beſides an Hundred and Fifty 
Commanders taken Priſoners, Fifteen Hundred of 
the common Soldiers, Fifty Enſigns, with many 
Waggons, and Four Mules laden with Money.

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It is reported, that whilſt Turenne, in the gene- 
ral Retreat and Flights of his Army, betook him- 
ſelf to Margentheim, as he lay on his Bed the firſt 
Night, one of his Officers was coming to alarm 
him with the News of the Germans Approach to 
that Town, but unfortunately ſtumbled at his 
Chamber Door, with the Noiſe of which Turenne 
awaked ; and fearing ſome Attempt on his Life, 
leaping off his Bed with his drawn Sword, and 
— toward the Door, juſt as the Officer 
open'd it, he run him into the Heart. By which 
Miſtake he himſelf, and the Troops that were 
in the Town with him, had like to have fallen 
into the Hands of the Bawvarians. But receiving 
Notice of their Approach accidentally by ſome 
other Means, he withdrew his Troops out of the 
Town by a contrary Road, and eſcaped the Pur- 

ſuit of his Enemies. 
This Victory has given new Courage to the In- 
perialifis, and has not much diſpirited the French, 
who are by this Loſs enflamed with greater Ar- 
dors, meditating a ſpeedy Revenge. The Genius 
of this Court ſeems to be undaunted, breathing 
nothing but War. 
I ſhall not fail to ſend thee ſuch Intelligence, 
as will demonſtrate, that Mabmut paſſes not away

AI length thou haſt condeſcended to beg 
my Pardon, for the Calumnies thy Tongue 
loaded me with. I am not ill pleaſed with 
thy Letter. It abounds with elegant Expreſſions 
of thy Sorrow, for an Offence to which thou 
hadſt no Provocation. Thy Submiſſion, though 
late, abates my Reſentment ; and, If thou per- 
formeſt thy Promiſe, tis baniſhed. The firſt 
Crime ſo ingenuoufly acknowledg'd, claims a 
Title to Forgiveneſs. Let eternal Oblivion ſeal 
it. I am not by Nature revengeful. I rather 
bluſh for Shame, than grow pale with Anger at 
him that injures me. Yet Self-Preſervation will 
rouze our Choler, which is the moſt active Hu- 
mour, and precipitates many to violent Courſes. 
The Effect it has on me, is to put me on my 
Guard, leſt he who has wronged me, without 
any Signs of Repentance, ſhould continue his 
Malice to my Deſtruction But thou haſt diſ- 
ed all my Suſpicions by thy ſeaſonable Ad- 
eſs; and if I cannot pronounce thee innocent, 
I will believe thou art not incorrigible. The beſt 
Advice I can give thee is, henceforwards to 
attend to thy own Affairs, and refrain from thoſe 
of others ; remembring the Arabian Proverb, He 
that peeps in at his Neighbour's Window, may 
chance to loſe his Eyes. There is a great deal of 
Wiſdom couch'd in theſe ſhort Sentences. ' They 
are not the Product of one Man's Experience, nor 
of a few ; but they are the Reſult of Univerſal 
Obſervation. And out Country has been happy 
above others in the Choice of her Proverbs. This. 
| that 
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that I mention'd, is peculiar to the Ea, yet I 
can produce an Inſtance, whereby 'twas lately ve- 
rified in the fe. 

There is hardly a Night paſſes in this populous 
City, wherein ſome Murder is not committed in 
the Street. Two Nights ago a Man was found 
dead on the Ground: whereupon a Tumult was 
gather'd about his bleeding — Amongſt 
the reſt, a Fellow came crowding in, inquiſitive 
what ſhould be the Matter. Thoſe who ſtood by 
beholding his Cloaths bloody, which he was not 
ſenſible of himſelf, ſeized on him as the Maurde- 
rer. His wild Looks encreaſed their Jealouſy, 
and the incoherent Words with which he en- 
deavour'd to excuſe himſelf, render'd him guilty 
in the Judgment of the Rabble. They carried 
him before a Cadi, by whom he was ſtrictly 5 
amin'd: He ſtoutly denied the Fact; and 
Proof could be brought againſt him, but his 
ſtained Cloaths. Tis the Cuſtom here, to put 
to the Torture Perſons ſuſpected of capital Crimes, 
in order to draw a Confeſſion of the Truth. 
This they did to this poor Wretch ; and in 
the Extremity of his Pains, he acknowledged, 
he had killed his Wife that Evening, but 
was altogether innocent of this poor Man's 
Death, Who was murder'd in the Street All 
the Torments they inflicted, could force no other 
Confeſſion from ' him, ſave that which his real 
Guilt prompted him to make. For which he 
was condemn'd to Death, according to the Laws. 
Thou ſeeſt by this, that had he gone about his 
Buſineſs, without prying into other Men's Mat - 

ters, he might have eſcap'd a Diſcovery. But 
that meddling Itch of the Imprudent betray'd 
him (not without the icular Direction of 


Fate) to a Death, which indeed he merited, but 
N not 
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not on the Score of the murder d Man, whom he 
0 went out of his Way to ſee. | 

Thou wilt ſay, this Story is not applicable to 
thy Caſe, ſince thou haſt never yet embru'd th 
Hands in any Man's Blood. I tell thee, what 
have ſaid, was not deſigned as a Reflection on thy 
paſt Offence (let it be for gotten) ; but as a Caution 

or the future, not to engage thyſelf in Matters 
out of thy Sphere. For a buſy Body 1s never 
without Troubles. 

Above all, I counſel thee to practiſe the Go- 
vernment of the Tongue, which is a great Ver- 
tue, eſpecially in the > 6A of Princes. The Arabi- 
ans ſay, That the wiſe Man's Soul repoſes at the Root 
af his Tongue; but a Fool's is ever dancing on the Tip. 

Thou haſt no Reaſon to take in ill Part. the 

Freedom with which I adviſe thee for thy Good; 
unleſs thou thinkeſt thyſelf too old to learn. But, 
I have a better Opinion of thee, than to rank thee 
among Pythagoras's Aſſes. . 

I have faid enough for a Friend; too much for 
an Enemy. It is in thy own Choice co make me 
which thou pleaſeſt.

HF HOU haft never vouckſafed to acknow- 
ledge the Advice I ſent thee ſome Years 
ago, of a Chriſtian's Deſign againſt thy Life. 
Peabaps he wanted an Opportunity, to put his 
| . Revenge 
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Revenge in Execution that Way; and therefore 
the Caution I gave thee look 'd like a falſe Alarm. 
Thou truſteſt in thy Courage, the Strength of thy 
Veſſel, the Multitude and Fidelity of thy Saver, 
and thinkeſt thy ſelf invulnerable. But let me 
tell thee, That neither thy Courage, nor thy 
Veſſel, can defend thee from the Stroke of De- 
/iiny ; and thou haſt no greater Enemies than thoſe 
who eat thy Bread. Whether it be the Continu- 
ance of thy l or the natural Regret of Ser- 
vitude has render d them ſo, I know not; but 
if what I am informed of be true, thou art the 
miſerableſt Man in the World. Wert thou only 
in Danger ts loſe thy Life by a Stab, a Bullet, 
or the iwift Effects of Poiſon, it would be a 
Happineſs, in Compariſon of the Methed that is 
now taken to deſtroy thee. - And the inviſible 
Death which thou wert formerly to receive from 
a Prayer-Book, would have been ſoft as the Stroke 
of Cupid's Arrow. in reſpect of the Tragical and 
Unheard of Fate, which is now preparing for thee. 
Think not I go about to amuſe or affright thee 
with Chimera's and Tales, ſuch as Nurſe: uſe to 
awe their Children into Compliance and . 
Manners. What I tell thee is Matter of Fact, 
and confirmed by many Letters from Tracy, to ſe- 
veral eminent Merchants in Paris: I have ſeen 
ſome of them, and hear that the reſt agree in the 
ſame Relation 

They give on Account, That at Nagles, on the 
ſecond of the laſt Moon, three Witches were ſeiz- 
ed, and accuſed of practiſing Diabolical Arts; 
of Enchanting ſeveral Perſons ; of doing great 
_ Miſchief ; 51 in fine, of having private Com- 
merce with the Devil. They ſtoutly denied all 
at firſt, and made very ſubtle and plauſible Apo- 
logies. Inſomuch, as the Inguifitors were almoſt 
perſuaded of their Innocence; till it was ſug- 
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geſted, that their Houſes ſhould be ſearch d. O 
ficers were ſent accordingly , who after a narrow 
Scrutiny, found ſome Magical Books, ſeveral 
Vials of ſtrange Liquors, Pots of Ointment ; 
with an mage of Wax, reſembling a Man, but 
ly melted. There were imprinted on the 
Breaſt of the Image ſeveral unknown Characters, 
Figures and Magical Symbols: And on the Fore- 
head was to be read ZELEM EBEN SA. 
GRAN. All theſe were brought, and expoſed 
before the Þrguifitors 3 (of whole Office thou art 
not Ignorant) great Deliberation was had about 
this unuſual Emergency. The Ina ums and Chiiks 
were ſent for and conſulted The Vitebes were 
examined apart, and put to the Torture, as is - 
the Cuſtom in Capital Crimes Admirable was 
their Conſtancy fer a conſiderable Time ; but at 
length, overcome by the Continuance and Sharp- 
neſs of their Pains, they confeſſed they had for 
ſome Years practis d Magick Arts, convers'd with 
| familiar Spirits, raiſed Tempeſts, Earthquakes, 
and done other wicked Feats. Being examin'd 
about the Image of Wax, they declared, That it 
was the Image of a Turkiſh Captain of a Galley 
whoſe Name was written on the Forehead : And 
that they were hired by certain /ralians, who had 
been Slaves in the Galley of the ſaid Captain, to 
bewitch him to Death, in the moſt lingring Me- 
thod they could invent ; that in order to this, 
had made this Image; that every Night 
they met together, with a Fourth of their Gang, 
(who was not to be found) and made a Fire of 
the Bones of dead Men, which they ſtole from 
the Graves and Charnel Houſes. That they laid 
this Image down at a convenient Diſtance before 
this Fire, repeating certain Magical Words and 
Charms; and as this Image gradually melted, ſo 
the Body of the ſaid Turki/s Captain did —_— 
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ſibly waſte and decay. And, te add to his lin- 
ring Death an intolerable Torment, they ba- 
Ned the melted mage with the Oils, and others 
Liquors which were contained in the Vials and 
Pots: That by this Means he was perpetually 
racked with moſt pungent and acute Pains in 
his Bowels, Head, and all Parts of his Body, ra- 
ging under moſt violent Fevers, inſatiable Thirſt, | 
and want of Sleep, Finally, That this lingring 
Kind of Death would continue, as long as they 
leas'd to protract the Diſſolution of the Vaxen 
mage. 

This Confe/Jion, tho'ꝰ extorted from the Witches 
in the midſt of inſufferable Torments, yet was de- 
liver'd without any Inconſiſtencies, and with all 
the Demonſtrations of a real Penitence. And be- 
ing ſeconded with the Teſtimonies of many cre- 
dible Witneſſes, who had overſeen them in ſome 
of their nocturnal Ceremonies , the Inqurifitors mo- 
ved with a juſt Horror of ſo nefandous Abomina- 
tions, ſentenc'd them To be burnt, and their 
Aber to be ſcatter d into the S:a. Which was ac- 
cordingly executed on the Sixth of the laſt Moor, 
in the „ne of infinite Spectaror s. 

The News of this Extraordinary Event is freſh 
in the Mouths of almoſt all the Inhabitants of this 
City; yet ne Man, I dare ſay, hears it with that 
Concern for the Turkiſh Captain, as I do. Even 
thoſe among the Chriſtians who zhhor Witchcraft, 
would nevertheleſs rejoice, if not only thou, but 
all the Mu/ulmans were deſtroyed with Enchant 
ments ; ſince they can never hope it will come to 
paſs by Succeſs of their Arms. 

I am not credulous of every Story, that is rela- 
ted of Witches, being ſatisfied, That Super/?ition 
and Ignorance has liſted many in that Jufernal 
Number, who were innocent, and never deſerv'd 


it; ſome having been forced by Racks and Tor- 


tures 
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tures to confeſs themſelves guilty of practiſing 
Enchantments, when, after their ” oat” wy there 
have appear'd evident Proofs to the contrary. 
Yet I cannot be ſure, but that there have been 
ſome in all Ages and Notions, who have entered 
into Leagues and Aſſociations with Dewi/s, and 
have been enabled thereby to perform Things 
above the Power of Nature. owever, I have 
a particular Deſire to hear from thee, and to be 
informed, Whether thou haſt experienc'd the Ef- 
fect of their Exchantments. If thou haſt not, bleſs 
thy Stars that thou wert born and bred a Maul- 
man, againſt whom the Magick of the Infidels can- 
not prevail; and that thou haſt ſwallowed the 
Inpreſſion of Mahomet's Seal, which is of Force 
to diſſolve and make invalid, all the Charms of 
Men and D:wils. But if thou haſt felt the Force 
of their Exchantments, and pineft away with un- 
accountable Pains and Langours, then think 
with thyſelf, that thou art defective in keeping 
ſome Point of our Holy Law ; that Mahomet is 
angry with thee, withdraws his Protection, and 
expoſes thee to the Malice of Evil Spirits, Nei- 
ther perſuade thy ſelf, That becauſe the Three 
Witches are put to Death, thou ſhalt preſently re. 
cover thy former Health and Eaſe again: For, 
ſo long as there is a Fourth living, and out of 
the Reach of Juflice, thou art not ſafe. Nay, if 
ſhe were taken and executed too, ſo long as th 
Enemies are yet alive, who firſt employed theſe 
Hags, thou art ſtill at their Mercy. They will 
ſearch every Corner of Italy, and of all Europe, 
but they will find Inſtruments of their Revenge. 
They will rummage Hell it ſelf, to gratify their 
Fury. The beſt Counſel I can give thee in this 
Caſe is, to pacify thine Enemies, by extraordi- 
nary Acts of Civility to the Chriſtians, where- 
ever thou mecteſt them; by uſing thy Slaves 
mildly, 
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mildly, and giving them their Freedom, aſter a 
limited Time of Service, without exacting a Ran- 
ſom, which neither they nor their Relations and 
Friends can ever be able to pay This will abate 
the Rancour of the Infadels, and turn their Re- 
venge into Kindneſs and Love. Thou wilt every 
where be free from Dangers ; and thoſe very Per- 
ſons, who now ſtudy all Means to take away thy 
Life, will then hazard their own, to preſerve thee 


from Death. 
Think not that I 7 about to perſuade thee to 
change Temper with thy Slaves, and from the 


Reſolution and Bravery of a true Mu//a/man, to 
ſink into the abject Timorouſneſs of a Chriftian. 
Be fearful only of thy elf, and ſtand in Awe of 
none more than of thy own Conſcience. There is 
a Cato in every Man, a/evere Cen ſor of his Man- 
ners; and he that reverences this Judge, will ſel - 
dom do any Thing he need to repent of. Let 
not the Authority of any Station tempt thee to be 
cruel and unjuſt ; but, in all Things, Do as thou 
awouldft be done unto. This is a Precept engraven 
on every Man's Heart; and he whoſe Actions 
write after this Copy, will always be at eg here, 
and tranſcendently happy hereafter. Follow this 
Rule, and thou wilt experience the Ee. Adieu.

F one may judge of future Events, by ap- 
"FF plying to them the Symptoms of Things 
ſt; and if a Man may com one King- 
om with another, I ſhould think that France 
will in Time extend the Limits of her Empire, a8 
far as any of the four great Monarchies, that have 
been recorded in Hifories for the univerſal Sway. 
J will not fay, az far as the wide-ſtretch'd Empire 
of the ever · victorious Oman. Vet the Genius of 
this Nation ſeems in ſome Manner to inſpire the 
French with as ardent a Thirſt of Glory and Con- 
queſt, as that, which has in all Ages appear'd to 
be the inſeperable Virtue of the Muſſulmans. They 
-preſs forward to the Mark for which they take up 
Arms ; that is, to ſubdue all -befere them, and 
lay Kingdoms, Provinces and Cities, at the Feet 
of their- Sovereign. They are not diſcouraged at 
Difficulties and Loſſes: The Checks and Oppo- 
fitions they neet with, do but animate them with 
new and freſh Vigours. So that it is become a 
ſure Prognoſtick of ſome great Succeſs to that Na- 
tion, when at any Time they receive ill News 
from their Armies. In this, their Courage ſeens 
to be of the Quality of Naptha, which by pour- 
ing on of Water takes Fire, although, thou know- 
eft, theſe two Elements be contrary to each other.

Soldiers, and the Boys in the Streets making 
all their Paſtimes conſiſt in imitating the Men 
of Arm:, and learning the Diſcipline of War. 
There was ne. need to force Men to the Field. 
No ſoener was the King's Intentions to raiſe new 
Forces divulged in the Provinces, but Thouſands 
came voluntarily, and took up Arms, 2 
rather to ſeek honourable Deaths in the Toils 
and Hazards of War, than to lead inglorious 
Lives at Home, in the ſoft Enjoyments of 
Peace. 

Theſe Things appeared to me as certain Pre- 
ſages of the riſing Greatneſs of this Monarchy, 
and an evident Sign that the French Nation 1n 
this Age, ſhall out-do their Anceftors in Warlike 
Deeds. 

The Stage of that bloody Combat, between 
the Forces of the Dale of Bavaria, and thoſe un- 
der the Command of Mareſchal Turenne, was Mer- 

entheim. Since which there has been a more 

erce Encounter between the French and Imperial- 
its at Allerſheim. Wherein the former have reco- 
vered the Honour they ſeemed to have loſt in 
the Spring, owing much to the Bravery of the 
Landgrade of Heje-Cafſel, who, with his Regi- 
ments, had a conſiderable Share in the Actions 
of this Day ; and * he has been 1

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with magnificent Gifts by the Queen Regent. The 
Bavarian, loſt in this Battle above Two Thouſand 
common Soldiers, beſides many Officers of Note. 
On the French Side, the Duke of Enguien, (who. 
had newly joined his Forces to theſe of Turenne) 
was wounded in the Arm, with: two other Com- 
manders. Monfieur Grammend was taken Priſo- 
ner, but honourably treated, and ſent away with 
Preſents by the Duke of Bawaria, together with 
Inſtructions about a Neutrality, who is exchanged 
for a German of equal Quality. The French have 
alſo loſt in this Battle above a Thouſand of the. 
2 Soldiers; ſo that their Victory coſt them 

The Duke of Enguien, notwithſtanding his 
Wounds, marches on the next Day with his Army 
to Norlinghen,. offering that Town a Neutrality, 
and Liberty for the Garriſon to march out, which 
conſiſted of Three Hundred Bawarians, But re- 
ceiving a fierce Anſwer from the Gowverncur, he 
cauſed the Approaches to be made in order to an 
Aſſault, which was begun that very Night, and a 
Breach made in the Walle; upon which the Inha- 
bitants were forced to intercede with the Duke, 
that there might be a Ceſſation of Violence till 

the next Morning, promiſing, that then the Sol- 
diers ſhould ſurrender ar Dileretion Which was 
done accordingly. 

There he tarried Eight Days to refreſli his 
Army. Then he marched to Dankenſpule, which 
was defended by a Garriſon of Five Hundred 

Bavarians, He took this Place by Storm, yet 
gave Quarters to the Soldiers, who laid down 
dei Arms, and yielded themſelves Priſoners. 
Leaving a Garriſon of Three Hundred French in 
the Town, he remov d his Forces toward H:ilbrun. 
But in regard this Place was defended by Fifteen 


Hundred Men, he forbore to aflault it, and only 
quartered 
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quartered his Army in the neighbouring Villa- 


© Slice that Time, which was about the Middle 
of the laſt Moon, there has been no conſiderable 
Action between the French and the Germans.. Yet 
thoſe who pretend to be vers d in Milirary Affairs, 
laugh at the ill Cenduct of the rch-Duls Leopold, 
who, when he had the French ſhut up.in a narrow 
Streight, — which it was impoſſible for them 
to paſs but by ſingle Files, neglected that Oppor- 
tunity to cut them off, deferring the Victory 
(whereof he was too ſecure) till the next Day, 
Reaſon of the preſent Wearineſs of his Soldiers. 
In the mean Time Turenne, with his whole Army 
paſs d the Streight in the Middle of the Night, 
and came to Philip/burgh. | * 

This Over ſight of the General is much talk'd 
of, becauſe, had he purſu'd his Advantage he had 
not only entirely defeated the French, . in all 
Probability, falling with the whole Force of the 
Empire on the Swedes, he had likewiſe vanquiſh'd 
them, and ſo put an End to the War. But it 
ſeems as if the inſcrutable Providence had deter- 
mined to infatuate the Minds of the Germans, and 
reſerve thoſe two potent Nations, their Enemies, 
to be a farther Scourge to the Empire. 

Adieu, great Guardian of the eternal Monarchy, 
and believe Mabmut, when he ſolemnly ſwears by

AM weary of writing News of Battles and 
Sieges to the Granazes, and I know, thou 
ſeldom troubleſt thyſelf with the Care of foreign 
Tranſactions. Beſides, I have no certain Intelli- 
gence of Moment to communicate. But I can 
acquaint thee with ſomething more agreeable to 
thy Studies and Genius. | | 7 
Here is a Man in this City who was net born 
blind, but by ſome ill hap loſt the Uſe of his 
Eyes. Vet Nature ſeems to have recompenſed 
that Misfortune in the Exquiſiteneſs of his Feel- 
ing. Thou would'ſt fay he carried his Eyes in his 
Fingers ends, ſince he diſtinguiſhes thoſe Things 
by his Touch, which are the only proper Objects 
of Sight. Believe me, I think, there can be no 
Deceit of Confederacy, whereby he might blind 
others,, inſtead of being ſo himſelf. 1 faw him 
muffled up with a Napkin which covered all his 
Face, then divers Pieces of Eaftern Silks, of va- 
rious Colours, were laid on the Table befere 
him. He felt them attentively, and told us the 
Colour of each Piece exactly. I who was never 
- over-credulous of extraordinary Pretences, ſuſ- 
pecting that either the Fineneſs of the Linen 
'which veiled his Face, might give him ſome 
Glimpſe of the different Colours, or that ſome 
By-ſtander, with appointed Signs, might inform 
him, cauſed all the Company to withdraw, except 
a learned Derwi/e, who was intimate with me; 
We threw a thick Velvet Mantle over his Face 
which reached down to his Navel, girding. it 
about 
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about his Waiſt, ſo as to leave his Arms at Li- 
berty. Then I procured ſmall Shreds of Silks, 
ſuch as I could conceal in the Palm of my Hand: f 
Theſe I cauſed him to touch with his Fingers, 
brought vp as high as his Chin, ſo that twas im- 
poſſible for him to ſee them, had he had the Uſe 
of his Eyes ; yet he made not the leaſt Miſtake 
in five ſeveral Colours. We changed the Order 
of the Silks, and ſometimes gave.him the ſame 
Piece four or five Times together; yet, as ſoon 
as he had felt it, he readily told us, twas the 
ſame Colour. 

I tell thee; O levyned Hali, ſuch an uncommon 
Experiment, afforded me Matter both of De ight 
and Wonder. I concluded from hence, that Na- 
ture is no Niggard in her Gifts, but ſupplies the 
Defe&s of one Semſe, by the ſuper-abundant Ac- 
curacy of another. We aſked this blind Perſon, 
By what Diſtinction he thus knew one Colour 

from another without the Help of his Eyes. He 
was not able to exprels the particular Manner of 
this diſcriminating Senſation; but only told us in 
general, that he Fete as much Difference between 
the r-d Silk and b/ack, as he had formerly done 
during the Enjoyment of his Eye-ſight between 
the Silks of Perfia, and the fine Linen of Europe: 

Which, thou knoweſt, are as different to the 
Touch as fine Paper and Vellum. | 

Thou that daily pryeſt into the Faculties of 

Humane Bodies, art better able to judge whether 
this Man's Excellency lay in the Tenuity and 
Fineneſs of kis Skin, the Subtilty of his Spirits, 
or ſome unuſual, powerful, yet delicate Ener 

of his Soul; or, whether it conſiſted in all theſe 
together. | | 

The Derviſe who was with me, ſeemed not 
much to admure at this rare Quality of the blind 
Man : Telling me moreover, that about Ten 
| C 3 Years 
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Years ago in his Travels, he had feen a blind Sa- 
tuary at Florence, who undertook to make the Re- 
— of an mage in the chief Temple of that 
City, which he finiſh'd ſo much to the Life, that 
his Work could no otherwiſe be diftinguiſh'd from 
the Original, than by the Difference of the Ma- 
: terials, hat being Alabaſter, bis white Clay, which 
he {o temper'd and moulded with his Fingers, as 
he continually felt of the other, that no Linea- 
ment was left unexpreſs d. 
Indeed, when I reflected on our Mutes in the 
Sereglio, and the unaccountable Sagacity with 


which they apprehended thoſe Words which they 


never heard, I ceas'd to be ſurpriz'd at what I 
had ſeen the blind Man perform, or what the Her- 
viſe had ſaid of the Statuary. I remember in 
Sultan Amurath's Time there was a Mute, in whom 
the Grand Signior took infinite Delight. For, be- 
fides a Thoutand pretty Geſtures and Tricks with 

which ſhe uted to divert that Prince, he often 


made her his Secretary, employing her in writing 


Letters to his Baus and others, whilſt he dicta- 
ted to her by Signs. Although ſhe could never 
receive the Sound of Words, nor utter any that 
were articulate ; yet I have ſęen her tranſcribe a 
whole Chapter in the Alcoran, containing a Hun- 
dred and Seventy Verficles, in as fine a Character, 
as the moſt celebrated Scribes of the Empire; and 


| "when ſhe had done, would explain what ſhe had 


thus written by Signs, which made it evident that 
ſhe perfectly underſtood the Alcor an. 

Theſe are rare Gifts, my Friend; yet were all 
the Mutes educated with as much Diligence and 
Care, as was Sagucda, (io ſhe was call d) tis poſ- 


ſible they would attain to greater Perfection. I 


have been told, that her Tatar, one of the learn- 
ed'ſt Men in Arabia, beftow'd many Years in 
teaching her this Method of Reading, _— 
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This puts me in Mind of a Man who was bred 
a Mahometan, but being taken Captive by the 
French, embraced their Religion, not in his Heart, 
but only in outward Profeſſion. When ] firſt 
came to Paris, I fell into his Company by Acci- 
dent, and underſtanding that he was an African, 
I deſired to aſk him ſeme Queſtions, but he was 
dumb, ſo that I had almoſt laid aſide my Hopes 
of converſing with him ; till perceiving that he 
moved his Lips, and epened this Month, as one 
that was talking, I offered him Pen, Ink, and Pa- 
E making Signs to him, that I would gladly 
now his Mind in Writing. He accordingly writ” 
in Moreſco, That he was Hruck deaf and dumb 
about eighteen Years ſince, telling me alſo the 
Place of his Nativity, and how he came hither ; 
J took the Pen, and in the ſame Language ex- 
reſs'd my Compaſſion of his Misfortunes. When 
E ſaw that I underſteod Moreſca, he writ again, 
ſignifying to me, that if I opened my Mauth wide 
at the page of every Syllable, he could 
underſtand my Meaning by the Poſture of my 
Lips and Tongue. I ſound his Words true, to 
my no ſmall Admiration ; for he cculd write 
down what I had ſaid. We converſed together 
often; and at length I procured his Eſcape in the

I tell thee my Obligations are infinite, 
ret only to thee, but to mary others of my 
Friends at the Port : It is impoſſible for me to 
acquit myſelf of ſo many Engagements. As for 
the Dignity to which the Sultan has raiſed thee, 1 
received the firſt News of it within theſe Fourteen 
Days. And I dare affirm, That none of my 
Friends, or of thoſe whoſe Dependence” is on 
- thee, could with greater Complacency behold 
thee veſted by our moſt augy/t Emperor, than I 
read the Letter which conveyed to me this wel- 
come Intelligence. rd 1 
Long mayeſt thou live to enjoy the Bleſſings 
which thy good Fortune has heaped on thee. 
Yet I counſel thee to enjoy them fo, as not to 
forget thou muft die. Let not the Grandeur of 
thy Station render thee proud and wilful : But 
remember, when thou art ſurrounded with a 
Crowd. of adoring Suppliants, That Death ſhall 
level thee with the 3 of thy Slawes. Thus 
the ancient Philoſophers ſpared not to perform the 
Office of Monitors to their Kings and Princes : 
And I hope, thou wilt not take in ill Part the 
wholeſome Advice of Mahmut, who diſcovers a 
Temper void of Hypocriſy, in the Freedom he 
aſſumes. If thou giveſt Ear to Flatterers, they

The Diet of Francfort, which had continued 
for Three Years, was diſſolved on the 1 2th of the 
4th Moon.

There 
are a Sort of Chriſtians in Germany, whom they 
call Ewangelicks. Theſe are oppoſite to the Roman 
Church, both in Religion and Intereſi: And their 
_ Cauſe is chiefly eſpous'd by the Dues of Saxony 
and Brandenburgh. It was to comply with theſe, 
that an A/embly was appointed at O/naburgh ; but 
the Emperor and the Catholicks were either for 
continuing that at Francſors, or tranſlating it to 
Mun er. While the contending Parties were 
bickering and ſtriving to gain their ſeveral Ends, 
the Deputy of the Duke of Bawaria, tired out 
with ſuch intolerable Delays, departed from 
Francfort, whom the reſt of the Deputies follow- 
ed. And this thou may'ſt report for the true Oc- 
caſion of the wh SCE: of that Diet. 

Thus, at the Einning of the Year, the Diſ- 
putes which thoſe Infde/s raiſed about ſafe Con- 
C 5 duct 
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duct, Exactneſs of Titles, Priority of Addreſs, 
and many other vain Punctilio's, hindred them 
from coming to any Conclufion about a Peace, 
which was the principal Cauſe of their aſſembling. 
And this is a Folly peculiar to the Nazarenes, 
that in all pub/ick A/jemblies the very Strength and 
Vitals of their Counſels are ſpent in a vain ad- 
juſting of empty Ceremonies.

It was propoſed to him that this March would be 
A happy Occaſion to unite the Two Kingdoms in 
à firm and durable League: That the Ewvange- 
Hicks in Poland would be much eaſed thereby: 
That Uladiſiazs was not much decay'd in his na- 
tural Vigonr : That Swedel/and might in the mean 
While be govern'd by the Council, with many 
other Propoſals and Encouragements, to this Pur- 
poſe. Among which I muſt not omit, that it 
was ſuggeſted, how eaſy 'twould be for two ſuch 
otent Crowns, in Conjunction, not only ta hum - 
le the Germans, but alſo to put a Stop to the 
victorioas Arms of the Ottoman Empire. But 
all this came to nothing, that wary Queen ſuſ- 
pecting that there was a deeper Defign in the 
a r of this old Fox; and that by ſuch a 
Match, the Kingdom of Swwedeland, in Default of 
the Que Royal, might be ſubjected to a Foreign.

: ITH extreme Joy I have received the cer- 
* tain News of the taking of Canea by the 

invincible Ottoman Arms. 

1 muſt confeſs, when I firſt apprehended the 
Intentions of Sultan Ibrahim, te make War with 
the Republick of Venice, 1 was apt to hearken to 

| ſome thinking Men in this Court, who, making 

their Obſervations of the Cu/tan's indulging 
himſelę 
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himſelf in Female Pleaſures, conjectured from 
thence (as by a common Rule) that he would 
not have diſcovered ſuch a martial and active Spi- 
rit, in aſſerting the Honour of the Ottoman Em- 
pire. His dextrous concealing his Deſigns, even 
to the very Execution of them, has ſtruck a Damp 
into all the Courts in Europe, inſomuch as Card:- 
nal Mazarini this Day told the Qzeen Regent, 
That he doubted left Su/tan Ibrahim would prove 
another Junius Brutus, who being the Nephew of 
Targuin, one of the Primitive Kings of Rome for 
ſome Years, counterfeited an extraordinary Sim- 
plicity and Weakneſs of Spirit : But having pri- 
vately ſecured a Faction to his own Intereſts, 
by popular Arts, he, to gain the Sowereignty, 
changed the Form of Government, procured-him- 
ſelf to be made Conſul, and diſcovered a Genius, 
ſurpaſſing in Policy and mature Judgment, all his 
Predeceſſors. 
Though the Cardinal's Compariſon be diſpro- 
portionate to the Grandeur of the ſovereign Em- 
eror of the Vorld, who cannot without a vaſt 
Injury be poſtpon'd in Virtue, Wiſdom or Power, 
as a Second or Imitator of any Prince upon Earth : 
Yet the Character holds good in the main, That 
he has timely and maturely diſſembled the moſt 
ſublime Abilities and Endowments a Sovereign 
Prince is capable of, rendering thereby his Ene- 
mies ſecure and eareleſs: Till at length all thoſe 
illuſtrious Attributes exert themſelves on a ſud- 
den, breaking forth like the Sun from an Eclipſe ;

But our ſage Emperor, by Secrety, which is the 
very Soul of all great Undertakings, hat anticipa- 
ted their very Fears, 'and leap'd upon the Prey, 
while the Keepers were aſleep. 

Had the Chriſtian Princes and States laid aſide 
their private Runctilio's and Animoſities, when the 
Venetians firſt made their Application ts them for 
Aſſiſtance, it might have proved a doubtful War. 
But inſtead of generouſly uniting their Forces in 
the common Defence of Chriſtendem, they begin 
to divide their Intereſts and Hearts one from ano- 
ther, and that upon the vaineſt Motives in the 
World, one State diſputing with another about 
Precedency of Poſts in the Army, which proceed - 
ed to that Height, as to fruſtrate the main Deſign: 
For the Pope himſelf at laſt is forced to raiſe the 

reateſt Aids the States of Venice are like to have; 
Joining his Gallies with theirs, and ſending a. 
Thouſand Foot on Board at his own Coſt. 

Thus does Divine Providence, out of the Diſ- 
cords of Chriſtian Princes, draw Occaſions to en- 
large the /acred Empire of the Muſſulmans, and to 
_ the Ottoman Conqueſts der the V eſtern

| FF ap that the Queen of France is very in- 
dulgent to her Generals, having called home 
the Duke of Enguien from the Toils of War. This 
Prince neglecting the Wounds he received in the 
Battle of Alenſbeim, not many Days after, fell 
into a violent Fever; ſo that he was carried in a 
. Horle-Litter to Philigſburgh, with no ſmall Dan- 
ger of his Life. As ſoon as he recsvered his 
Health, he was commanded to return to France, 
; and the Charge of the whole Army committed to 
 Mareſchal Turenne. — 
. . Such Tenderneſs is never ſhew'd to the Invinci- 
ble Ottoman Generals, neither would they eſteem 
it a Favour, but a Diſgrace. When they go to 
the Wars, they make no under-hand Leagues 
- with the Elements to ſpare their Bodies, but are 
reſolved to combat with Cold, Heat, Hunger, 
- Thirſt, and all the Hardſhips to which Seldiers 
are liable, as well as with the Swords of their 
Enemies. They take no other Aimour againſt 
the rigorous Froſts of a Ruan Winter, or the 
ſcorching Sands of a Perſian Summer, but an un- 
ſhaken Reſolution, and invincible Patience, and 
a Mind incapable of bawing under the , worſt 
Misfortunes. They are not angry with the 
Weapons of their Adverſaries, when they carve 
in their Limbs, the Marks of an Honour, which 
will far out-laſt the Pain ef their Wounds; and 
in their Fleſh hew deep Characters of an im- 
mortal Fame, and a Renown which ſhall know 
no Period. They are not parſimonious of 1 
| ood 
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Blood, but court their Enemies to ſpill it on the 
Ground, from whence it will ſpring up in Lau- 
rels and Wreaths, to crown them with Tri- 


umphs and Glory whilſt they live, and for to 
ſweeten their Memory with the Praiſe of future 


Generations. 
Thus, Magnanimous Y:zir, do the Muſſulman 
Heroes, the Props of the firſt Empire, manifeſt thair 
Courage, in Thing of Dangers and Wounds, 
and ſcorning to capitulate with Fortune, for 
Eaſe and Exemption from Death. They know, 
that when they march againſt the /»fidels, tis in 
: Vindication of the eternal Unity; and therefore, 
inſtead of  endeavouring to ſhun, they court a 
Death ſo glorious, as that which will immediate- 
ly tranſport them to the Bo/om of our holy. Pro- 
phet, and to the inexpreſfible Delights of the Gar- 
dens of Eden. Where this 'Truth is firmly root- 
ed, there is no Room for Fear to plant it ſelf, 
But the Caſe is otherwiſe with H:fdels, who 
blaſpheme that pureſt undivided Efjence. They 
aſſert and believe a Plurality of Gods, and there- 
fore, in Time of Danger, amongſt ſo many Dei- 
ties, they know not whom to addreſs, or whom 
to confide in. The Apprehenſion of Death is 
terrible to them, whoſe Hope is only in this Life; 
Whoſe Conſciences are ſtained with a Thouſand 
Pollutions, and yet renounce the very Method of 
being clean. Who not only err themſelves, but 
by their evil Example and Influence, (for I ſpeak 
of the Princes and Great Ones ) draw-innumerable 
after them, to taſte of the Tree Zacon, which 
grows in the Middle of Hell. f 
People ſpeak variouſly of the Duke of Enguien 
Conduct in the Battle of AMlerſßeim. His Crea- 
tures extol his Valour and Experience with 
Hyperbeles ; whilſt his Enemies endeavour to 
leſſen his Reputation. Some ſay, he 8 his 
vo- 
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Revocation to the Queens Diſlike; others attri- 
bute it to the extraordinary Concern ſhe has for 
his Health. But ſuch as would be eſteem'd the 
wiſer Sort, fay, his Return is voluntary, and 
ſought by himſelf, ſcorning to hold his Commi/- 
fon any longer at the Pleaſore of Cardinal Maza- 
rin, Who, tis thought, firſt procured him this 
Employment, only to have him out of the Way, 
and take off his Application from the domeftick 
Affairs of France. Theſe are the Diſcourſes of 
the People at preſent, who yet perhaps may 
change their Opinions before the Sun goes down. 
They will always be cenſuring and deſcanting 
on the Actions of their Szperiours ; few being 
willing to think their Tongues were given them 
to lie idle. It is but a little Member, but often 
does great Miſchief by its Activity. One of 
the Ancients gave no good Character of it, when 
he called it a Demon. Yet we are not bound to 
believe all that the Philo/ophers ſaid. 7 /op gave 
the moſt impartial Account of this Member, 
when he ſaid, 'Tavas the bef, and the work.

my Station to be open and talkative ; but to 
diſtinguiſh Perſons and Seaſons ; to underftand 
the = Stops and Advances of my Tongue ; 
ſometimes to ſay much in a little, at other Times 
| tg 
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to ſay little or nothing at all; but ever ſo to 
ſpeak, as not to lay myſelf naked te the Hear- 
ers; yet to ſeem a very frank, open-hearted Man, 
in what I diſcourſe ef. 
I would not have thee conclude from what I 
have ſaid, that Mahmut uſes: any Reſerve to the 
Miniſters of the Divan, who are Mines of Science 
and W:/dom, and can eafily diſcern the Heart thro' 
the moſt artificial Veil of Words. But it is abſo- 
Jutely neceſſary for me to uſe Diſſimulation in this 
Court, ſeeming many Times ignorant of what I 
really know, | I may not be thought to know 
more than they would have me. I was never yet 
ſo indiſcreet, as to publiſh any Secret that was com- 
mitted to my Charge, whereby I have gain d great 
Confidence with Men who delight to unbſom 
their Intelligence.

By this Means I 2m acquainted with an A- 
mour of Cardinal Mazarini, which is known but 
to a few, This Mini/er has none of the worſt 
Faces, and a proportionate Elegance in his Shape: 
Much addicted alſo to the Love of Wemen ; 
yet he manages his Intrigues with that Cau- 
tion and Privacy, as not to expoſe tte Honour 
of his Function. Among the reſt, he had fre- 
quent Acceſs te the Chamber of a certain Coun- 
teſs Doweger, her Huſband being lately deceas'd.

out of the Chamber. She quickly acquaints the 
Counteſs with this News. She conſults the Car- 
dinal what was beſt to be done to avoid Diſcove- 
Ty. In fine, it was agreed between them, that 
the Counteſi ſhould put on the Cardinals Diſguiſe, 
and he a Suit of her Cloaths ; tha: ſhe ſhouid go 
out at the uſual Hour of his Retreat, and walk 
in the Gardens; that if examined, ſhe ſhould 
pretend this Diſguiſe was to guard ber from the 
rude Attempts of Men, who if they found a 
Lady alone in the Night Time, would not fail 
to offer ſome Incivilities ; that ſoon after her 
Departure, the Cardinal ſhould go forth in her 
Dreſs, and ſhift for himſelf. This was perform d 
accordingly. The Counteſs walk'd into the Gar- 
dens in the Cardinals Diſguiſe, follow'd by the 
4 whilſt he goes to an intimate Friend's 
ouſe, (an Italian, whoſe Fortune depended on 
this Minifter ) and changes his Female Accoutre- 
ments for the proper Apparel of his Sex. The 
' Countefs having walked about half an Hour in 
the Garden, was ſeiz d on by ſome of the Guards, 
under Suſpicion of ſome ill Deſign. She was 
carried before the Queen, and examined. — 
| Rn 
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then diſcovered herſelf, begging the Queen's Par- 
don, and telling her, that a particular Devotion 
had obliged her to take that Courſe for ſeveral 
Mornings; but if it offended her Majefy, ſhe 
would hold herſelf diſpenſed with, and would 
forbear; The 2ueen ſeeming ſatisfied with this 
Anſwer, diſmiſſed her.

For he that told 
me this Story, confidered not that he made me 
thereby Maſter of his Fortune, and that it is no 
longer ſafe for him to deny me any Intelligence I 
require of him, He has put a Key into my Hand, 
which will open his Breaſt at my Pleaſure. 

Yet I need not magiſterially claim Diſcoveries 
from him, as the only Conditions on which he is 
to expect my concealing what he has already diſ- 
cloſed. . There is a more dexterous and ſervice- 
able Way to become his Cor or, without ſuch 
an ungrateful Inſult ; whilſt with a well aQed 
Candour I feign a Relation of ſuch Things as I 
ſuſpect, yet cannot be certain are true, till atteſted 
by himſelf, profeſſing at the ſame Time not to be- 
lieve thoſe pietended Reports I heard.

| HOU wilt laugh at the Hypocriſy and 
Folly of the Nazarenes, when thou ſhalt 
know the Articles agreed upon between the Flect- 
or of Saxony, and Koning /mark, one of the Sqwe- 
diſb Generals, on the 27th of the 8th Moon. 
The $2v24:5 had prevail'd on the Son of the Fle- 
For, to intercede with his Father for a Truce; but 
the old Duke would not hearken to any Thing of 
that Nature, till Torfen/o# gave Orders to the 
' Sawediſh Army in thoſe Parts, that they ſheuld 
oppteſs the E/:#0r's Subjects, by exacting from 
them unreaſonable Taxes and Contributions; and 
that they ſhould lay deſolate all the Countries 
about Preſan, if they refuſed to pay what was 
' demanded of them. Accordingly they m a 
| © 
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Caſtle, which commanded a large Valley of Mea- 
dows and Corn-Fields. The "Swedes burnt the 
Corn on the Ground, led away the Peaſants 
Captives, and demoliſhed many 'Towns and Vil- 
lages ; yet not without ſome Loſs on their Side :

made in his Territories, could procure from him, 
that he granted to the charming Addreſſes of a 
beautiful Lady.

The Eledtor's Son adhering much to the Saved;/b 
Intereſt, and finding all other Means ineffeftual 
to oblige his new Friends; it was agreed upon 
between him and Koning /mark, that he ſhould 
at leaſt, perfuade his Father to a Trace of a few 
Days: That, during the Ceſſation of Arms, 
the Son ſhould invite his Father to a Banquet, 
where Koning ſmark ſhould be preſent, with ſome 
of the principal Seas in his Army.

'The German Gallantry, and indeed 
all that of North Exrope, conſiſt much in their 
exceſſive Drinking: He is eſteemed the moſt po- 
lite Man who can bear moſt Wine, with leaſt Al- 
teration of his Temper. This they call Corona. 
The Son had provided Plenty of thoſe Wines 
which · grow on the Banks of the Rhine, eſteem'd 
the wholeſomeft and moſt delicious of all theſe 
Parts.

Dat at the End of three Months, eath Party 
ſhould be obliged to declare, whether they would 
prolong the Truce, or break it off. | 
That the Elector ſhould again enjoy his Rewe- 
ues, except thoſe which were dragon from Leip- 
fick. That be ſhould pay the Swedes Eleven Thou- 
ſand Rix-dellars a Month, and à certain Quantity 
F Corn. 

That the Eleftor Gould no nothing which might 

hinder the Siege of Magdeburgh. 


Theſe Articles, at firſt Sight ap to be e- 

ually favourable to the Saxons and to the Swedes. 
But in reality, they ſerved only as an Umbrage to 
deeper Deſigns, which the Szedes had in Agita- 
tion, For this was the firſt Step to draw the 
Saxons off from the Emperor's Party; and Tor ſfen- 
fon was now ſecure, that whilſt the Swedes ruſhed 
farther into Germany, the Saxons would not mo- 
leſt them behind. 

For my Part, I neither underſtand the Poli 
nor the Integrity of the Elector, in ſigning theſe 
Articles; nor how he can reconcile the firſt of 
them with any of the reſt : To give ſafe Con- 
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duQ, and kind Entertainment to the Enemies of 
his Sotereign: To be obliged not to lend him any 
more Aſſiſtance than his Enemies ſhall allow, nor 
ſuffer him to rajſe Forces at his own Charges : 
To be cheated of his own Revenues, and tamely 
yield to pay a Monthly Tribute beſides : To be 
tied up from ſuccouring one of the principal 
Towns in his Principality, at that Time beſie 

by the Sewedes: This is a new Method of keeping 
due Faith to Sewereigns, or of obſerving common 
Prudence for one's ſelf. But Women and Wine 
cauſe a wiſe Man to fumble, as the Arabiant ſay. 
Ard this old Prince is bleſs'd in a hopeful Son, 
who is not aſhamed to turn Pimp, that he may be- 
tray his Father to his mortal Enemies. But let the 
Chriſtians proceed in their Falſehood and Treache- 
ry ene againſt another, whillt every good Maul- 
man proſtrates himſelf fue Times a Day; and prays 
in his Integrity for the Conſummation of that 
Time, wherein God has determined to put a Period 
to the Monarchies of theſe Infidels, and to reduce 
them to the Faith and Obedience of his holy Law. 

I wiſh ſome of my Friends would ſend me ſome 
Relation of what paſſes in the Za: T have heard 
nothing of Moment out of Aa theſe many Moons.

Such are the 
Employments of State, keeping the Mind in as 
reſtleſs an Activity, as that which the Phil phers 
ſay is the Occaſion of Heat. Such alſo is the 
Refreſhment I find in thinking on thee, whoſe 
Soul is a Manſion of Tranquillity, an Ubrel/a of 
Temperance, and all Virtue, Thither I retreat 
for Keſpiration from the Fatigues of worldly Bu- 
fineſs. Pardon the bold Acceſs of an humble 
Slave, Wo cannot be ſo happy as to viſit thee 
any otherwiſe, than by Letters, yet would be mi- 
ſerable in the Want of this Privilege. 

Ever ſince I had the Honour to kiſs the Duſt 
of thy Feet in that /acred Retirement, J was filled 
with Love and Admiration of thy Sanctity. 
Thrice happy are the neighbouring Shepherds, 
whoſe Flocks feed under thy auſpicious Prote- 


ion No herce Lions, no ravenous Tigers, 


Care violate that Sanctuary, or hunt for Prey 
within thole Meadows, conſecrated by thy Pre- 
ſence. That rich and Rowery Vale, was firlt ſe- 
cured with an <ternal I;omunity from Spoil and 
Rapine, by the Bleſſing of Our Holy Preps .

When thou lifteſt up thy 
venerable Hands to' Heaven in Prayer, the Ene- 
mies of our Holy Lan are ſeized with Fear and 
Trembling : Thou art the Guardian Angel of the 
Ottoman Empire. Thy Body. attenuated with 
twenty Years Faſling, is purified almoſt to [mmor- 
tality : Thou art become a Denizen among the 
_ Neither the Beaſts of the Earth, nor the 
owls of the Air, nor the Fiſh of the Sea, will 
Fad, thee with their Blood. Thy Table never 
ſmoak'd with ſlaughter'd Dainties. Every Tree 
affords thee a Feaſt, and the Meadows regale thee 
with a thouſand harmleſs Delicacies. Thy 'Thurft_ 
is allay'd with the Chryſtal Streams ; and when 
thou art diſpoſed to banquet, the Arabian Sheep 
ſupply thee with Near. Thus like a prudent 
Traveller, thou accuſtomeſt thyſelf before hand 
to the Diet of the Country whither thou art 
oing : Thou liveſt the Life of Paradiſe here on 
artn. 

Thou art not privy to the Wickedneſs of the 
Age: That Cell guards thee from other Mens 
Vices, while thy incomparable Humility defends 
thee from thy own Virtues. Thou art not puffed 
up with thy ſublime Perfections. Pride is a Ser- 

nt which commonly poiſons the Root of the 
Rireſt Endowment. But thou haſt cruſh'd this 
Serpent in the Egg. 
In that Solitude the Angel opened the Heart of 
the Sent of God, and took out from thence the 
Devil's Seed Plot. When Mahomet awaked (for this 
was done while he lay in a Trance) he ſaid, Iam 
a Worm. When Gabriel ſaw his Humility, he 
nounced a Blefling on the Place, That who- 
Hover would dwell in that Cave, Soul be meek 
at Abraham, chaſe as Joſeph, and temperate as 
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Iſmael. Thou haſt experienced the Effect of his 
 BenediQtion. - | 

There is another Happineſs alſo attends thy 
Retirement ; thou liveſt free from Cares and Anx1- 
eties ; thou committeſt the publick Good to the 
Conduct of thy Sovereign, and thy private Wel- 
fare, to the Protection of Providence; neither 
diſquĩeted for the one, nor ſolicizous for the 
other.

Night; their reſtleſs Thoughts and buſy Apions; 
macerated Bodies, and uneaſy Souls ; while with 
indefatigable Pains they purſue mere Shadows ; 


and endeavour to graſp the Wind, or ſecure to 


themſelves a Bubble, which is no ſooner touch'd, 
than it vaniſhes. Thou in the mean Time art fil- 
ling thy Mind with ſolid Knowledge, and laying 
up Peſſeſſions which ſhall never be taken from 
thee : For the Soul carries her Goods along with 
her to that other World. 

I often wiſh myſelf with thee ; and the Re-

LETTER XVI. 
To the Kaimacham. : 


T is hard to gueſs where the French Victories 
will terminate. Either Fear, or the Deſire of 
ovelties, opens the Gates of moſt Cities to 
them ; and when that will not do, the Force of 
their Cannon makes a Paſſage into the ſtrongeſt 
Holds of their Enemies, and puts whole Provinces 
under their Protection. 's | 

Their Enemies ſay, that the French never be- 
fiege a Town, but their firſt Aſſaults are made 
with Bullets of Gold ; and when that will neither 
prevail on the Gævernor, nor win a Party, then 
they only try the Force of the coarſer Metal. Yet 
this will appear but a Slander, if thou eonſidereſt 
a late Action of the Duke of Orleans, when he 
lay down before Bourbourgb. 

He had ſcarce finiſhed his Trenches, when the 
next Morning an Arrow was found with a Letter 
faſtened to 1t, not far from his Tent. The Let- 
ter was directed to the Duke, and ſubſcribed by 
the Governor of the Town. The Contents of it 
were, to ſignify to him, That if he would oY 705 

5 7 
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Fifty Thouſand Pieces of Gold, and continue him in 
his Office, he would the next Night open the Gates, 
and let in his Army; and, that before Mid day he 
a would ſend a Meſſenger to know his Pleaſure. The 
Duke waited the Arrival of the Meſſenger, who 
ſeconded what his Maſter had ſaid. But the mag- 
nanimous Prince, inſtead of acceptin his Offer; 
ſent him back to his Mafer, with this Meſſage, 
That be came not before the Town as a Merchant, 
to purchaſe it at the Price off a needleſs Treaſon ; 
but as @ Soldier, at the Head of an Army, fu 
with continual Victories; ſummoning him forth- 
with to ſurrender at Diſcretion, That being the 
only Way to experience his Generofity. 

This Year has been ſignalized with much Action 
in Flanders, Catalonia, and Italy. The Field was 
ſhared among many brave Generali. 

The Duke of Orleans had the Command of the 
Army in Flanders, where he took the Forts of 
V. a Feoef Bourbourgh, Link, Dringhen, Bethune, 
S. Venant, Guiſca, | Mardyke, Lillers, Me- 
ning, and Armentiers. 

heſe Places were won by ſeveral Parties, un- 
der the Command of the Mare/chals de Geftion, 
de Rantzau, and the Duke of Guiſe, who all ated 
in ſeparate Bodies under the Dake of Orleans. 

or was the Count d Harcourt idle in Catalonia, 
where he ſucceeded in the Charge of the Mareſchal 
de la Moshe. The firſt Effort of his Arms was 
the Retaking of Agramont, which the Spaniards 
had ſeized; a ſtrony City, and which kept a large 
Part of Catalonia in Subjection. | 

From hence he marched toward Re/es, one of 
the moſt important Places for Strength under the 
Spam King's Dominions, and governed by an 
experienced Soldier, who failed not to defend the 
Place to the laſt Extremes, but at'er a Siege of twa 
Mcoens, was compell'd ro vield for Want of Pro- 
viſions. D 6 Aſter 
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After this, the French General cut off ſeven 
hundred Spaniards, who were poſted to hinder his 
Paſlage over the River. The next Day the whole 
Armies meeting in the Plains of Liorens, there was 
a furious Encounter, in which the Spaniard: loſt 
ten Regiments of Horſe on the Spot ; the reſt 
threw-down their Arms and yielded. The Mar- 
quis of Msrtare, one of the Spaniſh Generals, was 
taken Captive, with other Perſons of Note ; 
among which was the Standard-Bearer of Spain. 

But this was but the Engagement of one Wing. 
For when the other enter'd the Combat, the 
Slaughter was dreadful. Of the Spaniards; were 
ſlain Six Thouſand Horſe, and Sixteen Hundred 
Foot ; and Three and Twenty Hundred of them 
were made Priſoners. The French loſt not above 
Three Hundied in all, and they had but a few 
woundcd. 

This Battle has brought infinite Glory to the 
Co dHarcourt. After which there happen d 
nothing remarkable in Catalonia, ſave the taking 
of 3 which is like to end this Year's 
Campaign on that Side. | 
Prince I hemaos of Savoy commanded in Italy, 
but had no great Number of French in his Army, 
the main Body being drawn off to ſerve in Catalo- 
nic. Yet vexed to ſee the Succeſs of the Spari- 
era. who had poſſeſled themſelves of a ſtrong 
Caſtle, and kept the Field in Brawado, as if he 
were not able to face them; he raiſed ſome Re- 
cruits, and entered the Mile nexe, where he took 
the City and Caſtle of Yigevans. After this, de- 
ſigning to return into Piedmont, he found all the 
Paſſages block'd up by the Spaniards, who had a 
far greater Army than his, Yet afluming Cou- 
rage, he attempted to paſs the River Maura; and: 
the Enemy preſenting themſelves to oppoſe his 
Debgn, he gave them Battle; and killed Five 

Hundred. 
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Hundred and Threeſcore of them ; among which 
were Nine Officers of principal Command and 
Quality : On his Side were loſt Two Hundred 
common Soldiers, and twelve Officers ; among 
which was his Brother, Prince Maurice of Savoy. 
'Theſe are the chief Actions on that Side. hs 
Portugal, there has happened Nothing in that 
Kin x. nk worthy of Remark. 

I have in this Letter, ſage Governor of the 
Imperial City, obſerved the Method thou enjoin- 
edit me; I have acquainted thee, with whatſo. 
ever has occurred in the preſent Wars of France- 
and Spain during this Year. 

Tis diſcourſed here, that the Yenetians will lay 
Siege to Canea, next Spring, in hopes to recover 
that important Place from the Arms of the victo- 
rious O/tom ani. 

The Duke of Orleans will be on his March to 
Flanders, toward the latter End of the next Moon, 
reſolving to make an early Campaign, being alar- 
med with the late Loſs of Marayke, which the 
Spaniards took by Surprize, without much Blood- 

ed, having not the Fourth Part of an Hundred 
Men killed on their Side. Whereas, when the 
French took it from them, it coſt Five Thouſand 
Lives of the beſt Soldiers the King of France had 
in his Army.

I am fick, and Cuſtom has render'd this al- 
moſt as natural to me as Health. My Conſtitu- 
tion is not Proof againſt the envenom'd Arrows 
that are ſhot from the Stars. Nor am I conſtel- 
lated, to reſiſt the ſecret Contagions that lurk in 
the Elements, The Herbage of the Field lan- 
guiſhes, when poiſon'd with inviſible Atoms from 
above; and all the Leaves of the Foreſt wi- 
ther, when touched with the baneful Emiſſions 
of certain Meteors, or ſcorched with the winged 
Exhalations of the Night. So our Bodies re- 
ceive a Thouſand Impreſſions from Things with- 
out us, and not a few Maladies from ourſelves. 
The very Channel of Life proves many Times 
the Vehicle of Death, while our Lungs ſuck in 
unwholeſome Airs, and our very Breath becomes 
our Bane. We have radical Poiſons in our 
Complexions, which though they do us no Hurt,

They ſeem 
to be Inmates to each other, and blended toge- 
ther in their Roots. Sure I am, they are ſo twi- 
ſted and interwoven in my Conſtitution, that I 
never felt one without the other. Every Man 
may experience, that his ſtrongeſt Deſires are 
compounded of theſe two Paſhons, and the very 
Moment of Fruation itfelf, cannot ſeparate them. 
The Minute of Enjoyment is but conſecrated 
to his Loſs, while the Heigbth of his Joy is 
the Riſe of his Grief, ſince the ſmalleſt Particle 
of Time cannot diſtinguiſh the Life and Death 
of his Pleaſure. | 

Dot but reverſe this Contemplation, and ap 
it to my Sickneſs, and thou wilt find no Riddle 
in my Words, when I aſſure thee, that as the 
Torment of my Fever advances, ſo does my Eaſe ; 
Pleaſure and Pain fit and ſhake Hands in my 
Heart, embrace, and equally divide its. Sy/o/e 
and Diaflole between them. wr 

Yet I muſt needs own, I am indebted for this 
Allay of my Dolors, to the Preſence of my 
Mind, which I ſuffer not to be torn from itlelt,

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or carried away by the violent Motion of my agi- 
tated Spirits. Were it not for this a Fever would 
prove a Hell upon Earth, and every Pul/e a tor- 
menting Fury. My very Drink (which is all my 
Subſiſtence now) would appear but the loathſome 
Diſtillation of that Tree, whoſe unpalatable and 
ſcalding Gum, is appointed for a Beverage to the 
Damned. The ſofteſt Entertainment of my Bed, 
while awake, would be but a Tranſlation of the 
Torments of Ixion and Siſyphus ; and the flattering 
Intervals of Sleep, would but renew the Suffer- 
ings of Tantalzy, Whereas now, whether aſleep 
or awake, my Mind keeping alefe in her pro- 
pe Sphere, buſied in the Contemplation and 
njoyment of herſelf, and ſuperior Objects, par- 
takes not in the Fever of my Body, but as if on 
the cool Top of ſome high Mountain, ſurveys all 
the Valleys beneath, without being ſenſible of 
their raging Heats.

N that thinking Man : As if his Soul were of the 
ature of Meduſa's Head, which turn'd all into 
unactive Statues, who did but look on it. 
Surely, great is the Efficacy of Contemplation, 
binted at in the Arabian Proverb, which. 2 
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He that can ſee his own Eyes without a Glaſs, ſhall 
be able to mode the Bull's Horns. Which myſte- 
rious Expreſſion is thus interpreted by the learned 
Arvicen. A Prophet, or piritual Man, who al- 


ways converſes within, ſhall have Power to fhake 


the Foundations of the Earth ; which, thou know- 
eſt, reſt on the Horns of a Bull, according to the 
Doctrine of the Holy Law-giver. 

I need ſay no more to convince thee, that I am 
in a Fever, My thus expatiating and running 
from one Thing to another (when I thought to 
have ſaid all in a few Words) will ſatisfy thee 


what Temper 1 am in. Yet recollecting _—_— 


witn Comfort that I know my Diſtemper, 1 will 
crave Leave to tell thee a ſhort otory of a Man 


who was ſick for many Years, and yet the ableſt 


Phyfirians in Paris could not diſcern his Ma/c4y. 
his Perſon was an Qf'icer of the City, whoſe 
Buſineſs twas to arreſt Men that were in Debt. 
He was obſerved to be the ſubtleſt of all his Bre- 
thren, and the moſt dextrous at plotting another 


Man's Ruin. This augmented his Eſtate. and 


he extremely rich. But in the one and for- 
tieth Year of his Age, he was ſeiz'd with an un- 
known Malady, a Diſtemper to which the moſt 
ſkilful were Strangers. He languiſhed five Years, 
in a Condition which moved all Men to_Pity. 
It will be tedious for to recount the Symp- 
toms of his Illneſs. At length he died, and ac- 
cording to his own Will was diſſected. The 
Phyſicians found all Parts of his Body decayed 
and waſted ; but when they came to his Head, 
they were above Meaſure aſtoniſhed to ſee a Neſt 
of Serpents inftead of Brains. This was conclu- 
ded by all to be the Source of his Diſtemper ; 
and People deſcant variouſly on it. Some ſay, 
Was a ns of God inflicted on him, for his

ken out of a dead Man's Heart, a Cubit in length. 
He faid twas of a Crimſon Colour, without Scales 
or Eyes; neither was it venomous. This he aſ- 
ſerted very ſolemnly, and with Imprecations. 

I tell thee, dear Friend, if theſe Things be 
true, who can be ſure he harbours not ſome ſuch, 
loathſome Inmate in his Body; yec I would not 
have thee grow melancholy upon it, and diſturb 
thy Repoſe. The Day will come, when we ſhall 
all be metamorphoſed into orm and Serpents in 
the Grawe. | 

In the mean while live thou happily, in the 
Favor of thy Sovereign, in the Exjeyment of thy 
Health, the Vigour of thy Senſes, have ſome- 
times in thy Thoughts a Man full of Infirmities, 
without murmuring, Mahmut, that loves his 
Friend in all Conditions.

Neither has their Reli- 
gion any more Influence on their Paſſions, than 
the Fables of the ancient Poets. In publick and 
r_ all Things are governed by Intereſt, 
Thus while every Man and every State, are only 
byaſs'd by the narrow Principles of Self-Preſer- 
vation; they abandon the general Good of Chri- 
ern rey to the next daring

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There is no Reaſon that we ſhould grieve at 
| this Folly of the Nazarenes. Tis from their Im- 
piety and Vices, the Virtue and Wiſdom of the 
victorious Muſjulmans receive the greater Luſtre, 
who are created to diſplant theſe ancircumciſed, 
and inſtru the Nations which they poſſeſſed, in 
the Faith free from Blimiſb. | 
Vet fince the Depredations which the Sevedes 
| have made in Germany and Denmark, the neigh- 
bouring Crowns and States, notwithſtanding their 
Inſincerity, have ſeemingly 23 their En- 
deavours, to prevent the worſt Effects of a War, 
ſo deſtructive to the common Intereſt of Chriſſen- 
dom. Deputies were lent from all Parts to Mun- 
er and Oſnaburgh, with Inſtructions from their. 

They have ſquandered 
away much Time in Overtures of Peace; whilſt 
the Swedes daily get Ground on one Side of the 
Empire, and the French are not unſucceſsful on 
the other, | 
The Enemies of France, ſenſible that they can · 
not reduce this Crown by open Force, have Re- 
courſe to Artifice. They endeavour to corrupt 
ker Allies, and inſinuate into the Minds of the 
United States of the Lowu Countries, all thoſe Ap- 
1 which may ſerve to improve the ſea- 
ouſy they had already conceived of the French 
Neighbourhood. Suggeſting that the Spaniſb Ne- 
bernd, are the only Bar which ſtops the Armies 
of France from over -· running Holland, and the 
reſt of the United Provinces, In fine, they have 
prevailed on them to enter into a ſeparate Alli- 
ance, and not to treat in Conjunction with the 
Mini ſters at Munſter. 

On the other Side, the French by their 4- 
gents in Holland, endeavour to unmaſk the Ar- 
tifice of the Spaniards ; repreſenting that they 
have no other Deſign in theſe 9

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but to breed an ill Underſtanding between this

This makes 
a great Impreſſion on all the Miniſters aflembled 
at Mur fler and Oſuabrugb, whe now conclude, 
that the Sparriards only ſeek Occaſions to perpetu- 
ate the War in Europe; that whilſt the Princer of 
the Empire are engaged in a Defence of their Ter- 
ritories, and the Swedes and French are buſied in 
purſuing their ny they may pick a Quar- 
rel with their new Friends, whom they have de- 


prived of a more powerful Protection, and re- 


eſtabliſh themſelves in the Rewolted Provinces. © 
The Deputies have had ſeyeral Conferences 
about this important Affair; and the Reſult of 
their Counſels, is to ſolicite the French Caurt, to 
uſe its utmoſt Power to prevent the ill Conſequen- 
ces which this / parate Treaty will bring along 
with it. 
Tis diſcourſed here, that Monſicur de la Tuille- 
rie will be recalled from the Court of Sed land, 
being eſtoem' d the fitteſt Man to diſſuade the Hol- 
anders from this new Alliance; he having been 
already employed in ſeveral Negotiations with 


the States, and as well vers d in the Methods of 


treating with that Nation. 

This ſome judge to be the Reaſon of the $izur 
Chanut's being fent to Swede/and, that he may 
reſide at Stoctholm ; and continue to act there in 
the Abſence of Ja Tuillerie, i 
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ſo nice and delicate in this Affair, that all France 
cannot afford another Man duly qualified, to ma- 
nage it with any Probability of Succeſs. If he 
ſhew not more Candour in this Negociation, than 
he did when he was ſent to mediate a Peace, be- 
tween Sewwedeland and Denmark, he will receive 
but flender Thanks at his Return. But if he ſuc- 
ceeds, tis ſaid, That Cardinal Mazerini has de- 
clared, he will merit to be inſtall'd in the Order 
of the Holy Spirit. I have formerly ſpoke of this 
in one of my Letters, as the meſt eminent Order 
of Knighthood in France. 

I with the Chri/tians may ever find Difficulties 
to obſtruct the Meaſures they take to eſtabliſh an 
uni verſal Peace, and may continue to amuſe and 
vex one another, till the Doo the Scourge..

| for the Wiſdom of its Inhabitants, and for their 
Proverbs : It is the Arabia of Europe, in many 
| Senſes; yet much leſſen d in its own Renown, ſince 
the Decline of the Roman Empire. Ihe Geths and 
Vandals turn d all iato Deſerts where they came, 
and have left ſuch Impreſſions of their Northern 
Barbariſm behind them, as made the People they 
conquer'd half Savages.

to the Havens. An infinite Number of Men are 
employ'd in making Cordage, Chains, Bullets, 
Anchors, Ordnance, and all other Neceſſaries be- 
longing to a Navy, , 

This is Cardinal Maxarini's Project, under 
Pretence of ſetting the Poor of the Kingdom at 
Work, and difburthening the Commonwealth of 
Vagabonds and idle Perſons. But Mahmut is not

HIS Day Paris makes a Figure like an- 
cient Rome, when that Miſtreſs of the 
World honoured her Generals with publick Tri- 
umphs, at their Returm from the conquer'd Na- 
tions. The Streets are hung with Tapeſtry, and 
ftrew'd with Lawrels: The Shops are ſhut up. 
The young Men and Virgins are cloath'd in their 
beſt Array. They walk up and down in Conſorts, 
ſinging the Duke of Es guien's Praiſe ; whilſt the 
old and decrepid fit at their Doors to fee the Hero 
make his Entry, and rehearſe the Memoirs of their 
former Years. With Tears of Joy they heap 
Bleſſings on the victorious Youth, as he rides 
along : And throwing their Ages and Crutches by 
for a while, they coniecrate the reſt of the Day 
to the publick Jubilee. 

Wouldſt thou know the Occaſion of all this 

oy: "Tis to welcome this Prince home from the 
ſucceſsful Toils of War. For let his Courage and 
Conduct be what it will, if be had made a fruit- 
leſs Campaign, his Entertainment had been diffe- 
rent. But Fortune has been propitious to him; 
and the happy Event of his Arms crown him with 
Glory. 

After the Departure of the Dufte of Orlcans 
ſrom the Camp, the Command of the whole Ar- 
my devoly'd on this Gercral, whoſe fiery Genius 
would not let him reit, till he had done ſomething 
worthy of the Character aim'd at.

The Moſcowites are a fierce and warlike Nation, 
inur'd to Hardſhips from the Womb.

In this they ſeem to revive the 
Wiſdom of the ancient Sartant, who gloried in 
Nothing ſo much, as in educating their Youth 
hardy, and free from the effeminate Softneſs of 
other Nations. They eſteem'd Infancy and Youth 
the Spring-time of Good-manners, when Virtue 
is in the Bloſſom : If that be nipped or blaſted, 
the Fruit muſt prove abortive, and unprofitable. 
Therefore they took Care to ſeaſon their early 
Years with wholeſome Inſtructions, and maſculine 
Exerciſes. 

Who, among the warlike Oſmans, does not 
laugh at the unmanly Education of the Perſian 
Sophi's, who being for ſo many Years confined to 
the Company and Diſcipline of Females, ſeem fit- 
ter to be made Overſeers of a Nurſery, than to 
aſcend a Throne. 

But thou wilt ſay, I take large Leaps from the 
North of Europe to one of the moſt Southern 
Tracts in Aa. I was diſcourſing of the Muſco- 
vites, and the Aſſiſtance they afforded the Ce acle 
in recovering Aſac. I paſſed from thence to the 
Manner of their Education. Permit me now to 
divert thee with ſomething peculiar and uncom- 
mon, in the Character of the Ry/ian Women. I 
am acquainted with a Gentleman in this City, 
who has travell'd through all that Part of Europe, 
and reſided ſome Years' at M:/cowwv. He ſays, 
the Ruſſian Wives think themſelves not belo- 
ved by their Huſbands, unleſs they beat them 
every Day. They take his Correction as a Mark 
of his Favour and Eſteem. If theſe filly Females 
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are angry or peeviſn, he has no other Way to 
court them into a better Humour, but by Stripes. 
This is the only convincing Argument of his So- 
vereignty over them, the Demonſtration of his 
Manhood, the Charm which faſtens both their 
Love and Obedience. | 

He highly applauds the abſolute Reſignation 
which the People ſhew to their Great Duke, in 
that they pretend not to poſſeſs their Eſtates and 
Lives, but though his Favour, and during his 
Pleaſure. He ſays, the Succeſſion of the Czars, or 


Great Duke of Ruſſia, was in former Times de- 


termin'd after this Manner : A great Stone was 
placed in a large Field belonging to the Ciry of 
Moſccav; When any Czar died, his Sons, or the 


next of Kin, were conducted into this Field, and 


laced all at an equal Diſtance from the Stone, 

hen, at a certain Signal given, they all ran to- 
gether towards it; and he that firſt reach'd it, ſo 
as to ſtand on the Top of it, was eſtabliſn'd in 
the Throne. 

The Reverence which theſe People pay to 
their Prince, may in Part be aſcribed to his ſel- 
dom appearing in Perſon to them, and then ſur- 
rounded with his Beyars or Nobles, in the moſt 
magnificent Equipage, that can be ſuppoſed pro- 

r to ſtrike a Terror and awe into his Sub- 


jets, and cauſe them to honour him as little 


leſs than a Ged. The Eyes of the Yulgar are 


dazzled with ſo many Splendors of Silver, Gold 


and Jewels; and when the Great Duke makes his 
ſolemn Appearance, or Cavalcade, they are all 
moſt ready to think, that Heaven has deſcend- 
ed to Earth, to do them the Honour of a Viſit. 
Theſe are the Arts of Ryfian Policy, by which 
ſuch an infinite Number of People are charm'd 
into an Obedience to the Sovereign. Doubtleſs the 
Majeſty of a King receives no {mall Luſtre from 
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exter u Ornaments; the Multitade being cap» 
tivated fm whatſoever is gay and glittering, 
Yet our glorious Sultass ſcorn to borrow Advan- 
tage from, or owe their Grandeur to any thing 
but their exalted Blood, and ſublime, innate Vir- 
tues. 

But every Nation have their peculiar Cuſtoms, 
and diſtin Reaſons of State, The Conſtitu- 
tion of all Government it not alike. The Mo- 
del of Lacedæmonian Policy would ſuit ill with 
Athens. 

Thou, whoſe Education was in the Roya/ Sera+ 

lia of the Oſman Emperors ; who haſt been in- 
Kructed to imitate the Bee, which ſocks Honey 


| from every Flower : Thou that knoweſt how to 


make a Choice of good Examples, and to reject 
the ill practiſe the Valour of one Nation, the 
Prudence of another, the Frugality of a third ; ſo 
malt thou be conſummate in Virtue, and acquit 
thyſelf a good General.

AM juſt now return'd to my Chamber, from 
the Palace of the King. As I paſs'd along the 


Streets, I ſaw in every Face the Signatures of a 


rofound Sorrow, which ſeems to have diffuſed 
it ſelf over their whole Bedies ; for both the 
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Court and City have put on Mourning for the 
Death of Henry Bourbon, late Paince of Conde. 

He was not full Sixty Years of Age, when he 
left this viſible World, to be new born in a Re- 
gion utterly unknown to Mortals. The French, 
not without Reaſon, lament the Loſs of a Man, 
who, to ſpeak the leaſt of him, buoy'd up the 
domeſtick Intereſt of this Kingdom, which ſeem'd 
otherwiſe inclining to totter.. He was the Ba- 
lance which pois'd the different Paſſions of the 
Court and City, by his Prudence and Juſtice calm- 
ing both into a peaceable Mediocrity. 

He was born ſome Moons after his Father's 
Death, whom the moſt execrable Method of mur- 
dering would not ſuffer te ſpin out thoſe Years 
which Nature would have indulg'd him, being 
ſnatch'd away by Poiſon. | 

Henry IV, ſo 8 he remained without Iſſue, 
fixed his Eyes on his poſthumous young Prince, 
and gave him an Education ſuitable to one whom 
Fate had deſign'd to be the Heir of the Crown. 
Yet afterwards Jealouſy cool'd his Affection, when 
the Prince had married | Charlotte the Duke of 
Montmorency's Daughter, whom Henry IV. loved 
to a Degree of Paſſion. 1 

It is dangerous to have a ſovereign Prince 
one's Rival in Love. I hat Match had well nigh 
ruin'd the young Prince of Conde. He was for- 
ced to fly into Holland with his Princeſs, and 
make that Province the Sanctuary of her Honour. 
From thence he travelled through Germany, and 
returned not to France, till after the Murder oſ 
Henry IV. 

During the Minority of Leavis XIII. he head - 
ed the Factions, affecting to become popular. 
Were it not this Ambition, his Life had been 
without Blemiſh, and he might have blown out 
Diogenes his Mid-day Candle, Byt no _—_ is 
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free from Fault. All the Difference between the 
virtuous and vicious conſiſts in this, That one 
commits fewer Crimes than the other, and thoſe 
not by Intention or Habit, but through the Inſu- 
rable Proclivity of Nature. Every Man has 
s genial Vices, his conflitutional Errors, and tho? 
he may appear as a Saint in all Things elſe, yet in 
theſe he will ſtill be a Sinner. i 

He ſuffer'd Five Years Impriſonment in the 
Baſlile, which is a Place put to the ſame Uſe, as 
the Ca/ile of the Sewen Towers in Conſtantinople, 
The Prince/s his Wiſt was his Companion all the 
Time, and ſhared in his Misfortunes as well as 
his Proſperity. 

During that tedious Confinement, he became 
Father of a Daughter, who was afterwards mar- 
Tied to the Duke of Longuewille, And when 
he was ſet at Liberty, he begot the Duke of En- 
guein, now Prince of Conde, and the Prince of 
Conti. © © . 

The French ſpeak well of the departed Prince. 
He was of a lively Spirit, chearful and affable in 
Converſation, mixing daily Recreations with his 
ſeverer Buſineſs, regularly obſerving Order in all 
his Affairs. Vet they ſay he was covetous, ha- 
ving keaped up great Treaſures by a Parſimeny, 
_ none of that Blood had ever before pra- 
ctiſed. 

On his Death; bed, he recommended two things 
to the Practice of his Sen, the Duke of Enguizn, 
Newer to revenge à private Injury and, Freely to 
hazard his Life for the publick Gl. | 

I choſe to tranſmit to thee the News of this 
Prince's Death, with this brief Account ef his 
Life, and Characters of his Diſpoſition, in regard 
thou haft ſeen him in Germany, and I remember 
to have heard thee ſpeak in his Praiſe,

I cannot ice wherein this-General de- 
ſerves Reproach ; unleſs it be a Crime to be a 
Man, and to have the Command of ſuch. as are 


made of Fleſh and Bloed as well as he. 5 
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In Trab, the French have taken Piombino, and 
Porto Longone. "This latter is the moſt nportant 
Town in the Je of Eile, yet was not able to ſuſ- 
tain above nineteen Days Siege. 

They ſay, there is a Fountain in this ard, 
whoſe Waters flow at the Sun-rifing, but in the 
Evening are dried up. he Super ſtic c lrave had 
Conceits of this Fountain reliſhing ot the ancient 
Pagan Vanities ; but the Learned a ribute ic to 
Natural Cauſes.

I T appears to me by evident Symptoms that 
there is ſome deep Deſign a foot in this Court. 
The Grandes aſſemble often, and fit late. Ex- 
traordinary Couriers are ſent out, and come in, at 
all Hours of the Night. Strange Reports are in- 
duſtriouſly ſpread about the City. Trading is at 
a Stand, the Banquiers reſerv'd, and little Money 
ſtirring, which makes the Populace murmur. 
They complain of the Times, as is uſual- in pub- 
lick Diſcontents : The c diſcourage and incenſe 
the yourg, by making Compariſons of this Age 
and Reign, with the happy Days of Henry the 
Great. 'I hey fill their Ears with Golden Stories 
of former Times; and inſpiring into. them a 
Love of the paſt, they equally introduce a Ha- 
tred of the preſent Government. Theſe are 
the common Artifices of Faction; and though 
none appears yet under any diſtin& Name or Ti- 
tle, yet it is eaſy to prognoſticate from theſe Pre- 
ludes, that e'er long the Maſk will be ta- 
ken off, and Scdition will ſhew her ſelf bare- 
faced. 

T'other Day a Feilow run crying through t he 
Streets, God ſave the King, but the Devil tate he 
Italian. He was followed by a few, and thoſe 
of the moſt contemptible. Yet no Officer or 
Magiſtrate in this City, would cauſe him to be 
apprehended, or attempt to ſuppreſs the Mu- 
tiny he was raiſing. Ihe Citizens ſmil'd at his 
Boldneſs, and Money was brought him from un- 
known Hands : The Women bleſs'd him as a 
Prophet, and the Virgins fell down _ the 

| Altars 
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{tars, on his Behalf : The Temples were crowded 
with Votaries, or rather with the Fautors of this 
new Sedition ; as if they ſtrove to draw their 
Gods into the Cabal, and would make Heaven it- 
ſelf abet their Tumults. His Train increas'd as 
he meaſur'd the Streets; till at length he was ſeiz d 
by the Royal Guards, the Rabble diſpers'd, and 
all Things reſtored to Quiet. That Night a dou- 
ble Watch was kept throughout the City; the Fel- 
low was ſtrictly examined, and put to the Rack, 
yet no Confeſſion could be extorted from him, 
fave, That the publick Good induced him to take 
this Courſe : That the Tyranny and Ofpreſſion which 
Cardinal Mazarini exerciſed were inſuportable : 
And that he was ready to ſacrifice his Life for the 
Welfare of his Country. He is condemn'd to the 
Gallies during his Life. And great Endeavours 
are uſed to find out the Authors of this No- 
velty. For he is looked on but as an Inſtrument 
ſet at work by ſome Malecontents of higher Qua- 
lity, and the Fore-runner of ſome more formi- 
dable Inſurrection. 

Proclamations are iſſued out, to forbid all Diſ- 
courſe of State Matters : But the People ſpare not 

to whiſper their Sentiments. 

The young Ming is taken ill, which augments 
the publick Jealouſy : Men ſhake their Heads, 
and look dejected, as they walk along the Streets, 
Some menace Revenge with their furrow'd 
Brews, others ſpeak only, That the Kingdom is 
fold to Strangers. A general Conſternation and 
Diſorder has ſeiz d all, while their Fears prompt 
them daily to expect a Change. To obviate 
the Miſchiefs which thoſe popular Paſſions threat- 
en, Soldiers are drawn from divers Parts of 
the Country by Mazarini's Orders, and by inſen- 
ſible Companies quarter'd up and down Paris. 


Between theſe and the Citizens, there happen 
divers 
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divers Quarrels, frequent Murders are committed: 
While the Night, which covers all Things with 
Darkneſs, ſe ves to ſſu ond their mutual Outra- 
ges, and private Revenges. Thus the publick 
Calamities are chetriſ'd: What will be the Iſſue, 
Time will cvince. 

In the mcan while, the Affairs of Germany and 
Saved land, fear O be in a fair Way of Compo- 
ſure. Dis ers Treatics are on Foot in order to 4 


general af Ciriflendom. The Embrſſadors 


and Diff the ſcveral conteſting Crowns, 
have ſrequet Conferences. Put each Party in- 
fiſts ſo vehemently on Circumſtantials, that no- 
thing but fruitleſs Demurs concluèe their Meet- 
ings. France haz a great Stroke in all theſe Af- 
fairs: Ard 'tis groun to a P. everb, 7 hat Cardi- 
nal Mazarini c@rrics all the Courts of Europe in 
his Pofomm. e, 
Ike Suede treat like /F7Fors ; and the German! 
tho' much enfeebled, yet cannot forget the Mæ- 
jefly ef the Imperial Sceptre, The Dares have an 
Intereſt to proſecute, and the Poles are not withs 
out their Pretentions. National Pride and Honour 
have a great Ix/uerce on thefe Creavns, But the 
Hellana, rs, like Merchants, act according to the 
Rules of Profit. I hey ſtand on no Pundſilio's, 
but ſuch as advance their Traffick; knowing that 
Money is the Nerves of War. In this they are 
to be eſteem'd wile, their C:-mmontvealth being as 
yet but in ker Nonage : Her Strength not knit, 
nor ſhe in a Czpacity to wicle with her potent 
Neighbours.

Profit is greater. I hou haſt ſo interwoveh des 
lightful Adventures of thy own, and pleaſant 
Paſſages of others, with curious and ſolid Ob- 
ſeryations/ 


w 
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ſervations, that a Man improves himſelf inſen- 
fibly, whilſt the charming Language and Miſcel- 
lany ſerve as a Spur at once to rowze and faſten 
his Attention to Points of moſt uſeful Know- 
ledge. 

The Chriſtians are apt to deſpiſe the True Belie- 
wers, as a Company of ignorant People, unac- 
8 with the World, unpoliſh'd both in their 

nderſtandings and Manners, not vers'd in the 
Liberal Sciences, nor addicted to the Study of any 
Thing but Riches and Honour, and how to aug- 
ment the Muſ/ulman Empire. 'I hey conſider not 
at the ſame Time, That God has made us rational 
Creatures as well as them ; has endued us with 
the ſame natural Faculties; and, That in all Na- 
tions he has inſpired ſome with a Thirſt of Know- 
ledge, furniſhing them alſo with the Abilities and 
Means to attain it. They conſider not, That if 
Printing be prohibited among us, 'tis to ſuppreſs 
the Multitude of unprofitable Books, with which 
Europe too much abounds; And that in their ſtead 
we have many Thouſands of induſtrious Scribes, 
whoſe whole Employment is to tranſlate the moſt 
excellent and learned Treatiſes of the Ancients. 
And, That conſequently, a ſtudious Mahometan 
cannot be deſtitute of ſuch Books, as may in- 
ſtruct him in true Philoſophy, found Merali, and 
Hiſtory of the moſt memorable Tranſactions in 
the World. Aſſuredly, our Arabia may boaſt of 
her Avicens, Meſues, Awverrocs Halis, and Albu- 
mazars ; and that ſhe hath brought forth many 
others who need not, in any Point of Human or 
Divine Learning, yield the Palm to the moſt emi- 
nent Defors, Philoſophers, Orators, and Poets, 
among the Chriſtians. 

Add to this the equal Benefit ſome of our 
Belief reap, by travelling into foreign Coun- 
tries, which crowns all their Studies with expe- 

rimental 
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rimental Knowledge and Wiſdom; rendring them 
as familiar with the different Natures of Men, and 
the various Conſſitutions of Government, as before 
they were with Books.

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I am extreamly pleaſcd with thy fortunate 
Eſcape from Robbers on the Road, whoſe Malice, 
rarely extends farther, than to Ceprive a Man of 
thoſe out Goods, which, if he be aui/e, he 
will not call -is oxvn, Much more am I delighted 
with thy Leliverance from thoſe Female Thitwves, 
who ſteal from Men their Hearts and Reaſon, 
which laſt is our nobleſt, and only proper Inhe- 
ritance.

Whereby it came to paſs, that the Widow and 
Children of the Deceaſed, are reduced to the 
lowefl Condition of Poverty, being many Times 
forced to beg for Subſiſtence. Tis true, this is 
an Oppreſſion not to be juſtified, eſpecially in 
thoſe who profels to believe in one God, Creator 
of all Things, the incorrupt Judge of the Univerſe. 
But what thankeſt thou then of our Sultans, who 
not having Patience to wait till a natural Death 
ſhall make them Heirs to the Wealth of a Baſ/a, 
generally {ccure their Title, and haſten their Poſ- 
ieflion by a Bcau-flring? Theſe are Royal Vio- 
lences ; Though the Re/fionaticn of Suljects mult 
not tax them with any Crime, who are accounta- 
ble to none but Ged, | 

It was however a. notable Piece of Raillery, 
with which the Widow of a rich Merchant re- 

roved this unreaſonable Cuſtom in the preſent 
Mogul, Her Huſband was an delater, who had 
heaped together an infinite Treaſure by Trading, 
and Uſury ; and when he died. left her worth 
Two Hundred Thouſand Roupics. Her Son, ſome 
Years after, coming of Age, demanded of her 
a Stock to ſet up with as a Merchant. Which 
ſhe, either out of Avarice, or for other Ends, 
refeicd 
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refuſed him; furniſhing him only with ſuch ſmall 
Sums as ſerved to nouriſh his Diſcontent, and 
tempt him to a lewd, careleſs Life. But at length, 
not being able to prevail on his Mother, to part 
with ſo much as would anſwer his Expectations, 
he complained to the Mogul, diſcloſing alfo what 
Eftate his Father had left. The Moga/ being in- 
formed of {ſo much Riches, ſent for the young 
Man's Mother, and commanded her to ſend him 
half her Money, ordering, That the other half 
ſhould be divided between her ſelf and her Son. 
The Widow, not being at all ſurprized, or caft 
down at this anjuſt Propoſal, made the Mogu/ this 
ſhort Reply: O King, May the Gods make thee 
happy. My Son has ſome Reaſon to require his Share 
7 his Father's Eftate, having his Blood running in 

is Veins; but I d:fire to know, what Relation thou 
art to my Huſband or me, that thou claimeſft a 
Share in bis Inheritance. The Prince abaſh'd at 
ſo ſmart and bold an Addreſs, commanded her 
to give half her Eſtate to her Son, and ſo diſmiſ- 
ſed her. 

I have heard ſome of our Chiauſes praiſe the 
Magnificence of the Mogul's Court, the infinite 
Number of his Attendants : But above all, they 
extol the inimitable Grandeur of his Throne, 
which is adorn'd with ſo many Topazes, Rubies, 
Emeraulds, Pearls, and Diamonds, as amount to 
thirty Millions of Rowpices. But were it not much 
better, if inſtead of all this needleſs Glory, he 
could boaſt, That his Empire is fougded in the 
Hearts of his Sulje:ts ; He does not conkider, 
Toar tach predigious Heaps of envied Treaſure 
arc vat ſo many piittering Snares, golden Mana- 
cles, which ſerve fir no other Uſe, but to chain 
him op from that Freedom, and choſe more in- 
nocent i/cights, that the meaneſt of his Subjects 


enjoy. 
b I 'Thou 
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Thou haſt, I pereeive, diſcourſed with the In- 
dian Bramins : Doſt thou not niſcover, even in 
theſe 1dclaters, a Contempt of Riches? What 

mean Thoughts have they of the Splendor and 
Gayeties of the Court ? What a low Efteem of 
the long and proud Series of Titles with which the 
Moguls endeavour to exalt themſelves ? Whilſt 
they are called the Lights of the World, and Com- 
panions of the Sun; theſe poor Philoſophers know, 
That in a little Time they ſhall be laid in Darkneſs, 
and have no better Society than that of Worms. 
What ſignifies their Pedigree, or, That the preſent 
Mogul is but the trnth Deſcendant from the mighty 
Temurln, who made all 4fa tremble, if he has 
loſt the Virtue of his glorious Anceflor 7 "Tis that 
alone makes all Men truly noble. 
| Thou telleſt me, That the Empire of the Mogu/ 
affords him more R.wenues than the Dominions of 
any Two the moſt potent Monarchs on Earth. I 
have heard as much from others, which convinces 
me, that thou haſt inform'd thyſelf rightly of the 
preſent State of the Indies. But doſt thou therefore 
eleem this Monarch the richer ? Conſider the vaſt 
Extent of his Domini ons, which are ſaid to contain 
more than Six Hundred Leagues in Length, and 
thou wilt find, That to maintain fo great a Track 
of Ground, both againſt his foreign and domefick 
Enemies, he is obliged to keep in conſtant Fay, 
ſome Millions of his Subjects and Strangers: For 
he is in the midit of Enemies, even among his 
own Sutj-&s. There are above an hundred Sowe- 
reigns in his Empire, who perpetually by Turns 
mo.elt his Government, retuſing to pay Tribute, 
and raiſing Armies againſt him: Whereby it comes 


to pals, that ne is at an infinite Expence to de- 
fend himſelf, and carry on thoſe endleſs Wars; 
thou thyielf having objerv'd, That once in Two 
Mons there is an indiſpenſable Neceſſity of paying 
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theſe prodigious Armies: Not a Soldier through - 
out his Empire having any thing to live on, ſave 
the Wages he receives of the King. 
Confer alſo, That this Manarch al ways k 
ſome Thouſands of the fineſt Horſes in the World 
near his Perſon, ſuch as coſt him Thouſands of 
Roupies a- piece; beſides a Thouſand Elephants; 
with an incredible Number of Mules, Camels, 
and other Beaſts of Burden, to carry his Wives, 
his Goods and Proviſions, when he takes the 
Field: That whole Cities, even as large as Con- 
Hantinople, are obliged to follow the King's Camp 
for Subſiſtence, their Livelihood altogether de- 
pending on the Army. Add to this, the immenſe 
Charges of his Serag/io, his Caſtles and Sea port 
Towns, with all the other neceflary Expences of 
the State, and thou will conclude, That when 
this Potentate comes to caſt up his Accounts, he 
will find himſelf a poor Man. 

But I ſhall cloy thee with a Rehearſal of ſuch 
Things, as thou canſt not be a Stranger to. 

Only tell me, Whether one of the Razias or 
Princes ſubject to the Mogul, be the real Heſcen- 
dent of Porus, the ancient King of IJadia, in the 
Time of Alexander the Great! I have been told 
by ſeveral Travellers, That there is ſuch an one, 
that his Name is Rana, and that an Hundred of 
the idolatrous Princes pay Homage to him, as to 
their natural Sovereign. 

Thou confirmeſt the Truth of what has been ſo 
often reported in theſe Parts, That the Prixce of 
Java had Six Fingers on each Hand, and as many 


Toes on his Feet. 


But that ſeems very ſtrange which thou relateſt, 
of a certain Language among the Indians, which 
is not vulgarly ſpoken; bat that all their Books of 
Theology, and Pandeds of their Law, the Records of 
their Nation, and the Treatiſes of Human Arts and 
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Sciences are written in it. And that this Language 
is taught in their School, . and Academies, 
even as Latin is among the Chri//zans. I cannot 
enough admire at this; for, where and when was 
this Lan wage ſpoken ? How came it to be diſus'd ? 
There ſeems to be a Myſtery in it, that none of 
their B-achmans can give any other Account of this, 
ſave, That it is the Language, wherein God gave, to 
the firſt Creature he made, the four Books of the 
Law: Which according to their Chronology, was 
above thirty Millions of Years ago. I tel thee, 
my dear Brother, this News has ſtarted ſome odd 
Notions in my Mind: For when I confider, That 
this Language, as thou ſay'ſt, has nothing in it com- 
mon with the 7:4ian that is now ſpoken, nor with 
any other Larigygoge cf Lia, or of the World; and 
ha that itis 4 cofio and regular Language, learn'd 

y Grammar, like the other material Languages 
and that, in this eb/e/ete Language, Books are writ- 
ten, wherein it is aflerted, "That the Veld is fa 
many Millions of Years old; I could almoſt turn 
Pythagorean, and believe, The World to be within 
a Minute of Eternal. And, where would be the 
Abſurdity ? Since Gcd had equally the ſame inh- 
nite Power, Wiſdom and Goodneſs, from all Eter- 
zity, as he had Five or Six Thouſand Years age. 
W hat ſhould hinder Him then from exerting theſe 
divine Artributes ſooner? What ſhould retard him 
from drawing forth this glorious Fabrick earlier, 
from the Veimb of Nothing! Suffer thy Imaginati- 
on to ſtarc backwards, as far as thou canit, even to 
Millions of Ages, and yet thou canſt not conceive 
a i ime, wherein this fair unmeaſurable Expanſe 
was not ftretch'd out. As if Nature herielt had 
engrayen on our Intellects, this Record of the 
World's untraceable Antiguity, in chat our ftrong- 
eſt, iwmifte® Thoughts, are far too weak and flow 
to follow Time back to its endleſs Origin. 0 
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The Revolution in China, ſurpaſſes the common 
Changes in Kingdoms and Empires. There is ſome- 
thing exceſſively tragical, in the Cataſtrophe of 
that Royal Houſe. 

Brother, in beholding that, thou haſt ſeen Hu- 
man Nature in a Trance: And thou art fo thyſelf, 
if, after this, thou canſt be fond of any Thing on 
Earth. Traveller, Adieu.

Chanut's Chapel, which gave Diſguſt to the Swedes, 

who allow not the Exerci/c of the Roman Religion 

within their Territories. They caſtrate all the 

ples 1s of that Communion whom they find, and 

8 proſecute the Laity with rigorous Penaltics. But 
45 Mon ficur Chanut pleaded the Law of Nations : And 
- when the Secretory told him, That the Zucen per- 
mitted him and his Family the Liberty -of their 

Religion, but defired him not to admit any other 

Perſons of what Nation ſoever: This Miniſter re- 

plied, That he could not receive as a Favour, or 

Per miſſion frem her Majeſty, the Liberty of exerci- 

fling bis Religion, fince he held it only of bis Ma- 

ſter, the King of” France, who had ent him thither, 

and that he could not ſhut the Door of his Chapel 

againſt any that would come in: That their Law, 

hie according to his own Calcule, wvas made 

avout Two Thouſand Years after the Foundation of 

their Eftate, could not chrogate the Law of Na- 

tions, which ig eternal: That this perpetual Law, 

gave particular Privileges to certain Per ſons, and 

eſpecially to the Miniſters of foreign Princes: That 

their new Law, /uch as it was, was only made to 

maintain the publick Worſhip, reſpected not what 

«ues done in the Houſe of a foreign Miniſter, by 4 

Special Privilege, it being of no Cinſequence to the 

State, aubetber ſuch Foreigners ſerved God or not, 

or whether they wvorſhij ped him in a right or wrong 

| Way : That no Swede came to his Chapel, but on- 
1 2 ſeme French, who were Sojourners in the Land : 
hat they did net uſe the Swediſh Amballadors fo 

1 in France, who admitted whim they pleaſed into 
| their Chapels : That the Houſe where he now 
| davelt, was the Houſe of the King of France; and 
that therefore be could not by Conſequence refuſe 
any Catholicks an Entrance into it, eſpecially ſuch 
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as were born Suljects of his Maſter: And in fine, 
That it was ver rude to oblige him to be the 
Exccutioner of this ſevere Law, in requiring him to 
ſhut his Doors upon his Country-men, againſt the 
common Law / Hoſpitality, the Honour of 2 
1 Miniſter, and the Pleaſure of the King 
i; Sovereign. | 

To this the Secretary made ſomething too tart 
a Reply. Whereupon Words increafing between 
them, and the French Apmbaydor being reſolute 
to aſſert his Privilege, the Secretary broke out in- 
to a Paſſion, as J have before mention'd, laying 
his Hands upon his Sword, as he was leaving tte 
Room. | 

The Swedes are naturally a rugged, ſurly Peo- 
pie as are all the Northern Europears. They are 

trangers to Civility, and the gentle Addreſs of 
the French. Yet the Queen, when ſhe heard of 
this Paſſage, was angry with her Mzni/ter, and 
excuſed his Rudeneſs to Monſficur Cham : Telling 
him, That the Secretary was a faithful Servant, 
but had bien educated among the Bears of the 
Foreſt. | 
This puts me in mind of. a Shry which the 
French tell of another Amn aſſador, whom Lewis 
XIII. ſent to the Court of Spain. The Spaniards 
are of a kaughty Temper, expecting more than 
ordinary Submiſſions, from thoſe who approach 
the King's Preſence. This'Ambo/ador, on the fame 
Ground, was required to do ſome Homage, which 
would not conßſt with the Inſtructions of bis 
Ma ſter, and therefore he refuſed to comply. The 
King of Spain thinking to put him out of Coun- 
tenance, ſaid aloud, I hat! has the King of France 
no other Men in his Court, that he ſends me ſuch 
a Feel as this ? To which the Ambeſ/ador replied, 
My Mafter has men Wiſer Men than myſelf about 
bim; but to ſuch a King, ſuch an Ambaſiador.  - 
| 14 | Thow 
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Thou wilt not perhaps approve ſuch Raillery 
as this to Crown'd Heads, who ought to be treat- 
ed with Reverence and Gravity, Yet I believe, 
thou wilt condemn the Cruelty of a Die of Mu/- 
covy, who cauſed the Hat of a French Amboſſudor 
to be nailed to his Head, for fitting cover d be- 
fore him. This 1s contrary to the Genius of the 
Za, who abhor to fee a Man bare headed. 
But every Nation has its Mode: And I accord- 
ing to the Faſhion of my Country, kiſs the Bor- 
der of thy Veſt, in Token of my Submiſſion and 
Reſpect. ;

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The firſt made good his Character, they ſay, 
in heaping bY ſuch prodigious Treaſures ; in 
raiſing all thoſe of his Family or Dependence, to 
the higheſt Honours ; in occaſioning the volun- 
tary Baniſhment of the D2ucen-Mether ; in ruin- 
ing whomſoever he ſuſpected ; and finally, in 
making himſelf {o much the Maſter of all Secrets, 
that the King, however diſguited and averſe from 
him, yet could never fit ſafe on his Throne 
without him, when Living, nor venture the Ma- 
nagement of the Publick to any of his Creatures, 
when dead. Thus ſpeak they of that great M:- 
nifter. 

* to Cardinal Vmenes, they ſay, He diſcover'd 
the Qualities which they aſcribe to him, in the 
Metked he took to raiſe himſelf to that envied 
Greatneſs, which was, by ſeeming to ſhun the 
Honours at which he ſecretly aim'd.

They ſay, he was in the End poiſon d by eating 
of a Fi, of which a Friend of his receiv'd Inti- 
mation on the Road, as he was riding to the 
Place where the Cardinal was at Dinner. But he 
came too late, to prevent the Effects of the Poi- 
ſon : For though the Cardinal was but juſt riſen 
from the Table, yet he began to void Bleod by 
his Ears, and the Extremteies of his Fingers ; and 
in a few Days drew his laſt Breath.

On this Account he was ever troubled 
with the Head ach, contrary to Cardinal Richlien, 
who never felt any Pain in that Part, becauſe he 
had two little Holes in his Crown, through which 
the Fumes exhal d. 
Theſe are the Remarks which are made on 
Cardinal Aimenes. As to Maxarini, they ſay, he 
ſurpaſſes both theſe Mirifers, in the exquiſite 
Moderation of his Temper : And comes ſhort 
of neither, in the Contrivance or Succeſs of 
Affairs, being ſolid in his Counſels, ſecret and 
ſwift in their Execution. He has this alſo pecu- 
liar in his Conduct, That none are more ſure of 
his Favour, than thoſe who have done him Inju- 
ries. He is magnifick in his Expences ; building 
Palaces that may vie with the moſt celebrated 
Structures of the ancient Romans: A curious 
Collector of choice Paintings and Sculptures; 
furniſhing the Houſes with Utenſils of Cedar, 
Ebony, Silver, Gold, and other Ornaments, be- 
fitting the Palace of a King. Liberal beyond the 
| Expe&ation 
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Expectation of his Friends and Servants, yet not 
to Profuſeneſs. He has a wonderful Sagacity in 
diſcovering Ckeats and Impoſtors: And no leſs 
Dexterity in diſcerning Men of Merit, though 

never ſo much obſcur'd by Misfortune. 
Not long ago he catch'd a Gentleman in a 
Crime, which expos'd him to the Laughter and 
Contempt of the whole Cewr?, but not to the 
 Cardinal's Hatred. He had been recommended 
to this Mini ſter by a Lady of the Court, for whom 
he had a great Eſteem. On which Account he 
had free Accefs to the Cardinals Preſence, and 

would always mix with his Retinue. 
But his curious Patron had obſerv'd ſome- 
thing in his Carriage, which gave him Ground 
of Miſtruſt, For he would always place himſelf 
as near as he could to a certain Table, in the 
Chamber, where the Cardinal gives Audience. 
There is a Drawer under this Table, which com- 
monly ſtands half open, it being the Place where 
all Petiticrers throw in their Bribes or Pre- 
ſents ; it not being ſeemly for a Prince of the 
Church to take Money himſelf. The Cardinal 
obſerv'd, That this Spark always had his Eye 
glancing on that Drawer, as if ke coveted what 
was there contain'd. However, he took no No- 
tice, but gave him all the Opportunities 1magi- 
nable to do his Pleaſure ; yet ſlill one Accident 
or other, hinder'd the Gentleman from execu- 
ting his Defign, which was, To borrow ſome 
of the Gold that lay in that Drawer, At length 
it happen'd, That the Cardinal having appointed 
ſome curious Pageants to be made in Honour of 
the King's Birth- Day, he with ſeveral of the 
Ceurtiers, ſtood looking out of the Windows to 
ſee the triumphant Shows paſs by. The Gen- 
tleman, taking this Opportunity, whilſt he 
thought all Eyes were intenc on the Gayeties

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without, ſlips to the Table, and takes out of the 
Drawer a Bag of Gold, putting it up in his Poc- 
ket, and retiring to the Window again. He 
imagined that no Body had ſeen him, and there- 
fore hugg'd himſelf in the Thoughts of his Booty.

Camp. Being arrived there, the impious Wretch 
deliver'd his Kin/man to the Emperor, who con- 
demn'd him to die.

HIS City is peſter'd with an innumerable 

Multitude of Bats, and a kind of Serpents, 
which they call Lizards or News.) They breed in 
the Walls of their Houfes, avd moleſt the Inha- 
bitants Night and Day, ſvarming more than or- 
dinary every Ninth Year, 9 | 

The Parifians give an odd Reaſon for this 
Plague. They iay, That in former Ages, a cer- 
tain Magician had undertaken to free this Czty 
from all vonomeus Creatures; and tha!, according- 
ly, he had made ſeveral Inge, of thoſe Animals, 
annexing to them Enchantments, and hiding them 
in obſcure Places under the Earth; ꝓromiſing al- 
ſe, That ſo long as thoſe /moges remain'd un- 
touch'd, Paris ſhould not be moleſted with an 
hurtful Thing. This ſucceeded according to h 
Words; till at a certain Time, as they were dig- 

ing up the Foundations of an old Temple, the 
orkmen found ſeveral brazen Images, ſome re- 
ſenting a Bat, ſome a Lizard. They maki 
nall Account of thoſe aagical Religucs, 101d 
them to the next Brafer for a Piece of Money: 
Who being ignorant alſo of the hidden Force of 
theſe Images, melted them down for his own Uſe. 
And, ever fince that Time, the City has been 
over-run with Bats and Lizards. 

I relate this to thee, in regard I have often 
heard thee ſpeak of the ancient Status, that 
were in the Aimidam at Conſtantinople, and in 
other Parts of the City; particularly of that Pil- 
lar, which had three Brazen Serpents winding a- 
bout, which when Mahomer the Great * 
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the Congueror ſtruck one of them with a Battle 
Axe, and ſmote off the /awer . Upon which 
a Moltitude of Serpents infeſted the City, bat 
were ſoon exterminated, in Regard the Sultan, 
being warnea by the Citizens, forbore to do any 
farther Injury to thoſe mages, which were the 
Guardians of the City. 

The Annals of the Muſulman Empire make 
mention of theſe Statues, as alſo of a Horſe of 
Braſs, and a Bull of the ſame Metal. "The on- 
erected as a Charm againſt the Peſilence; the 
other, as an oraculous Sign, That the Enemies of 
the Grecian Monarchy thould in that Place be 
repulſed and driven out of the City. Yet it 
proved otherwiſe : For the victorious Muſulmans 
againſt whom the Enchantments of the Infidels 
could . not prevail, enter d the Marbert Place, 
where this Image ſtood, and drove from thence 
the timorous Greczans ; cutting in Pieces all that 
made Reſiſtance, and rendring themſelves Leas 
of Canſſantinople, at that Time the richeſt City 
in the World. | 

The Romans were extremely addicted to theſe 
Juperftiticus Vanities ; believing the Safety of 
their City and Empire, conſiſted in the Preterva- 
tion of the Palladium, an Image, which they 
thought fell down from Jupiter, and was tranſ- 
ported from Troy to Iain by AZneas ; being after- 
wards repoſited in the Temple of Veſia, but burnt 
in that dreadful Conffagration which happen'd in 
the Reign of Nero. | | | 

They had in no leſs Vereration the Buckler, 
wyich they were taught dropp'd down - from 
Heaven, into the Hands of Numa Paompilins ; 
whereon the Fate of Rome Was engraven, in 
(Characters which none could read. Fearing leſt 
this Sacred Shicld might be ſtollen, they cauſed 
Eleven others of the {ame Figure to be Ry

_ all to be hung up together in the Temple of 
ars. * 

And, to the end the Gaaralan Genius of the Ci- 
ty ſhould not be enticed from them by the En- 
chantments of their Enemies, the truc Name of the 
City of Rome was kept ſecret, even from its own 
Inkabitants ; inſomuch, that Valerius Soranus was 
E to Death, for publiſhing it to one of his 

Tiends, Many have gucls'd at the hidden Name:

Yet my Return was melancholy, in regard I 
could not accompliſh what I aim'd at, nor be in a 
Capacity to — thee that Satisfaction thou re- 
quireſt, either in buying the Jewels, or in eſta- 
bliſhingany Corrẽſpondence. Thoſe who inform'd 
thee of the Germans inhabiting that City, were 
miſtaken in their Character, they being only a 
Society or Corporation of Students, and no ways 
concerned in Traffick or Merchandize. 

They told the2 right, in faying, There are a 
great Number of Strangers in Orleans I think 
the Imperial City, which commands the World, 
cannot boaſt a greater Diverſity of Larguages, 
than are ſpoken daily in the Streets and Houſes 
of Orleant. There are ſome, almoſt of all Na- 
tions, reſiding in that City. | 

Would'ſt thou know the real Occaſion of this 
mighty Conflux of Foreigners.

3 HOU haſt heard of the Mirian, Scythian, 
and Raman Heroines, Theſe were all valiant 
Leaders of Armies, Women of Honour and Re- 
nown. Now I will inform thee of a Female which 

France has brought upon the Stage of War. 
According to the Orders which I receiv'd from 
the Vizir Azem, I took a Journey to Orleans laſt 
Moon; where on the third Day after my Arrival, 
beholding a ſolemn Proceſſion in the Streets of that 
populous City, attended with ſome uncommon 
Ceremonies and Rejoicings, my Curiofity prompt- 
ed me to enquire the Occaſion of it Thou 
may'f imagine, I did not apply my ſeif for In- 
formation to the Multitude, who take up Things 
on the common Credit of Fame, which does not 
always deliver the Truth. I addreſs'd myſelf to 
thoſe who were acquainted with the Records of 
the Toxwn ; who told me, That this So/eamnity was 
Yearly obſerv'd on the Eighth Day of the Fifth 
Moon, in Memory of titeir Deliverance from the 
Engliſb, who beſieged this City, and were beaten 
from before it by Ven d Arc, a Maid of Lor- 
rain, in the Reign of Chrles I. This Virago ſeem'd 
to be the tutelar Angel of France: For to her Va- 
lour and Conduct, that Monarch od the Reco- 
very of this Kingdom, almoſt loſt to the King of 
| Ergland ; this being the lait Place of Importance 
which had not receiv'd Engl Garrifons. After 
ſhe had rais'd the Siege, ſhe purſued the Ene- 
my, gave them Sera Battles, defeated them, 
took the G, Captive, reduced all the Cities 
to their former Ohędience, and never —_ 
r 
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her Sword, 'till ſhe ſaw her . ſolemnly 
crown d at Rhemes.. Vet at length the herſelf was 
made a Priſoner by the Fagliſb, and was publick- 
ly burnt for a Vitch at Rowen. 

The Inhabitants of Orleans have erected brazer 
Statues in her Honour. They celebrate her Prai- 
ſes, and eſteem her a Woman diwvinely inſpired to 
fave her Country. Yet the more intelligent Sort 
ſay, That ſhe was neither Vith nor Propheteſs, 
but only a Maid of good Wit and Courage, 
whom fome of the Princes of the Bld Royal 
had inſtructed to act the Part of a Mificnary 
from Heaven; that ſo, by pretending Viſions and 
Revelations, ſhe might raiſe the Courage of the 
French, now almoſt diſpirited by their man 
Loſſes; and whom nothing leſs than a Miracle 
could perſwade to abide be Field againſt the 
victorious Exglihb. This is certain, That ſhe 
diſtinguiſh'd the Ming, though diſguiſed like a 
Peaſant, and in a Crowd of People: Sie went 
boldly up to him, and faluted him by his Title, 
to the Aſtoniſhment of thoſe that ſtood by. She 
ſent a Meſſenger to bring her a Sword of an- 
tique Workmanſhip, that lay hid in a Tomb in 
one of their famous Moſques ; (for, the Nazarenes 
of the Nei bury their Dead in their Temples. ) 
This Action extremely enhanced her Reputa- 
tion, in regard none knew of this Sword but the 
King himſelf. She was therefore look'd upon as 
an extraordinary Perſon; and the People could 
hardly be reftrain'd from paying her 4/wvine Ho- 
nours. 

When they were encamped on a certain Plain 
of a vat Extent, where tiere was no Water to 
be found, fo that the Army was ready to periſh 
through Thirſt; the ng came co the Tent of 
this Prophete/s, to conſult her as an Oracle in the 
general Diſtreſs.

However, whether it were Artifice, or that ſhe 
was endued with ſome ſupernatural Gift, it had a 


marvellous Influence on the Soldiers, who began 


do re aſſume Courage, and feared Nothing under 


the Conduct of ſuch a General. ; 

. *Twas Revenge without Doubt, rather than 
Juſtice, that extorted that cue! Sentence from the 
Engliſh, which put an End to the heroic Actions of 
this illuſtrious Maid, whoſe Fame will live for 
Ever. 

It is recorded, That whilſt ſhe was bound faſt 
to the Stake with ſtrong Cords, they would have 
kindled the Fire upon her before ſhe had ſpoke 
to the Spectators; but that ſhe ſuddenly became 
looſen d, and ſnatching a Lance from one of the 
Soldiers, ſhe drove the Guards before her: Then 
returning of her own Accord to the Stake, ſhe 
made her lat dying Speech, foretelling many 
Things to come, which afterwards proved true. 
And having made an End of Speaking, ſhe bid 
the Executioner ſet Fire to the Wood; which he 
did accordingly, and ſhe was burnt to Aſkes. 

Certainly every Nation may boaſt of ſome 
Female Warriour, that at one Time or other has 
done remarkable Service to her Country. 


And thou art not a Stranger to tffe Hiſtory of 
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the Amazons, who excluded Men from their So- 
ciety, yet became formidable to all the Regions 
round about them. q

H OU art the Man that muſt participate 
in all my Adventures. And I ſhould be 
a Churl, in not letting thee ſhare with me, the 
| Pleaſure I found in a late Journey to Orleans, one 
of the prefidary Towns in France. It was by the 
Order of the Yizir Azem I took that Journey. 
Somebody had inform'd him, That this Town 
was full of Merchant-Travellers of many Na- 
tions, but eſpecially of Germany, who brought the 
choiceſt Jewels of the Eaſt, to vend in this Place 
at ordinary Rates. That Miniſter gave me Com- 
mands to buy certain Stones, with Inſtructions to 
treat of another Affair, which it is not neceſ- 
ſary for thee co know. I accordingly ſet out 
from Paris the third Day of the fifth Moon; and 
Eliachim the Jew (of whom thou haſt heard) bore 
me Company. | 
1 need not deſcribe to thee, the Country 
through which we paſſed ; It exactly reſembleth 
the Plains of St. I/idore, not far from Palermo by 
Cicih. 
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Sicily. Thou and I have Reaſon to remember 
that Place of our Captivity, carrying the Marks 
of our Maficr's cruel Anger yet in our Bodies. 
Thoſe Plains, thou knoweſt, afford a very agree- 
able Proſpect, eſpecially at this Time of the 
Year, waen the Verdure of the Trees, mix'd 
with the Brightneſs of the Corn-fields, and the 
party-colour'd Meadows, tempt the Eye into a 
Controverſy of Pleaſure, a Man neither knowing 
well how to take it off. nor yet where to fix it, in 
ſuch an orderly Confuſion and Medley of charm- 
ing Objects. a 
Such is the Province between Paris and Or /cans, 
which has this Advantage of thoſe Srci/iun Plains, 
that here all the Way one rides, innumerable mag- 
nificent and beautiful Palaces appear, ſhooting up 
their glittering Turrets above the lofty Groves, 
which environ thoſe Seats of Pleaſure. Indeed 
this is one of the pureſt Airs, and the moſt fertile 
Soil in all the Kingdom, which invites the Nob/zs 
and Gentry to reſide here during the Summer, and 
occaſions much travelling on this Road. | 
About Mid-day, we came to a Town called 
Chaſtres, where we 3 to. refreſh ourſelves, 
eftern Parts are better ac- 
commodated with Proviſions than they can be in 
Afia, where they muſt carry their own Beds with 
them, and dreſs their own Victuals, or lie on the 
naked Floor faſting. \ This makes the Nazaren:s 
call the Ef inhoſpitable. They conſider not 
at the ſame Time, that 'tis the Niceneſs and De- 
licacy of the Mahometans, which occaſions this 
Cuſtom. For the Eafiern People are fearful of 
defilmg themſelves by eating Meat prepared by 
other Hands than their own, or tholg of their 
Servants : As alſo to lie on a Bed, common to all 
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But theſe Þrfidels are like the Swine, to whom 
all Meat is welcome, and every Ditch an accept- 
able Bed. Here are Inns all along the Roads, 
whereinto' when you enter, the Heſ provides you 
both Bed, and all other Neceſſaries. A Man muſt 
venture to ſleep on the ſame Pillow, where per- 
haps a Leper has lain the Night before, or ſome 
Perſen infected with a worſe Diſeaſe. The 141 
examines none, but harbours all alike, provide 
they have Money to pay him. And as ſor Victu- 
als, tis the Cuſtom of all Travellers, to eat toge- 
ther at one common Table, where ſeveral Diſhes 
of Meat are ſerved up, and every Man is free to 
eat what and how much he pleaſes, paying a ſtated 
Price for his Dinner. *. - 
Thus no ſooner were we come into our Inn at 
Chafires, but the Zoft ſaluting us after the Man- 
ner of the Country, invited us to ſit down at the 
Ordinary, (for ſo they call their publick Dinner in 
an Inn.) We were not fo ſcrupulous as to refuſe 
his Ofer, but follow'd him into the Chamber 
where the Dinner was prepared. There were 
many Gueſts at the Table, and all buſy in feeding 
themſelves. We tcok ſuch Seat as we found va- 
cant, and without much Ceremony, fell to eat- 
ing. The Jew truſted to the Indulgence of Maſes, 
and I to that of Mahomet, for eating with the un- 
circumciſed, whoſe Meat is ſeldom free from the 
Pollution of Blood. We knew, that neither God, 
nor his Prophets, required us to ſtarve. 

There was Plenty. of Wine, and that ſo delici- 
ous, as would have tempted an Hagia to taſte it, 
without the Mis Diſpenſation; to avoid Sin- 

larity, I made a Shew of eating as the reſt; 
Ei the greateſt Part of my Repaſt conſiſted in 
Bread, and ſome Fruits, with that exhilarating 
Juice of the Grape. | 
| The 
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The honeſt cao ſwore 'twas a ang repa- 
red by Cupid, to render him the moſt miterable 
of all Men, For, jaſt in the Middle of our Mirth, 
came in a French Gentleman with Lady in his 
Hand, who placed themſelves at the Table exactly 
oppoſite to us. I perceived evident Symptoms 


of ſome Diſorder in Eliachim, who ſcen'd to 
read his Fate in that fair Creature's Face ; yet 


had not Power to check his wandring Eyes, or 
guard them from inevitable Wounds. He had 
almoſt acted o'er the Story of the AZgypiian 
Wives, whom 7:/eps's Miſtreſs had invited to be- 
hold his Beauty ; yet cut their Fingers for their 
Meat ; whilſt gazing on the charming Youth: Sa 
poor Eliachim was all Confuſion, turn'd to a Sta- 
tue, whilſt he look'd on this enchanting Gorgor. 
He had forgot to cat or drink, till I began to 
rouze him from his Dream. I told him ſoftly in 
the Ear, This Lady was but the younger Siſter of 
Ixion's Miſtreſs. This brought him to his Senſe 
azain, but could not reſtore his Peace. Prudence 
taught him to diſſemble the violent Emotion of 
his Soul, and not to expole himſelf in ſuch a 
Company ; but nothing could expel the fatal Poi- 
ſon from his Breaſt. 

When we had ſufficiently repoſed our ſelves, 
we bid Adieu to the Inn, all joining Company, 
and ſetting forward to Or/cans. On the Road 
both E/iachim and I had many Opportunities of 
converſing with this young Lady ; ſuch Familia- 
rity with Women, being atlow'd in France. We 
found her Wit ſurpriſing as her Beauty; and her 
Mien and Conduct ſuch as gave Advantage 1 
them both. In a Word, Eliachim was loſt amid 
ſo many Perfections. 

When we came to our Inn at Night, and were 
in eur Chamber together, he vented his Paſſion in 
theſe Words: Makmut, I hawe paſs d theſe Years 
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hitherto, withous any other Sentiments of Love, 
ewe thoſe hich in general ] cabe to all our Race, 
and ſome more particular Regard of Frienaſbip and 
Duty. Buff ſince I ſaw this lau Creature, ne- 
thinks my Friends, and all that ought to be below'd 
on Earth, is now contracted into her. Jia not ber 
ſnexvy Skin, or matchl:/s Features, are of Force to 
move me ; though they are ſuch, thy ſelf being 
Judge, as would have jriled Apeliles's Art to imi- 
tate: But "tis a Luſtre aubich Ican t expreſs Sure- 
ly Nu, Lightning darted from ber Eyes, thoſe fair 
Awenues of her brighter Soul ! The ſubtle Flams 
glanced through my Breaſt, and in a Moment ſcorched 
ny Reaſon up ! The lovely Baſiliſk bot Death at 
every Lock ! Thou ſaaceſi how I ſote 'as one tram f 
formed; fo lifeliſi, and without Motion wvas I,avbilft 
gazing on my Ruin! And to this Hour a fatal 
Number ſpreads through all my Veins, as if IT had 
touched fume dire Torpedo. 2 
Thus went he raving on, till ] interrupted him, 
with Laughter aud Raillery, endeavouring to cure 
him of his Love-fick Humour by ridiculing it, 1 
told him my own Experience of this fooliſh Paſ- 
fon, rehearſed my former Adventures with Daria, 
and how at length I got the Victory of this vain 
Fondneſs by Abſence, and the Exerciſe of my 
Reaſon. But all that J could ſay, made no Im- 
preflion on the ſtupid Lover. He grew but worſe, 
and fo I left him to ſeek Repoſe from Sleep. 
We came not to Orleans, till the next Day, 
where we tarried not long, having no other Bu- 
ſineſs as it happen'd, but to ſee the Rarities of 
the Town, and inform our ſelves of thoſe 
Things it is convenient for Travellers to know. 
After which we return'd to Paris : I, with the 
ſame Sentiments I had at my firſt ſetting out 
from thence ; but it ſeems, the World was me- 
tamorphoſed in poor Eltachim's Opinion. 2 
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him the Trees had now loft all their Greenneſs 3 
the Flowers, and Grafs, and Corn, look'd wi- 
ther'd ; the Birds ſung mournfal Notes; the 
Winds blew hoarſe, unwelcome Sounds ; and 
every Thing in Nature feemed to him to droop, 
becauſe Falante was not there (ſo was the Fair one 
call'd, as Eliachim had learn'd of her) when we 
parted from Orleans. 

In this melancholy Condition, the poor Brain- 
ſick Jew has continued ever ſince. When his 
Cure will commence, I know not. 

If thou yet retaineſt thy Native Liberty, and 
haſt net ſacrificed it to unhappy Love, learn by 
his Misfortune to watch thy Senſet, which are the 
firſt Traytors to the Soul. Adieu.

they not ſay already? The News of that Siege 


had reach'd all Parts of Europe; the Nazarenes 
were big with Expectation of the Event. Now 
they know it, they laugh both at thee, and at all 
the Muſſu/mans. Thou haſt brought a Diſgrace 
on the moſt exalted Empire in the World. 

What if thou didft loſe Two Thouſand Men 
before the Walls of that Fort? Is that a ſufficient 
Juſtification of thy raiſing the Siege? Our glori- 
ous Sultans do not uſe to win Cities and Caſtles 
without Blood ? Neither do they ſpare to ſacrifice 
the beſt Part of their Army to the Honour of their 
Arms, whilſt our indefatigable Soldiers have 
mounted on Heaps of flaughter'd Spabi's, and 
ſcaled the Battlements of their Enemies. Where · 
as thou wert afraid of a few Stones, that the 
Women hurl'd on thy Men from the Walls :

I counſel thee, ſpeedily to recover thy loſt Re- 
putation, by ſome notable Service. Let no Pe- 
rils affright thee ; but remember, That true For- 
titude ſurmounts all Difficulties ; and that thou 
canſt not paſs into the Temple of Honour, but 
through that of Virtue. It is not my Part to pro- 
ject for thee: The whole Country is before thee ; 
Thou knoweſt, or at leaſt oughteſt to know, the 
Motions and Strength of thy Enemies. Do ſome- 
thing ſpeedily, that ſhall ſpeak thee wiſe and va- 
liant. Thou hadſt better loſe thy Life ſo, than

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Take this Advice as a Mark of my Friendſhip, 
for Mabmut uſes not ſo frankly to reprove thoſe 
whom he eſteems his Enemies.

OT long ago arrived here a Courter from 
Sævedeland, bringing Letters from Queen 
Chriſtina and Monfeeur Chanut, the French Reft- 
dent at Stockholm. | 
Among other Matters, they give an Account, 
That on the twenty-feventh Day of the ſeventh 
Moon, that great Princ:ſs had like to have been 
ftabb'd in the Midſt of her Guards, ſurrounded 
with her Caurtiere, before the Altdr of her God ; 
at an Hour when all the Subjects of that Kingdom 
were on their Knees, to render Heawen propitious

to her and the Pub/ich. | 


That Day there was a Faß proclaim'd through 
all Savrdeland; and he was eſteem'd no good Sab- 


ject, who did not repair to the publick Solemni- 


ties. The Queen, to give an Example, went at the 
third Hour of the Day to the Mo/que of her Pa- 
lace, attended by the great Officers of State, and a 
numerous Train of the Nobi/iry. Whenthe Preach- 
er (as is the Cuſtom) had made an End of ſpeak- 
ing, all that were preſent fell on their Knees, to 


perform the appointed Dewotions. But it being 


the Faſhion of the Nazarene to utter ſome ſecret 
preparative Oraiſont, the Men cover'd their Faces 
with their Hats, to be more recollected. 3 
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While all Eyes were thus veil'd, a certain Fel- - 
low ſnatching the Opportunity, ſteps from his 
Place, and, without making any great Noiſe, by 
large Strides, advances unſeen to the Rails which 
encloſe the Pavement next to the Altar, where the 
QAues was on ner Knees. But in leaping over, 
he was perceived by a certain N, who im- 
mediately cried out to the Guards, To flop the A, 
fafſm.

The Pri/on being in the Cafi/e or 
Palace of the 2u-en, under her very Apartment, 
ſhe was not willing he ſhould be earried thither, 
but ordered him to be re- conducted to his own 
Chamber, which was in the College of Stockbelm, 
he being an Eccleſiaſtic of the ſaid Collage; com- 
manding alſo a good Guard to be ſet over him, 
which was perform'd accordingly. | 

As ſoon as the Hreteh ſaw himſelf in his Cham- 
ber, he ſaid aloud, That when he went out in the 
Morning, he little thought of ever returning again, 
having undertaken an Attion, in doing which he 
expected to lofe his Life. 

They uſed all Diligence imaginable in diſcover- 
ins the Authors of this intended Murther, butceuld 
learn nothing more, Than that this Fellow was a

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yet ſome ſuſpect, that he was hired by the Luthe- 
ran Clergy to give this execrable Blow; who were 
apprehenfive, That the Queen hearkening too 
much to the Inſinuations of her Tutor, who was a 
Calwiniſt, would innovate the e/tablifp'd Reli gion 
of their Country. 

If this be a well-grounded Suſpicion, it follows 
at the beſt, that Religion which ought to correct 
the Morals of Men, and have an Influence in re- 
ſtraining their exorbitant Paſſions, is become the 
Corrupter of their Manners, and the Fomenter of 
the moſt enormous Crimes. But this is common 
among the Chri/ians, who being divided into in- 
numerable Parties, diſtinguiſh'd by as many ſeve- 
ral Names; yet each Set is ſo ſure that their #ay 
is the only right Path to Salvation, that a4 ſpare 
for neither Murders, Sacrileges, nor Treaſons, to

The King of France, and the Queen Regent, re- 
ceiv d the News of Queen Chriſtina s Delivery from 
this defign'd Blow with much Joy; the Intereſts of 
bothCrowns being at this Time cloſely intermingl'd. 
Il I can inform thee of Nothing more remarkable 

at preſent, ſave, that certain Letters are intercept- 
ed, which the Duke of Bavaria had written to 
the Duke of I irtemberg, and the Elector of Co- 
lagne: The Contents of which diſcover, That the 
Duke of Bavaria is not far from a Reconciliation 
with the Emperor ; and that in the mean Time, 
he only waits the Event of Things, to direct him 
in the Choice of his Party. 

C confirm thee in thy Integrity, That thou 
my 't never waver or ſwerve from the Service 
and Duty thou oweſt the Grand Signior.

That the Vapours which are exhaled by the Sun 
into the per Region, in the Hear of a Summer's 
Day, and there become impregnated . by the 
Athereal Spirit, (which remains pure and un- 
cloathed in thoſe ſerener Tracts, and conſequent- 
ly is apt to incorporate with any proper Vchi - 
cle,) naturally deſcend again in the Cool of the 
Night; but not meeting with a congeueous Bo- 
dy of Vapoars in the /awer: Region, that Air be- 
ing over purify'd and grown deſecate, through 
the too near Neighbourhood of the burning

1 F there be any Truth in what the Afrologers 
1 tell us, That the Sars have Influence on the 
Government» of the Earth, one would think that 
Spain lies under ſome malignant Aspect.

And grew to ſuch a Head, That the Vicerey fear- 
ing they would revenge the Tragedy of the Sicil li- 
an Veſters, to pacify the Mulutude, was forced 
to repeal the E4i&s for Taæes, and diſannul them 
for ever; and to paſs an Ad of general Indemnity, 
both to the Ralle, and to the Priſaners, whom 
they had freed. 

Ibis tumultous Spirit paſs'd from thence to 
the Kingd.m of Naples ; and there like an Infecti- 
on {oou ſpread it ſelf through all Parts, both 
| of 
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of City and Country: Two Hundred Thouſand 
Men took up Arms, to vindicate the Privilege 
ef the Neapolitans, under the Couduct of a poor 
young Fifherman. I have already tranſmitted to 
the ſublime Port, a Relation of this formidable 
Scdition; wherein it may be thought, I have diſ- 
cover'd too much Tenderneſs to the Adel, and 
ſeem'd to favour the Violence of a Faction. But 
I hope thou wilt acquit me, when thou conſider- 
eſt, That theſe Gowe! nments of the Nazarencs are 
hot to be compared to the ſacred Oſman Empire, 
which is cftabliih'd by a Divine Right; it having 
been determin'd hy the Angels, That he who 
ſhould poſſeſs the glorious Dormitory of the Sent 
of God, ſhould be intituled, The Sewereign of all 
the Ning on Earth. Therefore it would be a 
Crime of the higheſt Nature, te raiſe a Tumult 
or Sedition, within the Territories of the auguſt 
Emperor, whoſe Dominion is confirm'd to him 
for ever by a Patent from Heaven. But the Caſe 
of the Nazarene Princes is different; who being 
profeſſed Enemies to the Menger of God, have 
no other Right to any Thing, but what their 
Swords purchaſe. And therefore, when they 
prey upon others, and by Rapine and Spoil aug- 
ent their Riches, it is no Wouder it the great 
. of Crimes, ſtirs up ſome undaunted 
Spirits, to free their Country from Slavery and

"Tis reported alſo, 'That about the ſame Hour 
wherein Maſſaniello the Ringleader of the Seditious 
was murder d, there was ſeen a Man hovering in 
the Air, over the principal Temple of Naples, with 
- a Sword in his Hand, which he was putting up in 
his Scabbard : And that a Voice was at the ſame 
Time heard from on High, to utter theſe Words 
His Labour is ſiniſb d, give bim Refi. $I 
This is certain, That whilſt he was at the Head 
of an Hundred Thouſand Men, Seven 4//a/jins 
were hired by ſome of the Princes to ſhoot him: 
yet none of the Bullets could penetrate his Body, 
tho' unarm'd, and only cover'd with his fifhing 
Rags: And it was evident, that theſe Bullets ſmote 
him in divers Places, his Garments being mark d 
with them, and he ſtagger d with the Force of the 
Blows.

Theſe are extraordinary Occurrences, and would 
tempt one to believe, That this young Fiſberman 
was the Inſtrument of Providence, and that Hewver 
protected im and his Cauſe. 

Tis true indeed, it ſeem'd at laſt, as if he were 
abandon'd by that Divine Power, which had car- 
ried him through ſo important an Enterprize, 
in that he was flain' by his own Soldiers.

Thus the Neapolitans honour'd that beardlefs 


Youth, who in ten Days Time had cauſed ſuch 
a Revolution, as is ſcarce to be parallel'd 5 for he 
was an abſolute Monarch, in effect, during that 
Time. And of him it may be ſaid, as it was 
once of an En ror, That during his whole R-igr 
there was neither Spring nor Autumn, nor Win- 
ter: For his Royalty begun and ended in the ſe- 
venth Moon. | 

By Letters from Nathan Ben Saddi at Vienna, T

creates an intolerable Anguiſh : They laid him 
on a Bed of Iron Spikes, and poured melted 
Lead, Drop by Drop, on all Parts of his Fleſh.

Empire, whereof it was ſor- 
merly a Member; and that, in the, Space of two 
Years, they have had five Kings, all of different 
Nations. .

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One would have thought, that after the 
Death of Maſſanicllo, the Ring-leader of the late 
Innovation, the popular Heats would have flack- 
en'd, and the People return'd to their Duty ; 
but the paſſionate Deſire of Liberty cauſed them 
to continue in Arms, till the Confirmation of 
their Privileges ſhould come from the King of 
| Spain, 

— the mean Time, Don John of Auſtria, who 
lay before the City with a Fleet of fifty Gal/ecns, 
play d upon them inceſſantly with his Cannon by 
dea, and the Caſtles batter d them by Land. | 

Cardinal Mazarini; who had earlieſt Intelli- 
gence of foreign Tranſactions has had a prin- 
cipal Hand in fomenting this Flame. For as ſoon 
as the News of Moamells's Death arrived here, 
he diſpatched away Couriers to Rome, with Inſtra- 
ctions to the French Ambaſſador at this Court, re- 

uiring him to uſe all poſſible Means to cher.ſh 
the Tumults in Neples, and not neglect fo fair an 
Opportunity of reducing that Kingdom under the 
Protection of France. 6 | 

It will not appear ſtrange, That this great 
Genius ſhould aim at the Conqueſt of Nupl.s, 
when we conſider, That this Kingdom abounds 
in all Manner of Riches, to which its fortunate 
Situation contributes not a little ; for it lies 
in the moſt temperate Part of the World : 
And the Inhabitants are not ſecond to any Peo- 
ple of Europe, in material Courage and Bravery. 
4 his is a Bait which tempts the Cardinal; who 
is not Ignorant how valiantly the Anceſtors of 
the preſent Neapolitans behaved themſelves in the 
Wars of Cz/ar and Pompry, and thoſe between 
the Romans and Carthaginians. Nor are they leſs 
celebrated for the ſtout Reſiſtance they made 
againſt the Hun, Goths and J undals. So that 
this Kingdom, were it once brought under the 

| M 3 French 
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French Dominions, would prove a Nurſery, from 
whence this Monarch might draw many 'Thou- 
ſands of excellent Soldiers, to ſerve him in his 
Wars, 

Befides, it would be more commodious for 
him to make Incurſions from hence into the 
Pope's Territories, if there ſhould ariſe any Dif- 
ference between the two Courts; as there often 
do, about the Rights of the Ga/lican Church, the 
Franchiſes of the Ambaſſadors of tkeſe Crown, 
in n and other Privileges, to which they pre- 
tend. c 

Therefore the Ferch Ambaſſador, according to 
the Inſtructions of Magarini, ſent Commiſſioners 
to treat privately with the People of Naplis, of. 
fering them I wo Millions of Crowns, Twenty 
Gallcons, with eight and fifty Gallies, and other 
Veſſels. They accepted the Propoſal, being 
weary of the Spaniſb Government, and defirous 
of Novelty, encourag'd alſo by what thoſe Com- 
miſſoners repreſented to them, concerning the 
Succeſs of the Z:g/i/, who by flanding on their 
Guard, and uſing that Power which Ged and 
Nature had given them, for the Defence of 
their Lives and Liberties, were now, in a man- 
ner, become a free People, having aboliſh'd the 


- Monarchy, and ſet up a Commonwealth : And this 


they told them, was alſo done by Cardinal Ma- 
24rizi's Counſels and Aﬀiiſtance. Now all the 
Gry in Noples, was, Let France and the People of 
England furiſh; and let the faithful Neapolitans 
Nenn their own Liberty. So blind were theſe 
cople, as not te conſider, That in putting 
themſelves under the Pretection of the French, 
they did but exchange one Bondage for ano- 
ther, it being impoſſible for any foreign Prince 
to keep this Fein pilons, and pay all: his Officers, 
Civil and Military, together with thoſe _ 
Eir 
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their Commands, with much leſs Charge than 
the Revenues amount to. And the French are as 
good at inventing new Taxes, as any Court in 
Europe. 

However, the Neapolitans are enchanted with 
the Thoughts of ſo much Gold, and other Affi- 
ſtance offer d by the French Commiſſioners ; and 
ſweeten d with their fair Words, and glorious Pro- 
miſes. So that they immediately ſent Deputies, 
to entreat the Duke of Gui, who was then at 
Rome, to come and protect them, in taking on 
him the chief Command of their Arms. | 

This Prince thinking it a generoas Action to 
relieve the Ofpre/ed; and, that at the ſame I ime 
he ſhould do a conſiderable Service to the King 
of France, in rendering him Maſter of this noble 
and opulent Kingdom, went to Naples : Where, 
at firit, he was received with infinite Applauſe, 
was made their General, took an Oath of Fide- 
lity to the To's did many notable Services, 
but was in the 
Spain. 
If the Generoſity and brave Reſolution of this 
Prince, has required Commendation from ſome, 
in attempting to reſcue theſe People from the Ty- 
ranny of the Governors, yet his Conduct is 
celled in Queſtion by others, who ſay, He diſco- 
ver'd but little Prudence in truſting himſelf to the 
Neapolitans, who had already ſacrificed two of 
their Generals. (For, after the Death of Maſa- 


niello, they choſe another Captain, whom they 


called the Prince of Maſſa : This Prince falling 
under their Suſpicion, was beheaded by the incon- 
ſtant People.) 

"Tis certain, That there is little Confidence to 
be put in the Multitude, whoſe Paſſions ebb and 
flow, and are more tempeſtuous than the Sea. 
Yet a brave and generous Mind will ſhun no

nd betrayed, and ſent Priſoner to 
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Dangers to ſerve his Prince and his Cæuntry; for 
M hom it is a glorious Martyrdom to die. There 
is no great Undertaking without Hazards; and 
he that is afraid to venture his Liberty and Life 
in a good Cauſe, is not worthy to bear Arms. 
Had the Duke of Guiſe ſacceeded, his Conqueſt of 
Naples had made hun Vicerey of one of the largeſt 
Kingdoms in Ezrope. It is ſaid to be Five Hun- 
dred Leagues in Circuit, containing Twelve am- 
ple Provinces ; Twenty Archbiſhopricks ; Biſhop- 
ricks, One Hundred 'T'wenty-ſeven ; Thirty Ca- 
ſtles; Barons, One Thouſand Four Hundred; 
Earls, Fifty-three ; Forty Marqueſſes; Thirty. four 
Dukes, and Twenty Princes. The Inhabitants - 
of this Kingdom are ſaid to be above TWO Mil- 
lions. The ordinary, Revenues of the King amount 
to Three Millions of Crowns yearly, beſides the 
voluntary Donatives, which have been given by 
the Subjects of this State to their Kings, within 
the Space of forty Years, amounting to twenty- 
eight Millions, and fix Hundred Thouſand Ducats. 
This Kingdom is water'd by an Hundred and 
Fifty Rivers, beſides Ten Lakes ſtored with all. 
Manner of Fiſh ; among which is one called 
Arerno, over which if any Birds fly, they imme- 
diately drop down dead. The ancient Pagans 

had ſtrange Opinions of this Lake, it being the 
Place where they uſed to ſacrifice Men to the in- 
fernal Gods. And, hard by, is the Cave of one 
of the Sibyls. d 

There are thirty high Mountains in this Coun- 
try, of which Adonai relates many ſtrange and 
_ delightful Paſſages, (for tis from him I received 
lis Account of the Kingdom.) T will not trou- 
ble thee with a Repetition of all that this Few 
tells me, only one Thing is worthy of Remark.

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He ſays, That the Bodies of the three young, 
Hebrews, who were put into the burning Oven 
by the Babylonian Monarch, becauſe they would 
not adore his Idol, are preſerv'd in a Mo/que on 
one of theſe Mountians. And that on the ſaid 
Hill, no Eggs, Fleſh, or Milk, will endure an 
Hour without Putrefaction, but preſently breed 
an infinite Number of Worms. He ſpeaks in the 
Praiſe of theſe Mountains, which are cloath'd 
with Vineyards, Gardens, and Woods, on the Top 
and Sides ; and in their Bottoms, have very rich 
Mines of Gold, Silver, Copper, Iron, Cryſtal, 
Alablaſter, and Adamant. In fine, 4dnai, who 
has travelled over all this Kingdom, calls it, The 

fertileſt Region of all ay, whica is eſtcemed the 
Paradiſe of all Eurepe. 

Doſt thou not think now, aorcratle Guide of 
the Elea, that the Duke of Gui/e Lad Reaſon te 
2 the Honour of conquering ſo renown'd a 

ingdom, to the Safety of his Perſon ? Or wilt 
thou not rather conclude, 'T'hat the Reduction of 
this happy State would be an Expedition worthy 
of the Otteman Arms ? It is certain, that the 
Riches and Plenty of this Region have tempted 
more Nations to invade it, than any. other King- 
dom on Earth: It having been the Prize, at 
which ne leſs than five and twenty ſeveral Nations 
have aim'd, 

Cardinal Mazerini is much troubled at the 
Duke of Gui/e's Captivity, and has ofter'd great 
Sums of Money for his Raxſom ; bat the King of 
Spain rejects all Propofals of that Nature. So that 
'tis thought, the Cardinal will contrive ſome Way 
for the Duke's Eſcape, either by bribing his Keep- 
ers, or by ſome {ccret Stratagem. |

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I do not rehearſe this Yin, to teach thee any 
new Thing, venerable Prefident of the Southern 
Sages (for, I know, the Archives of thy Collage 
are repleniſh'd with all Manner of excellent 
Treeti/es, and that thou art no Stranger to the 
Writings of the Prophets) but to crave thy Inter- 
pertation of ſo great a My/tery, and to reaſon wirh 
thee about the Vs Duration, My Satisfaction 
would be ſmall, in contemplating the various 
Beauties of the . Univer/e, the Qualities of the 
Elements, the Natures of living Things, the 
Virtues of Plants and Minerals, with the Force 
of the Heavenly Bodies, were I aſſured that 
theſe Things were not always ſo, That Thought 
would damp my greateit Enjoyments, if I were 
convinc'd, That to many Splendors, Riches, and 
Pleaſures as this able Frame affords, were not 
diſcloſed for Millions of Ages, but lay hid in the 
Boſom of Eternity. Methinks, it is too low an 
Opinion of the Omnipotent Goodneſs, and looks 
as if the Authors of it ſuſpected God of Envy: 
Who when he might have made infinite Myriads 
of Creatures happy, in theſe viſible Emanations 
of his Divirity, without either Beginning or End- 
ing of Time; yet, according to their Doctrine 
- contented himſelf, to let only a determinate Num- 
ber taſte of his Munificence, for a few Centuries 
cf Years. This is not ſuitable to the Character 
of that 7: fnite Being, the eternal Source of all 
Pes fiction. | 
What then is meant by thoſe Four Ages, and 
the Ferr Epecies of Beings, which were ſhew'd to 
ke exalted of Gad in that holy Von; Tell me, 
great Lg, of Africh, Is it repugnant to Rea/on 
of Fæitb, to believe, That the Ert has been 
intabitcd from Eternity; ſince our holy Doors. 
| teach us, that it was peopled long before the 
Creation Ct adam No 3ufulnmun, that has ever 

gone 
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gone the ſacred Pilgrimage, but has viſited Maunt 
Araffa, where Adam firſt ſaw Eve his Wife. 
Where he has been inſtructed in the H:fory of that 
firſt Father of Mankind; and how that before his 
Time the Earth was inhabited by Angels, Who 
being commanded to adore Adam, refuled it, aad 
were turn'd to Dewilt, being expell'd from the 
Earth. Thou knoweſt moreover, That it is in 
the ſacred Traditions, That God gave to Adam 
a Wife, whoſe Name was 4/i/:th ; but that ſhe 
being of the Race of thoſe Devils, refufed to 
obey Adam: Whence it came to pals, that they 
lived in continual Quarrels and Enmity, for the 
Space of Five Hundred Years ; till at length, 
Alileth flew up into the Air, and abandon'd her 
Huſband. Of which, when Adam complain d to 
God, he ſent three mighty Angeli in Purſuit of 
her, commanding them to tel] her, That if ſhe 
would return to her Huſband it ſhould go well 
with her; but if ſhe would not, an Hundred of 
her Children ſhould die every Day. The Angels 
followed her, and over-took her on the Red-Sea ; 
where they threaten'd to drown her, unleſs ſhe 


would return to her Huſband But ſhe made Ex- 


cuſes, and told them, She vas created to deſtrey 
yeung Children, Then the Angels laid Hands on 
her; when ſhe, to Pacify them, ſwore by the 
Bottom of Hell, That whenſoever the Names of 
them Three ſhould be written on any Schedule, 
that ſhe ſhould have no Power to hurt the Infants, 
they diſmiſs'd her. After this, God compaſiiona- 
ting Aan's Solitude, gave him another Wife, 
call d Eve. . 

This Tradition confirms the Van of the Pro. 
het; and we need not doubt, that the Earth 
was inhabited before Adsm's Time: And if that 
be granted, Why might it not be peopled for 
Millions of Ages, as well as for the — 

erm 
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Term that Ignorance or Error may aſſign to its 
Duration ? 

I have diſcourſed with ſeveral of the Fez; 
Rabbi's, and Chriſtian . Doctors, on this Subject, 
Men of abſtruſe Learning and ſublime Thoughts; 
yet I can find but a few, who are emancipated 
from the Prejudices of a ſuperſtitious Education. 
They have been, from their Infancy, prepolleſs'd 
with a falſe Notion of the Works of Gad; believ- 
ing them to be Finite, both in Extent of Space 
and Time. They circumſeribe this wifible World, 
within I know not what flaming Circle; and be- 
lieve the ft Matter itſelf, to be but five Days 
older than Adam, taking each of thoſe Days 
for the Space ef Four and Twenty Hours, 
wherein the Sun finiſhes his diurnal Circuit 
through the Heavens. They conſider not, that, 
according to their own Bible, there was Light and 
Dar tngſi, and conſequently Day and Night, before 
the Sun was created. But how long thoſe Days 
and Nights were, is not determin'd by Mz/es : Yet 
in another Part of their Bible, it is faid, That a 
Day with God is a Thouſuind Years; and a Ten- 
Sand Years is a Day. So that, according to the 
Interpretation, Adam was not created till above 
ue Thouſand Tears after the Beginning of the 
World: Yet when I bring this poſitive Place of 
their own Scripture againſt the Nazarene Safes, 
they ſhuffle it off with empty Evaſions ; and rather 
than believe the indefinite Antiquity of the World, 
they contradict their own Senſe and Reaſon, inva- 
«idate the Teſiimony of a Prophet, deny their 
Faith, and appear unmaſ d Is fidels. 

Both they and the Feaws have corrupted the 
Truth with many Errors; and we muſt ſeek 
farther, for the original Science of Nature. The 
Illuminated of God have always taught, That 
the Earth was inhabited long before the Ap- 


pearance 
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ce of Adam. And all the Eaftern Sages be- 


ieve a Serie of Generations to have dwelt on this 
Globe for indeterminate Ages. 

I have a Brother lately come from the Indies : 
He relates ſtrange Things of certain Books, which 
are only in the Hands of the Brachmans. They 
are written in a Language, which none underſtand 
but theſe Prieſis; yet a Language as copious as 
any other, aud taught in their College by Rule. 
Theſe Books contain a Hiſtory of the World, which, 
they ſay, is above thirty Millions of Years old. 
They divide the Teri of Duration into four 
Ages; three of which, they ſay, are already paſt, 
and a good Part of the fourth. Now I would 
fain know, Who wrote theſe Books ; and at what 
Time, and where this Language was ſpoken ? 
They call it the Holy Language ; ſaying, That it 
was the f ſpoken on Earth, It is ſtrange, That 
no Hiftory ſhould mention ſo Divine a Speech. 
We have the Chronology of the Latin and Greet; 
and can give an Account when and where they 
were ſpoken, though they are now grown obſo- 
lete, and no otherwiſe to be learned, but in the 
Schools and Academies. This argues the Antiquity 
of the Bramins Language and Books, in regard 
they fall not within any other Record, ſave their 
own, which ſays, They are as old as the World. 
For if this Aſſertion were falſe, the Impoſture 
would have been diſcover'd as ſoon as broach'd, 
and the learned Sages of the Eft would quickly 
have diſproved ſo manifeſt a Lye. There ſeems 
to me ſomthing extraordinary in this Pretenſion 
of theſe Indian Phile/cphers, and I would gladly 
be convinced of the Truth. Methinks it 1s an 
illuſtrious Idea of the Divine PerfeHions, when 
one conceives all this vaſt and endleſs Concatena- 
tion of Beings, to flow from the Eternal Nature, 
as Rays from the Sun: And that they can no 

| more 
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more be ſeparated from it, than thoſe Beams can 
from that e Fountain of Light. It will not 
be difficult then to interpret the Hifory of Maſes, 
by this Regiſter of the Bramins, and reconcile the 
fix Days of the one, with the feur Ages of the 
other; ſince a Day, in the Divine Senſe, may 
amount to Millions of Years, as well as to a 
Thouſand. And is will be more congtuous and 
agreeable to believe, 'That after the Birth of the 
firſt Matter, there elaps'd many Ages, be fore it 
was wrought into ſuch an infinite Variety of Ap- 
pearances, as we now behold ; and that the fue 
Days which Mzo/zs computes, before the Production 


- of Adam, might be ſome Millions of Years : In 


which Time, the divine Architect gradually drew 
from the 4by/s of Matter, the Sun, Moon, Stars, 
Plan+is, and Animals, which may ſerve alſo to il- 
luſtrate the Vifon of the holy Anceftor, with which 
I begun this Diſcourſe. 

Adieu, ſablime Intelligence of the Torrid Zone, 
and favour Mabmut with a Tranſcript of thy 
Thoughts concerning theſe Things. But if thy 
Silence ſhall condemn my Preſumptions and Im- 
portunity, I will wait for thy Anſwer, till the 
Platonick Year, when according to the Do#rine 


of that Philoſopher, we ſhall be all alive again.

The French are very licentious in their Con- 
(of ; neither ſparing Men in their Anger, nor 

omen in their Luſt. They make no Difference 
between the Noble and the Vulgar, but facrifice all 
the Regards of Honour and Civily, to their im- 
petuous Appitites. 

They were guilty of innumerable Rapes and 
Violences in S7c//y, among the meaner People, 
and ſometimes extended their Rudeneſs to Per- 
ſons of the % Quality. It was common for 
them to affront both Virgins and Matrons as they 
went along the Streets, by thruſting their Hands 
under their Garments nuder Pretence of ſearching 
for hidden Arms. Among the reſt, the Wife of 
of a certian Lordin Palermo, going to pay her De- 
votions at the Temple, was ſeiz d by-the Com- 


mand of the C:#tain of the Gaaras, and ſtripp'd 
18 naked 


- 
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naked before all the Soldiers, in order to diſco- 


ver certain treaſonable Papers, which they ſuſ- 
ſhe carried about her; but finding none, 

e upbraided the Captain with Inhumanity, in 
offering ſo groſs an Affront to a Lady of her 
Rank. He ſeeming to be ſorry for the Ae 


| ſhe had received, begg d her Pardon, and retiring 
with his Soldiers out ef che Room where ſhe was, 


leſt her to put on her Apparel. In the mean 
while, he was enflam'd with a furious Paſſion 
for this Lady, (ſhe being very beautiful ;) and 
having ſent the Soldiers away, he retarn'd to the 
Room where ſhe was. He addreſs'd her with 


much Courtſhip ; but finding that ineffectual, he 


forced her. 


When this was made known to her Huſband, 
he burn'd with Defire of Revenge ; and ſtirring 
up all the Sicilian Nobles and People, it was pri- 
vately agreed between them, That on a certain 


 F:fiival, when the Belli ſhould toll to E - Song, 


all the Siciliaus ſhould take Arms, and maſſacre 
the French — the Iſland, This Plot was 


carried fo ſecretly, That beſore the French conld 


get the leaſt Intimation of it, they were all mur- 
'd on the Day appointed. _ TK 

I forgot to acquaint thee in my laſt, with a 
Villany which was diſcover'd in the late Tumults 
of Naples. As they were marching up and down 
the Streets, burning the Cu/fom- Houſes, and the 
Habitations of thoſs who had been concern'd in 
gathering the Taxes, they enter d the Houſe of a 
certain Notary, or publick Scribe of that City, who 
had been repreſented to them, as a Promoter of 
thoſe unreaſonable Impofitions : They ſeized on the 


Man, and begs to carry his Goods out into the 


Street, in order- to be burnt : But as they were 

rummaging in an Apartment which was towards 

the Gardens, they heard a great Skrieking, ay 
0 
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of Women affrighted ; and perceiviong the Voice 
to proceed from within a Wall in the Room where 
they were, they ſearch d about for a Door to en- 
ter into that Place, but finding none, they broke 
through the Wall; where they found two Women 
with their Hair hanging down to their Ankles, and 
their Nails grown like the Talons of an Eagle. 
Enquiring of them how long they had been there, 
and on what Occahon, the A leſt of the Women 
made this Anſwer : The Maſter of this Houſe 
is my own Brother, who, when my Farther died, 
© was entruſted by him to pay me Six Hundred 
* Ducats, which he bequeathed me as a Legacy 
« for my Maintenance, my Huſband being dead: 
« But my Brother, inſtead of doing me this Juſtice 
« immured both me and my Daughter, whom you 
t ſee here, between theſe Walls, where we have li- 
ved theſe ſeventeen Years, being allow'd by this 
* cruel Man, no other Food but Bread and Water, 

he People, incenſed above Meaſure, at ſo bar- 
barous a Cruelty, hang'd up the Notary, and gave 
all his Eſtate to this Widow and her Daughter, 
An exemplary Piece of Juitice, perform'd by Mu- 
tineers, which could not have been done by the 
Law, the Crime not reaching his Life; tho' in 
the Senſe of all Men, he merited Death. This is 
another Argument, T hat De/tiny had a Hand in 
this Iaſurrection; and that Maſſaniello the Fiſher- 
man, was the Exccutioner of Gad. | 

I obey thee, ſovereign Prelate, with an uncon- 
ditional Devotion, and revere the 1dea of thy San- 
ity : Vouchſaſe to pray for Mahmut, That whilſt 
he condemns the barbarous Cruelty of the Naza- 
renes, he may not render him inexcuſable, by 
doing any Injuſtice himſelf,

J HE Aratian Proverb ſay, There is more 
Danger to be ftared from one of the Coreis 
than from a Thouſand Bobecks. Thou knoweſt, 
both theſe were noble Families in Mecca, and ſworn 
Enemies of the Meſenger of God : But the latter, 
as their Names imports, were too open in their 
Councils, to do any conſiderable Execution 
n the Holy One: Whereas the former were 
way reſerved, and laying of ſecret Trains. 
Such is Cardinal Mazar:r7, the hidden Enemy 
of the Ottoman Empire. There ſeems to be an 
Ambition in this great Genius, equal to that of 
his Predeceſſor Richlicu ; who would be eſteem'd 
the moſt eminent among Men Nothing will ſa- 
tisſy the Miniſter, leſs than a Subverſion of all 
the Manarchies on Earth, which appear Obſtacles 
of that Grandeur, to which he defigns to raiſe his 
Maſter. Yet he attempts not this by open Force, 
knowing that it is impracticable; but acts in the 
Dark, ſtriving to undermine thoſe States by In- 
trigue, which he cannot ſubdue by Arms. He 
has his Agents in all the Courts of Chriſtendom ; 
and thou needeſt not ftartle, if I tell thee there 
is Ground to ſuſpect, he is not without his Crea- 
tures at the ſublime Porte. All Europe is ſenſible, 
That the late Revolutions in Portugal and Catalo- 
nia, the Iiſurrections in Sicily and Naples, and the 
Rebellion of the Engliſb, Scots, and Lib, are in 
part owing to the Policies of this Miniſter: And 
1 can tell thee more on that Subject than is known 
to every one.

"Theres one allo dated this preſent Year, and 
ſubſcribed by M:z/feur Bellteure, the French Am- 
baſſador in England: But Oſnin had not Time to 
tranſcribe that, being prevented by the Cardinal's 
Return, which made the Dwarf ſnatch up his 
Tools, and abſcond under the Table. Yet he re- 
member'd ſome of the Contents of that Letter, 
and told them me at his next Viſit : The Ambaſ- 
ſador, in that Letter, informs the Catdinal of a 
certain German Prophet, who foretold, That there 
ſheuld be a great Rewalution in the Government 4 
England, and that one the mightie/t of all the 
Eaſtern Princes fbould be depeſed this Year, and 
murder d by his Subjets, (I pray Heaven, avert 
the Omen from the Seraglio He acquaints this 
Minifter alſo, That he had ſucceeded in his Ne- 
otiation with the Officers of the Rebels Army. 
here were other obſcure Paſſages in the Letter, 
which O/min has forgot. But theſe are ſufficient 
to demonſtrate, how buſy the Cardinal is, and 
what a Hand he has in forcign Affairs. | 
Another Opportunity, I hope, will bring to 
Light more of this Miniſter's Secrets.

HE oſtner I peruſe the Journal of thy 
Travels, the more I am delighted with it, 
For it is evident, That the Cuntries through 
which thou haſt paſs'd, have been as ſo many 
Schools of Wiſdem to thee ; wherein thou haſt learn- 
ed, even from Men's Viees, the Way to Perfecti- 
on; much more from their Virtues. Thou haſt 
found, That though Men's natural Diſpoſitions 
differ, as do the Climate, which afford them 
Breath; yet they all agree in common Frailties. 
There are alſo Vices peculiar to certain Countries ; 
"were to be wiſh'd they could be match'd- with as 
many national Virtues. But Human Nature is a 
rank Soil, more fertile in Weeds, than wwhol:/ome 
Products. Yet there are Gardens, as well as De- 
farts : And thou haſt obſerved ſome Perſons, il- 
luſtrious for their Goodneſs, and the noble En- 
dowments of their Minds. 

I am extremely pleaſed with that rare Example 
* of Generoſity, which thou relateſt of an Indian 
Merchant ; who, not content to give Alms to all 
that aſk'd him, or whom he knew to be Poor, 
ſought daily Occaſions to exerciſe his Charity, 
hunted out the Indigent and Unfortunate : And 
where ever he diſcovered the Lincaments of Po- 
verty in a Man's Face, or traced Footſteps of it 
in his Behaviour, he could not reſt till he had 
reliev'd his Wants, and made him happy to his 
very Wiſhes. - I tell thee, Powerty is a Hell upon 
Earth; and he that has this Curſe, anticipates 
the Torments of the Damm d. It eclipſes the 
brighteſt Virtues, and is the very e of 
brave 
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brave Deſigns, depriving a Man of the Means 
to accompliſh, what Nature has fitted him for, 
and ſtifling the nobleſt Thoughts in their Embryo. 
How many illuſtrious Souls may be ſaid to have 
been dead among the Living, or buried alive in 
the Obſcurity of their Condition, whoſe Perfe- 
ction have rendered them the Darlings of Provi- 
dence, and Companions of Angels ; yet the inſu- 
perable Penury of all Things, has rank d them 
amongſt the Cafi-aways of the Earth, in the Eyes 
of Men? To ſuch as theſe our divine Laww-giver 
commands us to extend our Charity giving us 
certain Characters and Marks, by which we may 
diſtinguiſh them from the Crowd of the Unfor- 
tunate. And, I like the Idian's Bounty the bet- 
ter, in that he ſo exactly ſeems to comply with 
this Precept of the Alcoran, generouſly prevent- 
ng the Requeſts in the Indigent, and by an Ex- 
ceſs of Benignity, courting them to accept of 
Relief. In this he alſo verifies the Arabian Pro- 
verb, which ſays, He gives double who gives un- 

ae R 
Thou commendeſt the Induſtry of the Chine/, 
the Advances they have made in Arts and Scien- 
ces, which, thou concludeſt, is to be attributed 
to the Force of their Laws, which oblige the 
Son to follow his Father's Trade, throughout 
all Generations. In this I muſt diſſent ; for it 
ſeems rather a Curb, than a Spur to Ingenuity, 
to be confin'd to Employments, for which a 
Man may have an Averſion. The Son not ſeldom 
abhorring thoſe Things, wherein his Parents 
took Delight. Or, if not ſo, yet he may be 
caſt ina finer Mould, have a more ſubtle Inven- 
tion; and conſequently, be capable of making 
eater Improvements, in any Trade of his own 
koice ; Since, Delight ſets an Edge on the 
Mind, gives Vigour to ws Body, and Wings 
| : 
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to Buſineſs. Beſides, I do not think this to be 
ſo much thy own Remark, as the Infinuation of 
ſome of that Country, who are the moſt conceit- 
ed People in the World: Ever extolling their 
own Policy, Laws, and Gevernments ; and impo- 
ſing them as a Pattern to all other Nations. 
One Thing I grant they boaſt of with a great 
deal of Truth, that is, their Antiquity and un- 
mix'd Race. Though fince the Congueſ the 
Tartars have made of that Country, they are 
like.to undergo the Fate of other Nations, and 
corrupt their Genealogics with the Blood of Stran- 
ers. 

Thou cameſt away before that Congueſt was 
begun, or, perhaps, before *twas talk'd of. And 
I can give thee but a very imperfe& Account of 
it. All the Intelligence we have from that King- 
dom of late, comcs in Fragments : For the Ships 
which bring this ſhatter'd News, left China in 
an Uproar and Confuſion: Only they aſſure us, 
That the Tartars had paſſed the celebrated Yall, 
which divides them from China : 'That they en- 
ter d and ſubdued the Northe: » Provinces, with 
an Army of Six Hundred Thouſand Men. That 
very little Reſiſtan ce was made againſt them, not 
even in Peguin it ſelf, the Cajital Seat of the 
Chincſe Empire, which the Uſurper Lycungz had 
abandon'd to the Coxguerors, carrying away with 
him all the ineſtimable Treaſures of the Palace, 
and retiring into one of the remote Provinces, 
was never heard. of afterwards. Whence it was 
judged, that ſome of hi: own Party had murder'd 
nim; partly for the ſake of his prodigious Wealth, 
which they ſhared among them; and partly to 
revenge his Treaſon againit the Emperor, and the 
innumerable Calamities he had brought upon his 
Country. 


Before 
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Before thoſe Merchants came away, the Cham 
of Tartary was proclaim'd in Peguin, and crown'd 
Emperor of China. They ſay, He was not above 
Thirteen Years old at that Time, which was 
in the 12th Moon of the Year 1644. And that 
having ſent for the chief Nobility of Tartary to 
* — he made Preparations to purſue his Con- 

ueſts. | | 
1 This is the beſt Account we yet have of the 
Affairs of that Empire ; by which thou wilt ea- 
fily be induced to be of my Opinion, That the 
Blood of the Chineſes, will in 'Time be mix d with 
that of Strangers, 

We muſt not ſeek for the Originals of any 
* in the Country where they dwell. The 
moſt renowned K:ngdoms and Empires in the 
World, had their fir Foundations laid by Vaga- 
bonds and Fugitives. Thou art not ignorant how 
vaſt an Extent the ancient Roman — 1 had 
through Alia, Africa, and Europe; yet that City, 
which was call'd the Mifreſi of Nations, the Go- 
wverneſi of the whole Earth, was firſt built by a 
handful of Banditti, People who lived by Pillage 
and Robbery, the Out-Laws and Scum of La- 
ly, aſſembled together from divers Paris, under 
the Conduct of Komu/us and Rheamus. Neither 
had that City proved any better than a Sepul- 
chre to them and their Defigns, had they not, 
by a witty Stratagem, over reach'd the Sabine 
Women, and ſo ſecured to themſelves a Poſte- 
rity, who ſhould not only defend, hut enlarge 
the Dominions of their Fathers: Yet theſe Peo- 
ple, of ſo obſcare and contu{ed an Original, af- 
terwards boaited of their Antiquity and noble 
Deſcent in tueir Families. No Name more 
venerable in ſuccceding Ages, than that of a 
Roman, | 
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To look no farther than the great and formi- 
dable Empire of the O/mans, we ſhall find it took 
its firſt Riſe from Colonies of tranſplanted Scyzhi- 
ant; ſo that he that would have the Genealogy 
of a Turk, muſt look in the Regiſters of Greece, 
where they now live, but muſt carry his Search 
beyond the Mountain Caucaſus, examine the Bro- 
ders of Palus Mzotis, or hunt his Pedigree out in 
Cher/oneſus. What Revolutions have not happen d 
in Aſia and Yfrickh, ſince the —_— of the 
Me:ſjenger of God into Paradiſe ? ſhall we 
now find any Remains of the ancient Saracens 
of Marmadukes ? | he mighty Empire of the Otto- 
mans has ſwallow'd up all. Thus one Nation ex- 
pels another, and, there is ſo general a Mixture 
of Foreign Blood, made by the Converſion of in- 
numerable different Nations, to the Mu//ul/man 
Faith, that it is hard to know, whether our An- 
ceftors were Scythians and Parthians, Fes or Gre- 
cians, whether they were of the Mountains or 
the Valleys, of the Foreſts or the Plains. 

In this I will except my Countrymen, the Aa- 
bians, and thoſe who ſeem to approach neareſt 
them in Manner of Life, the Tartars ; the one 
dwelling in Tents, the other in Waggons; both 
ina moving Poſture ; both happy in this, That 
they are not confin'd to the Rigors of a cold Min- 
ter, nor the ſcorching Heat of the dummer; but 
change their Soil and Climate, as the Seaſon of 
the Years varies : Thus, ever ſecuring to themſelves 
in all Places, either a blooming flow'ry Spring, or 
a moderate and fruitful Autumn. Theſe were 
never ſubdued, nor expell'd thoſe Regions where- 
in they take Delight, neither would they ever 
mix with Strangers. But, the Chineſe would ex- 
cel all the Vorld in the Purity of their unmix'd 
Blood, were it not for the Incurſions of their po- 


tent and victorious Neighbours, 
The 
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The French ſay, That theſe People had the Uie 
of Guns and Printing, many Hundreds of Years 
before they were found out in Europe, But the 
Germans Claim the Honour of theſe Iuventians of 
themſelves. 

Thou confirmeſt the Opinion of the former, in 
telling me, Thou haſt ſeen ſome of the Cannon 
belonging to the City of Peguin, on which was 
engraven, in Chineſe Characters, a Regiſter of their 
Age, which was above Two Thouſaud Years. 

{ had a great deal more to ſay, dear Peli, but 
the Poſt calls on me to haſten; beſides an ex- 
treme Dulneſs and Landguiſhing of my Spirits, 
with which I have bcen perſecuted, ever fince 
this Moon firſt ſhewed her Cr:/cent : Now ſhe is in 
the Wane, and fo, I hope, is my Malady The In- 
fluence the Planet ſeems to have on me, ma 
make thee conclude me a Lanatict: We are 
fo in one Degree or other. There are not more 
apparent Symptoms, That the Flux and Reflux of 
the Sea, owes its Original to the Neighbourhood 
and Motion of that Planer, than that our Conſti- 
tations vary according to its Monthly Appearan- 


ces. | 

He that created the Moon, and the Conflella- 
tions, not without reſpect to Mankind, give us 
Wiſdom which ſhall entitle us to a Dominion over 
the State.

To the Aga of the Janizaries. 


HE Duke of Ch-/ti//on arrived here Six 

Days ago, from the Army in Flanders, 
bringing News of a ſignal Victory obtain'd by 
the young Prince of Conde, on the Plains of Lens. 
his Battel was fought on the 2oth of the the laſt 
Meer, the French having entirely routed the Spa- 
niar ds, kill'd Three Thoutand of them on che 
Spor, taken Six Thouſand Priſoners, with all their 
Artillery and Baggage. And, to crown the Day, 
they have taken Len: alſo, 

But though Fortune thus favours their Arms 
Abroad, ſhe has mix'd Poiſon with their Coun- 
ſels at Home. All Things here ſeem to portend 
a Civil War: The Parliament thwart the Pro- 
ceedings of the Court, taking on them the Power 
of the ancient Spartan Ephori ; yu will be 
Comptrollers of the Regal Authority, ſuppreſſing 
the King's Eaidts, calling his Expences to ac- 
count; and, pretending to reform the Court, they 
play the Pedagegues with their Sovereign. On the 
other Side, Cardinal Magarini, the Duke of Or- 
les us, and other Gronies, do their utmoſt En- 
deavours to diſſolve the Meetings of this Senate. 
They perſuade the young King, That it is but 
a piecarious Reign, where the Sovereign muſt be 
curb'd by his Subjects: Thus they inſti] into his 
tender Years, theſe Maxims by which they would 
have him rule, when he comes of Age. 

There is a Man in the Parliament whom they 
call Monficur Br»ſjcls, one of their great Coun- 
ſellors, a bitter Euemy of Cardinal Magarisi, and 
therefore cry d up by the People for a Patriot: He

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is of a furious Temper, and mean Abilities; yet 
his noiſy Zeal for the publick Liberty, has faſt- 
en'd to him the Vulgar : He is become the King» 
leader of the Seditious. | | . 

This Man was ſeiz d as he return'd from the 
chief Temple, where Te Deum was ſung Veſter- 
day, for the late Victory in Flanders: And ſome 
are of Opinon, That 'twas this happy News which 
embolden'd the Court to ſnatch from the People 
their Darling, their Idol, the Man from whoſe 
Courage they expect a Redreſs of all their Grie- 
vances. Indeed one may ſay, it would ſeem 
ſafer for a Traveller in the Deſarts of Arabia, 
to tear from a Lioneſs her young ones : For, the 
Heads of the Faction waited but for ſuch an Op- 
portunity to ſet all in a Flame. And the ill Suc- 
ceſs of the Cæurt in this Action, ſhews, That it 
is dangerous to provoke the Multitude : For pre- 
ſently we were all in a Confuſion, the Burgeſſis in 
Arms, the Shops ſhut up, the Streets chain'd 
and all the Avenues of the Palace barricado'd : 
The Rabble marched up and down the Streets, 
threatening Deſtruction to Cardinal Mazarim, and 
all his Party The Parliament were forced to be- 
come the Meſſengers of the People, to carry their 
Petidons, or rather their Commands to the Court; 
being threaten'd alſo, if they failed of Succeſs: 
For they proteſted unanimouſly, That they would 
not lay down their Arms, till the impriſon'd 
Counſellor was releaſed. 

The Qucen appear'd at firſt inexorable, and 
ſent their Senators away with Denial and Scotfs, 
wiſhing them Joy of their new Honour in be- 
ing made the Porters of the Rabble And the 
young Monarch, incenſed to {ee his native Loyalty 
thus prophaned by his Sa:je&s, bent his Grows ; 
and caſting a Look, divided betwixt Majoſſ 
and Diſdaim, on the Senators, uiter'd del 
7; N4 Words ; 
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Words, © Sirs! Shall it always be a Cuſtom, thus 

to moleſt the Minority of your Kings? Or do 
you think our tender Years incapable of the com- 
mon Senſes of other Mortals, that you preſume 
« thus inſolently to invade our Rights? Accuſe 
not the Multitude, nor make them an Umbrage 
„to your Sedition : I know the Authors of theſe 
„ Tumults, and fhall find a Time to make them 
feel the Weight of my Diſpleaſure : Think not 
I wear this Sword only for Ornament, [/ayiny 
« his Hand fiercely on his Hilt] or, That the Blood 
« of my rezown'd Anceſtors, is grown degenerate, 


or turned to Lees within my Veins. Go, tell 


« your factious Comrades, there fits this Day upon 

the Throne of France, a King, who though he's 
« young, yet has a Spizit and Memory which will 
« out-laſt his Pupilage.” With that he com- 
manded them out of his Sight. 

Vet notwithftanding this, the People threatned 
to bring their Dar/ing away by Force, if he were 
not releaſed in two Hours. 

There were above a Hundred Thouſand of them 
in Arms, and it mig!.t have proved a dangerous 
Luſurrection. But, ine Queen, at the ſecond Re- 
turn to the Senators, hearkening to the Advice of 
Alazarim, and the Luke of Orlcans, and remem- 

ring the dreadful Effects of M. ſaniello's Tumult 
in Naples, relcas'd the Priſoner ; who was con- 
ducted Home laſt Night in Triumph, by an infi- 
nite Croud of People, who fill'd the Air with 
Shouts and Acclamations. 

It is diſcourſed here, that the Prince of Conde 
will ſpeedily return to Paris : From whom, both 
the Court and the Faction, promiſe themſelves 
new Grounds of Triumph. | 

During theſe Commotions, Mahmut fails not 
to act his Part, being at no ſmall Expence 
to maintain a certain Number of 8 
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whoſe whole Dependence is on me: Theſe I in- 
ſtruct to mix themſelves with the Rabble, to in- 
{innate into them hateful Notions of Cardinal Ma- 
zarini and the Court. They buz up and down 
the City, liſte Flies in this hot Seaſon, and ſting 
the Multitude to Fury with their Stories. 1 ſpare 
no Coſt to procure the Cardinals Ruin: That 
icious Wit comes not ſort of his Predeceſſor 
chlieu, being as active in embroiling foreign 
States; Witnels the Revolutions of Portugal, Ca- 
talonia, England and Naples; (in all which he had 
a principal Hand) and is ever projecting, How to 
aggrandize his Maſter. And the univerſal Succeſs 
of the French Arms in Germany, Flanders, Italy 
and Spain, has left nothing worth a "Thought, but 
the Deſtruction of the O/man Empire. 

Eliachim brings me News every Hour, how my 
Myrmidons ſucceed ; for he acts Abroad in the 
Streets, while I keep my . Chamber, during the 
Tumults, being of Demoſthenes's Mind, who 
when the Ath:nians were in an Uproar, took 
Sanfuary in the Temple of Pallas, and 1 
himſelf before the Altar of the Goddeſs, utter 
theſe Words; O Pallas, I fly to thee for Pro- 
* tection : Defend me from Ignorance, Envy, and 
Inconſtancy; for I love not the Society of the 
Oaul, the Dragon, and the People. 

Yet, whether in my Chamber or Abroad, be 
aſſured, Illuftrions Prefect of the Imperial City, 
'That Mahmut divides his Time between the 
Vows he makes, and the Services he does for the 
Grand Signior, *

Thoſe who fide with the Houſe of Au- 
Aria favour the Suceeſſion of Prince Charles; but 
the French are for Caſimir, their former Priſoner. 

The Duke of Bavaria is alſo dead. I hey ſay 
he died of Grief to ſee his Country expoſed to the 
Inſults of a victorious Enemy; ſor all his Forces 
were entirely defeated. 

The Prince of Cond: has take re in Fan- 
ders; and the Arch-Cuke of Auſiria has render'd 
himſelf /\iaſter of Cyurtray, without drawing a 
Sword, or firing a Gun: The Mare/chal de Rant- 
aan has made an unhappy Attempt to ſurprize 
O/i-r:4, a Sea-Town in Flanders. For, carrying 
his Forces by Water, as ſoon as he had landed his 
Men, a Tempeſt aroſe, and drove all his Ships 
out to Sea: So that, being encompaſſed by a nu- 
merouvs Army of his Enemies, and having ne 
Way v eſcape, he and all his Troops were made 
Priſoners.

they ſailed to conquer that and. 
rom Catalonia the Poſts bring News, which 
pleaſes the Wives and Friends of the Soldiers in 
thoſe Parts: For the Mare/chal de Scomberg has 
cut in pieces the Spaniſb Army, taken Torto/a by 
Aſſault, where the Soldier found a Booty of 
above Fifteen Hundred Thouſand Liwres. 

A Courier i: come from Szwedeland, who brings 
an Account of a late formidable Conſpiracy in 
Ruſjia, againſt the Life of the Czar. I he great- 
eſt Part of the Mu/cowvite Grandees were concern'd 
in this Plot, deſigning to change the Ferm of 
Government, and divide that might Empire into 
ſeveral Principalitirs, whereof every one of the 
Confpirators ſhould have a Share. And that they 
ſhould be all ſubje& to one Chizf, who ſhould 
be elected by the reſt, after the Manner of 
Germany. To this Purpoſe, they had mace a 
private Treaty with the Tartars.

HY venerable Letters are come ſafe to me

I ſhall 
therefore readily obey thy Orders ; and withont 


Demur, put in Execution what thou haſt com- 
manced me. 


Who 
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Who can blame the juſt Indignation of Sultan 
Morat's Widow, who in defence of her Chaſtity, 
threatned to ſheath her Ponyard in the Breaſt of 
her Sovereign? But, incomparable more eminent 
was the Daughter's Virtue, who not being able 
to reſiſt the Force of the mighty Rawifher, after 
ſhe was uted, would, like another Lucretia, 
have ſtabb'd her ſelf, had ſhe not been prevent- 
ed by the Sultan. How has he ſully d the Glory 
of the Oßnan Race by theſe. effeminate Vices : 
What an Indignity has he committed againſt our 
hily Law ? Againſt the principal Patriarch of the 
El: ? Much more noble was the Continence 
of the A ican Scipio, who, when at the Conqueſt 
of New Carthage, a Virgin of admirable Beauty 
was choſen from among the Captives, and pre- 
ſented to him, would by no Means defile her, 
but reſtor'd again without Blemiſh to her Pa- 
rents, ſaying withal, to thoſe who ſtood near him 
« Were I a private Man, I would gratify my 
« Paſſion, by the Enjoy ment of this lovely Maid; 
but it becomes not the Leader of an Army, to 
« give ſo bad an Example; nor a Conqueror to 
« yield his Heart to the Charms of his Captive. 

But it ſeems, that Sultam Ibrahim' was rather 
ambitious of the Cha: acter of Auguſſus the Roman 
Emperor, of whom it is ſaid, That he never ſpa- 
red any Woman in his Luft : But if he caſt his 
Eye on a beautiful Lady, though her Huſband 
were of the firſt Quality in the Empire, he would 
immediately ſend his Officers to bring her to him 
by fair Means, or by Force. 


The Philoſopher A4thrnodorus, who was very 


intimate with this Monarch, took a pretty Method 
to reform this Vice in His Maſter. For, when the 
Emperor had one Day ſent a cloſe Sedan or Chatr 
for a certain Noble Noman, of the Houſe of the 
Camilli; the Phileſopher, fearing ſome Diſaſter

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might enſue, (for that Family was very popu- 
lar, and highly reſpected in Rome, ) he goes o 
fore to the Lady's Palace, and acquainting her 
with it, ſhe complain'd to her Huſband of the 
Indignity was offer'd her. He boiling with 
Anger, theaten'd to ſtab the Meſſengers of the 
Emperor when they came. But the prudent Phi- 
bofopher appeas'd them both, and only defir'd a 
Suit of the Lady's Apparel, which was granted 
him.. He ſoon put it on, and hiding his Sword 
under his Robes enter'd the Sedan, perſonating 
the Lady. The Meſſengers who knew no other, 
carried him away to the Emperor. He heighten'd 
with Defire, made hafte to open the Sedan him- 
ſelf, when Athenodorus, ſuddenly drawing his 
Sword, leap'd forth upon him, ſay ing. Thus 
« mighteſt thou have been murder'd : Wilt thou ne- 
ver quit the Vice, which is attended with ſo much 
« Danger? Jealouſy and Revenge might have ſub- 
« ſtituted an ¶ aſtin thus diſguiſed in my Room - 
« But I took Care of thy Life. Henceforth take 
Warning.“ The Emperor pleas'd with the Philo- 
Jepher's Stratagem, gave him ten Talents of Gold, 
thanking him for this ſeaſonable Correction: And 
from that Time began to reſtrain unlaw ful Plea- 
ſures, applying himſelf to a virtuous Life. 

Thou ſeeſt, holy Prelate, that by peruſing the 
Hifiori-s of the Antients, a Man may furniſh nim- 
ſelf with uſeful Examples, and proper Obſerva- 
tions. I always keep by me Plutarch's Works, 
and thoſe of Livy, a Roman Hiſtorian ; as alſo 
Tacitus, who has leſt the Annals of that formi- 
dable Empire to Poſterity. It were a defirable 
Thing, That the Maſſulman Scribes were employ'd 
in tranſlating ſuch Records as theſe, in the Ma- 
bick or Turkiſh Language: That ſo the true Farth- 
Jul, who are defiin'd by God to corguer the 

erld, may not be ignorant of the memorable

Tranſactions of former Ages. Some of our Su/- 
tans have been curious to have Plutrach's Wri- 
tings render d in the familiar Speech of the Otto- 
mans. There are other Memoirs, not leſs worth 
the Labour. If it ſhall enter into thy Heart, to 
encourage ſo profitable a Work, the whole Empire 
of the re/ign'd to God, will be indebted to thee, 
But, who am I, that preſume to direct the great 
Father of the Faithful? Thou art enlighten'd 
with all Knowledge and Wiſdom ! Peradventure 
thou haſt Reaſons to divert thee from ſuch an 
Enterprize, which I cannot comprehend. There- 
fore I cover my Mouth with Duſt, and acquieſce. 

As to the late Revolution, I am not to diſpute 
the Vill of my Superiors.

Deſiring allo, That 
Heaven nay direct his Counſels, that he may 
never do any thing to merit the Fate of his un- 
happy Father.

They have been theſe ſix Vears debating about 
Trifles and Punctilio's, as is the Manner of the 
Chriſtians, even in the moſt important Affairs. 
This Treaty was ſigned the 24th of the laſt Moon, 
when all farther Hoſtilities ceaſed on all Sides, 
except on the Part: of France and Spain, whole 
Quarrel could by no means be adjuſted, in this 
general Agreement of CHriſtendom. 

Thou haſt by this time heard of the late Tu- 
mults and Emotions in this City; the Diſaffection 
between the Court and Parliament ; with the 
ſhort Siege of Paris. Now Things ſeem to b2 com- 

$'d, and in a Calm: But may only prove a 
Truce, while both Parties take Breath, to ruſh up- 
on each other with the greater Violence. The 
City is unmeaſureably rich and populous, and can 
arm an Hundred thoufand Men at an Hour's 
Warning. The Parliament abets their Quarrel : 
This encourages them to vie with the Court ; The 
Merchants live like petty Kings : Abundance of 
Gold fills them with Pride and Ambition. Whuit 
the Court, in the mean time, are cloſe and re- 
ſerv'd, projecting how to deſtroy the Faction, and 
aſſert the regal Authority. The Queen Regent is 
reſolute and ſevere, yet ſuffers herſelf to be mol- 
lify'd with the milder Counſels of Cardinal Ma- 
garini, and the Duke of Orleans. 

In the Beginniug of this Reign, I gave an Ac- 
count to the Miniſters of the Port, of the Duke of 

Beaufort's 
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Beaufort's Impriſonment in the Cale of the ood 
of Vinciennet, which is one of the King's Palaces : 
This Prince is now eſcap'd from his Confinement, 
and come into the City. The Fa&ious cry him u 
for a Patirot, and are reſely'd to protect him with 
their Lives and Fortunes. | 

If thou yet retaineſt thy Health and Vigour, 
thou art happy. As for me, I feel continual De- 
cays ; yet am not troubled, perceiving at the 
ſame time that I approach nearer to Immortality. 
Wherefore I neither ſeek Reſtoratives, nor. con- 
ſult Phyſicians ; but ſuffering myſelf to diſſolve 
gradually, I die with Pleaſure, pluming and pre- 

ing my ſelf daily, as one ready to take Wing 
or a more happy Region,

To Dgnet Oglou. 


AM not ſurpriz'd at the News of Sultan Pra- 
him's being depoſed aud ſtrangled. "Tis but 
what I have for a long time fear'd : The reſtleſs 
Janixaries will ruin the Ottoman Empire. Neither 
am I ſtartled to hear that his Mother was acceſſary 
to his Fall, having a double Motive, Ambition and 
Revenge, to induce her Conſent. She always af- 
fected to rule; and therefore, could not brook the 
Sultan's refolute Management of Afairs, without 
following her Advice. Befides, ſhe could not eaſily 
forget her Diſgrace and Conſi nement on the ac- 
Count of the Armenian Lady's Death,

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But I am aftoniſh'd aud vex'd to hear, that 
the Mufti ſhould be concern d in ſo black a 
Tragedy. How ſhall” we have the Confidence 
hereafter, to reproach the Chriſtians with their 
frequent Treaſons and Murdering of their Kings ; 
fince it will be eaſy for them to retort, That the 
ſupreme Patriarch of our Law has enter'd into 
the Secret of Rebels, conſpired the Death of his 
Sovereign, and cauſed him to be depoſed and 
ſtrangled. 

As for the Aga of the Fanizarics, I ſuppoſe 
him rather over-aw'd into a Conſpiracy, by the 
forcible Reaſons and elegant Parole of the Mufti, 
than any ways voluntarily engaging kimſelf in 
Crimes, to which he ſeems to have no Inclina- 
tion. Beſides, he could not refuſe to make one 
in the Party, after it had once been propoſed to 
him; unleſs he were reſolv'd to be the firſt Victim 
of their Jealouſy, and be murder'd himſelf, to 
prevent the Diſcovery of the reſt. Yet his Duty 
and Honour ought to have ſuperſeded all other 
Conſiderations: And he ſhould have choſen to 
die in his Allegiance, rather than to live ſtain d 
with ſo foul a Crime. 

However it be, I cannot approve their Trea- 
fon, For whatever the Vices of the Sultan were, 
they had no Right to puniſh him. He was ac- 
countable to none but God: And they invaded 
the Prerogative of Heaven, in dethroning him, 
whom the Divine Providence had inveſted with 
the Imperial Diadem. 

juch leſs can I approve their Impiety, in de- 
faming him now he is dead. Neither can I in 
Conſcience comply with the Injunctions of the 
Mufti, who has commanded me, in a Letter, to 
ſpread an ill Character of Sultan Ibrahim, among 
the Chriſtians, that ſo his own Proceedings 
may appear juſt, Tis true, I owe much = 
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the Authority of this ſovereign Guide of true Be- 
liewers ; yet I muſt not, to pay this Debt, turn 


Bankrupt of my Reaſon : I owe ſomething to 
my ſelf, and to the dflinguiſoing Character of a 


Man. I promiſed him, indeed, to obey his Com- 

mands in this Point: But he that has given me 

Diſpenſation for all the Lies and Injuries I ſhall 

be gullty of in Paris, will, I hope, pardon me, 

if F turn m/ own Confeſſor, and abſolve my ſelf, 

- not performing my Word to him in this 
oint. 

I am not often gailty of aſperſing the Living, 
but I abhor to injure the ; leſt I ſhould in- 
cur the Fate of him, who being at Enmity with a 
famous Wreftler, purſued him with Malice and 
Revenge, even in his Grave, For envying the 
Honour that was due to this Yreftler's Memory, 
in that his Statue was ſet up in a publick Place, he 
when privately one Night, with a Defign tothrow 
the Statue down: But after he had ſpightfully 
disfigured it in ſeveral Parts with a Hammer, 
and was buſy in working its Overthrow ; the 
Image on a ſudden fell on him, and cruſk'd him 
to Death : As if the Spirit of him whom it re- 
prom had given it this Fall, to revenge the 

ialice of his Adverſary. 

Ceptainly, the Ancients were not ignorant what 
they ſaid, when among other ſage Counſels 
they adviſed Mortals, No? to ſpeak ill of the 
Dead, but to eſtcem them ſacred, wha are gone in- 


to the immortal State. And Plato's Ring had this 


Motto on it: I is eafier to provoke the Dead, 
than to paciſy them, when once proveked. Inti- 


mating thereby, that the Sou/s of the Departed 
are ſenfible of the Injuries that are done them by 

the Living. | 
Therefore I will ſhun Detraction, eſpecially 
of the Dead. And, if I cannot ſay much in

HE N I informed thee how the Scozs had 
| ſold their Xing to the Engl; Rebels, it 
was eaſy to preſage the Conſequence, without a 
Revelation. When Sovercign Monarchs become 
the Merchandize of Fa#ions, they commonly 
pay the Price with their own Blood : And there 
are few Example of Princes that have been im- 
priſon'd by their Subje&s, and yet have eſcaped a 
violent Death: For thoſe who have once advanced 
ſo far in their Treaſon, as to ſeize the Per/or of 
their Sovereign, can never retire with Safety to 
themſelves, or at leaft their own Guilt makes 
them think ſo. The Conſciouſneſs of what they 
have already done, prompts them to proceed in 
their Wickedneſs : And in their Deſpair of faving 
their own Lives, makes them conclude: it necel- 
ſary to take away his, whoſe violated Mojc/ty, they 

fear will never pardon ſo impudent an Eifay of

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But the Method which the Erg/;4 have taken 
to murder their King, has not a Precedent in Hi- 
ſtory : Theſe 1»fidcls have out-ſtripp'd all former 
Traytors, in the Contrivance and Execution of 
their Regicide : They have even ſurpaſſed them» 
ſelves, and their own firft Deſigns. 

It has beer uſual for Traytors, to take away 
the Life of a depos'd Monarch privately, by Poi- 
ſon or Aſſaſſin, either in reſpect to his royal Blood, 
or te avoid the Poſſibility of a Reſcue, from any 
of his loyal Friends and Subjects. But, thele Bar- 
barians were reſolved publickly to inſult on Ma- 
j-/ty, to brave the whole World in the Execution 
of their Villany, and make a pompous Concluſion 
of their Treaſons. For, they erected a new Di- 
wan or Court of Judicature, compoſed of the moſt 
infamous Traytors : There they formally try'd 
their Sovereign, by a Law of their own making - 
condemn'd him as a Tyrant and a Traytor ; And 
finally, cauſed his Head to be chopt off with an 
Axe, by an Executioner, before the Gates of his 
own Palace, in the Sight of Thouſands of his Sub- 
jects; that ſo they might appear, not ſo much to 
kill their King, as to deſtroy the Monarchy itſelf, 
and triumph in its Ruin. 

Haſt thou, O venerable Judge of the Faithful, 
ever read or heard of ſuch a daring Treaſon? AJl 
Europe ftartles at the monſtrous Fact. And Car- 
dinal Maze-:in him ſelf, who carried on that pri- 
vate Web of factious Deſign in England, whole 
firlt Threads his Predecefor Richlieu had ſpun ; 
yet expreſſed an Horror, at the News of this Tra- 

edy, And, I look not on this to be an Artifice of 
olicy in him to blind the World; but a real Diſ- 
covery of his Sentiments : For he is too generous 
to approve ſo barbarous a Proceeding againſt a 
Sovereign Monarch, though his Enemy.

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T'other Day he was heard to ſay, That in 
Rewenge of the King's Murder, he would embar- 
raſs the Counſels of the Engliſh Rebels, more than 
be had done thoſe of their Sovereign. 

This was not ſpoken ſo ſecretly, but Malmut 
had Intelligence of it within an Hour : For I 
have more Ears in Paris, than thoſe en my Head, 
to hearken after the Intrigues of this Minifter : 
And it will be difficult for him hereafter to ſpeak, 
write, or act any Thing; no, not even in his pri- 
vate Cloſet, which will not be diſcloſed to me. 

Yet, though I thus watch his Motions as an 
Enemy, and do my utmoſt to render his De- 
figns againſt the Ottoman Port ineffectual, I can- 
not in my Heart condemn this Miniſfer, who all 
the while acts but the Part of a fairb/ul Serwand, 
and an able Stateſman, ſtriving to aggrandize 
his Maſter. 7 58 

His ſupporting alſo the Faclions in England, and 
nouriſhing the Diſcontents of that giddy headed 
People, were but the Reſult of his Zeal for his 
Country, and for the Church, whereof he is one 
on the principal Pillars : It being evident from 
his Grief at that King's Murder, I hat he bore no 
Malice againſt him, but only ſought to humble 
him into Terms of Compliance with France. 

When I ſay this, I ſuppoſe the Cardinal's Sor- 
row on that Account, to be free from Fiction: 
But who knows when the Actions of State/men 
are undiſguis'd, and when not? For I am well 
aſſured, That whilſt his Agents were buſy in em- 
broiling that Nation, he 1 the exiled Eng- 
liſh Ducen, to aſſiſt her Huſband with Men and 


Money againſt thoſe very Rebe/s, with whom he 
held a private Correſpondence, and to whom his 
Coffers were really open. 
+ Moſt of the European State/memn are corrupted 


With the Maxims of a certain famous Writer,

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whom the call Machiave/. The State Caſuift 
has taught them, to boggle at no Crimes, which 
may advance the Ends they aim at ; every Thing, 
in his Opinion, being honeſt, that is ſucceſsful. 
Thus, Policy among the Nazarenes, is degenerated 
into ſordid Craft : And that which was once de- 
ſervedly eſtzem'd a Virtue neceſſary tothe Govern- 
ment of the Voyld, is now turn'd into a Vice;
